© The Low Countrey'iis in circuit340 Flemmiſh Leagues, or one 
thouſand Ttalian or Efigliſh miles Thereare more than two hun- 
dred walled Cities in it, and one hundred and fifty Townes whichi| 
haue the priuiledge and iurifdidtion of Cities, with aboue 6oo Vil-: 
lages ; but during theſe long warres they haue been very much leſ- 
ſened od ralced ; And to giue fatisfationto the curious reader, I 
will here ſet downe a generall number whereby he may know how 
many townes and yillages there are in cuery Province.

of France withthe Salicks and Franconians their neighbors, 8c. - 

The Countrie being diuided into Prouinces,they haue acknow- 
ledged ſome Soueraigne Lords ; but on certaine conditions, ſtill 
keeping them from growing great, for feare of being ſubiugated 
by them, and thereforerhey eſpecially loued them when they were 
young : theſe Prouinces liuing thus peaceably ynder their Lords, 
and vniting themſclues together in time of need, hane oftentimes 
purchaſed renowne by valiant ations, as well againſt the Ro- 
mans as other nations, _— againſt the Turks and Saraſcns, as 
appeares by theirexploits ynderthe condu of Godfrey of Bouil- 
lon and other Kings of lerufalem, as alſo vnder Baldwin Earle of 
Flaunders who woon the Empire of Conſtantinople, with many 
other enterpriſes mentioned in their Croniclesand Hiſtories. In a 
word they are a people of whom. the famous Hiſtorian Cornelius 
Tacitus writes thus; the Gaales fought for their libertie, the Ger- 
mans for bootic ; butthe Barttauians for glorieand honour.In this 
regard the Roman E mperors choſe themto guard their own per- 
ſons, eſteeming them the vallianteſt and loyalleſt people of the 
. world: and ſome of them, as the Battauians and Friſons, hauec been 
declared friends avd companions of the Romans, 

Notwithſtanding that all theſe Low Countries haue in time paſt 
beene ſundrie Prouinces and Soueraigntics ynder ſeuerall Princes , 
yetat laſt they haue beene reduced ynder foure Dukes. of Bur- 
gundi-, afterwards vnder the Archdukes of Auſtria, and finally 
vnder one lord abſolute , the Emperour Charles the fift, and bis 
ſonne Philip King of Spayne. Ir ſhall not be amiſle briefely to ſet 
down,bow,when,8: after what maner they became ſubie& tothele 
laſt Princes : and let this continue in eternall memorie, that the 
Spanyards haue attainted the gouernment of theſe Low countries, 
not to rule them as their owne ſubieRs, according to their Lawes, 
but asa free Nation, by their owne Lawesand priui ledges. 

Leys de Male, by his father, Earle of Flanders,Neuers,Retel,Sa- 
| lines, Antuerp,and Malines , and by his mother, Earle of Burgon- 


| dic and Artois, had a daughter named Margaret, by Margaret his 


wife daughter to John the third Duke of Brabant : this ladie in the 
yere 1369 in Gant, maried Philip of Valois ſurnamed the Hardie,

Duke of Burgondie, the yongeſt ſonne co: Tohnthe French King : 
from theſe two deſcended John ( ſans peur) Earle of Flanders, Bur- 

ondie,Artois,&c.This Toh ot Valois,did in the yere 1415 marrie 
the ladie Margaret daughter to the Earle of Haynault, Hollard, 
Zeland, and Friſeland ; and was treacherouſly flayne at Montereau 
inFraunceafi1419 the nineteenth of September, being cight and 
fortic yeares old, and inthe fittcenth yeare of his raigne : he di- 
ed (as ſome ſay) by the Dolphins command. 

His onely ſonne, Phillip ( | Bon) ſucceeded him being three 
and twentie yeares old,and was Duke of Burgondie,Earle of Flan- 
ders, Artois, Burgondie, Palatin & Marqueſle of the facred Em- 
pire, & lord of Salines and Malines. He did moreouer in the yere 
14:9 by the death of Earle Dideric of Namur , ſucceed him in the 
ſame Earledome,which he firſt bought;and by the death of Phillip 
Duke of Brabant , who died withour heires , he did inthe yeare 
1430 obtainethe Dutchies of Lorraine, Brabant,and Limbourg; 
and by the death of Jacoba counteſle of Holland &c. his neece, he 
gotinthe yeare 1436 the Earledomes of Haynault, Holland, Ze- 


| Jand and Friſeland. In the yere1443.his Aunt gaue himthe Duchic 


of Luxembourgh, firſt as proteor thereof, and afterwards as ab- 
folute lord . He was the #0 of the houſe of Burgondie that inſti- 
tuted the order ofthe Golden fleece at Bruges in Flaunders, when 
he maried 7/abell of Portugall inthe yeare 1450 : He died at Brut 
ges afh1467 inthe 72 yeare of hisage, and 48 ofhis raigne. He 
left his onely ſonne Charles of Valois ſurnamed the Warriorgheire 
toall theſe countries : who ſucceeded his fatherin the 34 yeare of 
his age; for an annuall pention, andthe ſum of 92000 crownes of 
gold;he bought the duchie of Guelderl{and 8 county of Zutphen 
of Arnold Earle of Egmond; who dying, did by bis laſt will and 
Teſtament confirme the ſaid ſale, making Duke Charleshis heire, 
difinheriting his own ſonve Adolfe becauſe he had rebelled againſt 
him, This Duke tooke poſſeſſion of Guelderland in aft 1473 : He 
ſought to make the Low-countriesa kingdome , and to that end 


thethirds fon , and he would haue called it the kingdome of Bur- 
gms 3 becauſe in former time Burgondie had been a kingdome; 
ut in regard cuerieProuince was Soueraigne, and had her priui- 
ledges, lawes and reueneues apart, differing in weights and mea-

This braue warrior was ſlaine be- 
tore Nancy anno 1477 the fift day of Ianuarie, betrayed by an Ita- 
lian Earle called Canpengh that ſerued him ( by the inſtigation of 
Lewis the eleuenth French king,the Swiſles & Lorraios) afterthat 
he had woon three battailes. Three dayes after his death he was 
found naked ina mariſh which was froſen , as Philip of Comines 
writes in his Hiſtorie : he was foure and fortie yeares old, and left 
one onely daughter and heire behind him , called Marie of Valois, 
of the age of eighteene yeares,who in anno 1477 on the eighteenth 
of Auguſt, married Maximillias of Auſtria , who recouered from 
the French king whatſocuer he had taken from his wife: he recſta- 

olden fleece, which in thoſe dayes was 
very contemptible ; thiske didin anno £478. They had two chil- 
dren berwixt them, a ſonne named Philip and a daughter called 
Margaret. Marie of Burgondie the third yeare after Fl was mar- 
ried fell from her horſe, and of that fall dyed. Maximillian for a 
time gouerned thoſe countries inthe behalfe of his ſonne Philip , 
but nor yerie faithfully, forhe went. about to allienat and diuide 
the Prouinces of Brabant, Holland, Zeland and Friſeland from the 
Low-countries , to giue them to his father the Emperour Frederic, 
and did many matters to the preiudice of thoſe countries which to 
rehearſe would be too long. In the yeare 1492 his] ſopne Philip 
was acknowledged Prince ofthe whole Low-countries, and con- | 
firmed as hereditaric lord thereof. In an. 1496 inthe Citie of Lier | 
in Brabant hemarricd D. Joare of Spayne,ſo as the Low-coun- 
tries being before vnited by ſuridrie marriages , are laſtly by this 
conjunction fallen to the houſe of Spayne ; andalthough they 
haue attayned ro a kind of perfe& proſperitie, yer by this meahes 
they are fallen into a long and vnneceſlarie warre,and into/the 
troubles of ciuile broiles , to 'the great hurt and preiudice of - 
the ſayd countries : and hereby haue the ſeuenteenc Prouinces | 
beene vnder the Spaniſh gouernement theſe ſeuentie or cightic | 

cares. 

# This preſent yeare 1610 fincetheſaid Prouinces haue beene di- 
vided, the Archdukes Albert and J/abella Clara ,' ivioy one 
part thereof; namely Brabant, Limbou rg,.Luxembourg,Flander S 
Artois, Haynault,Namur,Lille, Douay, Orchies, Tourney and 
Tournefis, Malines, Valenciennes, Cam bs , with part of Guelder- 
land, and the Seignioric of Linguen , excepting ſome places of

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Brabantand Flanders , which my Lords the eſtates doe yet hold» 
wanting nothing but peace . The eſtates of the vnited Provinces 
polleſle the reſt , as the three parts of Gueſderlaud, Holland, 
Zealand , Friſeland , Vtrecht , Gronvingen, and the territories 
adioyping, Ouer-Yſecll and Drent, with certaine parcels of Bra- 
banc and Flaunders, all which Countries contribute towards the 
WAITE. 

We will now ſpeake ſomewhat of the particular eſtate of theſe 
Prouinces,as they ſtand in this preſent yere 1610 during the truce: 
and firſt,of thoſe vader the gouernement of the Archdukes, of 
Brabant, which they wholy enioy , except the Townes of Ber- 
ghen op Zoom, Breda, Steenbergh , Willem-ſtadt, Graue,and 
certaine Forts, all'which are vnder the gouernement of the e- 
ſtates of the ynited Prouinces . Theſe ' Countries haue for the 
ſpace of fourtie yeares , during the warres, ſuffered much , as 
well by the enemie, as their owne ſouldiers , mutynivg often 
through want of pay , and in ſuch fort oppreſling the Coun- 
trie , as it-is a wonder how the poore people ſtill breath; 
vvhereby we may coniecure of the Countries power. There 
are diuers good Townes whicty are places of retuge- for the di- 
ſtreſſed Boores. The Citi of Louayn'is yet in good eſtate. 
Bruxels by meanes of the Court ſtill profpers and flouriſheth. 
The Towne of Boiſleduke or' Sertoghen' buſch, although ir bath 
endured many aſſaults and fieges, Toth neuertheleſle enioy her 
Io good fortune. Butithe Citie of Antuerpe , renouned 


| for her þeautie and trade of merchandiſe, hath ſuffered much , 


hauing; beene ſackr,, ranſomed, and partly burot-,- and enfor- 
ced to build a Cittadell which hourecly 'keepes it in awe , by 
meanes whereof ſhe hath loſt her-trade, ſo as now it-1s onely 
frequented by ſome' few Lawyers, and receiuers.of the Princes 
wk 09 7 doth ſomewhat helpe it. The peopleand inha- 
bitancs of Brabant during theſe warres are waſted and conſumed 
morethan the one balfe. ne 

Malines a Soueraigne Citie and Seigniorie hath beette twice 
taken, and more ſpoyledrtian any other / 
Limbourg; Valckenbourg and Dalem;haue likewiſe been much 
afflicted together with the Citie of Namur ; yer at this day they are

to giuepaſlage tothe armies. In Haynault, Artois, Valenciennes, 
Lille, Douay,Orchies, Tournay, Tournefis and Cambray , the chief 
rownes at the beginning of the warres , haue been taken and ſackr, 
and the countrey waſted and ſpoiled , vvhich was no noueltie to 
them, beeing accuſtomed thereunto in the French wars : they now 
proſper,8& impoſitions haue done them more harme than warre. 

Flanders during theſe forty yeares warre hath greateſt cauſe to 
complaine, hauing been maſterd by the ſeditious vulgar, all her 
chiefe cities and rownes haue- been belieged,. yyoon, and fackr, 
Grauecling and ſome other few forts excepted : divers townes and 
great villages haue been made heaps of earth, ſoas in thisprouince | - 
alone, more townes , villages, caltles and cloiſters hauc NS rut- 
ned,than in any other,ſo that the countrey is halfe ynpeopled,and |. 
the inhabitants retired into other lands. The Archdukes poſleſſe 
all Flanders , except the townes of Sluce, Axel, Teruheuſe , the 
whole Iſle of Katfant , Biervliedt, Ardenbourgh with ſomie other 
forts and ſtrong places. In ſtead ofthelerownes and thoſe of Bra- 
bant heretofore mentionedthe Archdukes poſleſle part of Guel- 
derland , and therein the rowne of Ruremond, together with, 
Gueldre, Venlo,Watrchtendonc, Strale and Grolle, then the towns 
ofLingen and Oldenzeel inthe fartheſt parts ofthe lowcountries: 
which by a firme ai d defired peace would ſoone recouer their for- 
mer wealth and beautic. 

My Lords the ſtates of the ynited prouinces poſſeſſe theſe coun- 
tries followingabe three parts remaining of the duchy of Guel-, 
derland,ynder which is comprehended the.countie of Zutphen, . 
and the Archdukes inioy the towne of Grolle. Theſe countries, 
haue been much afflicted, for all the beſt townes therein haue been 
belieged,taken.and ſack, in- which regard their wealth is ſmall in 


compariſon of that of other prouinces.

Efore we ſet downe the great and valorous actions of the mo 
illuſtrious Prince, Maurice of Naſſau,vve will briefely in man- 
nerof an introduction ſpeake ſomewhat of the Genealogje,

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deſcent, birth, life and death of my Lord his father, William of Naf- 
ſau of happie memorie. 

William by 'the grace of God , Prince of Orange, Earle of Naſſau, 
Catzenelbogen, Dierz, , Vianda &c.Marqueſſe of Veer and Fluſbing ; 
Vicount of Antuerpe and Bexanſon ,.Baron of Breda, Diet , Grim- 
berg, Arley, Noxeroy &c.'Lord of Caitelbelin , Lieutenant generall in 
the. Low-countries , and Gouernour of Brabant-\, Holland, 'Zeland , 
Virecht and Frige-land ,, Admirall of the Belgick Seas, was foane 
to Wilkam of Naſlau, brother to Count Henrie of. Naflau, both of 
them ſonnes to Joby wb was brother to Engelbere, to whota Tohn 
of Naſſau was Father, .d Marie: of Loon their mother. This - 
William married: Julian Counteſle' of Stolberg;-a'verie wiſe and 
vertuous Ladic , by whom hee had fiue ſonnes; namely Wilkam 
of Naſſau Prince of Orange &c. fohn of Naſſau, Lodwitke, 4- 
dolph, and Henrie, three of them vvere flayne in the Low=coun: 
trie yvarres ; and ſeuendaughters ,all excellently well married to 
Earles, and haue had many children , ſo thattheſayd Ladie, mo- 
ther ro my Lordof happic memoric , being 75:yeares old, did in 
anno 1578 ſce-of her owne iflue,, 123 perſons 'both Farles and 
Countelles herchildrenaod childrens children: how wy number ! 
is ſince encreaſed to me is ynknowne.. 

The late Prince of Orange of ic memorie was: Hewny at 
Dillenbourg in anno 1533/the fourcteenth of Aprillold ſtile. He 
was of more than middleſtature; the:colour of higbeard browne, 
more leane than fat. What his inward parts were; his 'heroicke a- 
cions teſtifie, Beivg come to mans ſtave; he married firſt, theone- 
ly daughter and heire of Maximilian 
Leerdam 8&c. on! whom be begat Philip ofNaſſau Coun of Buren, 
now Prince of Orange ; ; and A Ag pu called Marie . married: ro 
Graue Hohenlo. - 

His ſecond wife was Hine, ſole Juater to' ales Eletor Maui 
Duke of Saxonie, by whom he hadaſonve called Maurice of Naſ- 
ſau borne at Dilleabourgzin the Coubrie:of Naffaiy, the thirteenth 
of Nouember anno'1367!: by-whoſediſcreerandivalorous condu@ 
it pleaſed God-to bleſſerheſe Low-countries; before extreatnely 
attli ed. He had moreouer wo vc" ona by her, the one named 
Anne, the other Emillia. 

His third choice was the Ladie Charlotea of Bourbon, dauginer 
to Duke Mompenfier of France, by whonthe-had fixe daughters; 
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namely Louiſa Juliana, Elizabeth,Catherina Belgica, Flandrina,Char- 
lotta Brabantina, and Emillia Secunda. 

His fourth and laſt wife was, Lowſa of Colligni, daughter to the 
Admirall of Fraunce,and widow to the Lord Telligni( both her fa- 
ther and husband wereſlaine in the maſacreat Paris)bywhom he 
had a ſonne, borne in the Towne of Delft called Henrie Frederick, 
a Prince worthie ſuch a father, I yvill not vyrite thelife and actions. 
of this valorous Prince : forit is not my meaning or intent to make 
a long diſcourſe ofall his yitoriesand defeatures by ſeaand land, 


| taking of towns, ſieges,difficulties,trauels, & miſeries vyhereunto 


this life is ſubic&, eſpecially that of Princes and great men ; nor 
likewiſe how often, and by ſundrie wayes his enemies baue ſought 
to murther him; Onely I vyill briefely fer downe how he was trea- 
cherouſly ſlayne in the Towne of Delft ; And if any be defirous 
to ſee a moreample deſcription thereot, let him read the Hiſtories 
of things done in the Nodal written by Emanuell Demetrus, 
John Perit and others. | 
In the, yeare 1584 in the beginning of May,there came tothe 
Princes Court inthe Towne of Deltr, a young man: of the age of 
ſeuen and twentic yeares, of a middle ſtature,ſfimple countenance, 
and cuell aſpet, his name yvas Baltazar Gerard borne at Ville- 
fans in Burgondic, he had changed his name, and termed himſelte 
Francis Guyon of Belangon,; forme to Peter Guyon of Lyons vvho 
had bene put to death for his Religion, and for enterpriſing 
ſomewhat in bebalfe of thoſe of the reformed Religion . This tel- 
low deliuered a letter to the. fayd Prince;/{hewing voto him the 
zcalc he did beare tothe reformed: Religion, and howdefirous he 
was to ferue him ; and withall, how that paſſing through Luxem- 
bourg, he had viſited a Cofin of his called Zohn duiÞre , Secctarie to | 
Count Mansfelr, vvith whom'he had continued for a time , till at 
laſt he reſolucd forthe quict of his conſcienceto leaue him 7 The 
vvhich he was the ſoonerenforced to do,becauſethe Teſuits began 
to ſuſpe him : He told him beſides how that he had gotten from 
his Coſen diuers blanks figned by Count Mangfelt, whereof hee 
thought good vſe might be made for chterpriſing vpon certaine 
towns of Luxembourg & elſewhere,with may other ſuch like dil- 
courſes 8 circumſtances, tending to this end to inſinuathimſelfe 
intothe Princes fauour,and to enter into his ſeruice. He grew like- 
wiſe familiar ynder colour of Religion vvith certaine of the Prin-

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ces houſhold. ſeruants, and vyas preſent at Sermons and yſuall 
Prayers, carrying cythera Palme Booke Bibleor Teſtament it;1] 
in his hand. 
The Prince acquainted yvith all rhis, anſwered that he thought 
thoſe ſigned blankes would doe ſmall good in any enterpriſe , 
bur onely ſerue to ſafe-conduct meſſengers from Bruxels ro Cam- 
bray and therefore yvilled him to leaue ſome of them. And at 
vvhat time the Lord of Schoonwall vyent into Fraunce, his Exce}- 
lencie thought good to ſendthe ſayd Baltazar vvith him to the 
Marſhall Byron, who men thoughtſhould haue beene Gouernour 
of Cambray, that he might make vſc of theſe ſigned blankes : And 
-yvith him he vvent into Fraunce. 

After that, hereturned from Fraunce with Letters both to the 
Prince and'States,mentioning the death ofthe Duke of Brabant & 
Anjou, in yvhich regard the Prince ſentfor him into his Chamber 
as he lay in his bed, that he might particularly informe him of 
the Dukes death. | | 

He hath confeſt ſince , that if his dagger had beene then 
about him, hee yyould have killed him in his bed. Within a 
vvhile after he was commaunded to returne into Fraunce , where- 
upon be craued ſome money , ſhewing how his hoſe and ſhooes 
vvere broken; the Prince commaunded his Secretarie to giue him | 
ſome on the eightday of Tulic ; withthis money he bought two | 
Piſtols of one of the Gard, therewith to execute his diueliſh en- 
terpriſe. 

The tenth of Tulie about dinner time, he came to the Prince, of 
whom with a fearctull and trembling voice he craued a paſle-port, 
which the Princeſſe(there preſent)did well obſerue, who asked the 
Prince whathe was; becauſe ſhee ſaw he had a bad countenante; 
his Excellencic told her that he vvas a fellow that ſued for a paſſe- 
port, and ſo gaue order for his diſpatch : Whileſt they were at din- 
ner, he was ſcene to walke neere the ſtables behind the houſe to- 
wards the Towne Rampiers:: After dinner as the Prince was com- 
ming forth; this murdererſtood wichout the Hall doore , & ma- 
king ſhew as if he craued his paſle-port, he diſcharged one oof his 
Piſtols vpon him, charged with three bullets : The Prince- feeling 
bicoſclfe bom, fayd onelychus » My God, take pittie on my ſoule , Þ 
am ſore wounded ; my God , take pittic on my ſoule , and on this poore 
people . Hauing vrtered theſe words. he began to ſtagger, bur was 
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ſupported by Jaques Maldre, ( vvho witneſſeth that he heard thoſe 


words) and was ſet downe vpon theſtaires,where he grewſpeech- 
leſſe : And as the Counteſle of Swartſenbourg (his ſiſter) asked | 
him in the high Dutch Tongue if he did not recommended his 
ſouleto leſus Chriſt, he aunſ{wered in the ſame language, yea, and 
neuer afterwards ſpake. He was preſently layed ypon a bed in 
the ſame roome where he dined ; where within a while after hee 
gaue vp theghoſt, Such was the end of this Prince, eſteemed not 
onely of his friends but enemies, the moſt wiſe, conſtant, magna- 
nimous, patient, and excellent Prince, that liued or died in our. 
time, according to his Embleme, Seuis tranquillus in ondis, which 
is to ſay, quiet inthe middeſt of troubles : A goodlie end, ſeeing 
he died for his Countrie, a thing which all godlie wiſe men deſire, 
whom death neuer takes yoprouided ; as alſo, becauſe he was ſoon 
freed from feare and griefe ;a death, whereby our great God hath. 
ſince manifeſted, that the good ſucceſie of warredepended not on 
this Princes perſon, but on his mightie arme, ſeeing that the victo- 
rie which his'enemies thought they had gained of him, ſorted nor 
according to their deſire, but hath conuicted them of inhumane, 
cruelcic: for his ſecond ſonne, Maurice of Naſſau Prince of Orange, 
did from that time ( though he were not aboue 17 or 18 yeares 
old) reſolue to follow his Fathers ſteps, and to ſerue his Countrie: 
And the better to incite him thereunto, he invented an Embleme,: 
of a Tree cut downe tothe root;from which iſſued render young, 
plants, which intime became Trees, and vnderneath , this morto 
in Latine, Tandem fir ſurculus arbor5vix, In time the plant becomes 
a Tree : inferring thereby that they had not yet woon all by his 
fathers death, — by the cut Tree, but that the plants 
which ſprouted forth, might in time let them-that cut the Tree, 


know, how wortthie their raſh and bloudie attempt is, to bederi- 
ded by the whole world. 


The Princeſſc his wife(there preſent)was greatly grieued,crying 


out,and intreating God to 


had pleaſed him to take her 
from the world. 

—The murdcrer ſought to haue eſcaped by a back way, 8 in run- 
ning let fall che other Piſtoll, hauing alreadie paſſed the ſtables,

giue her the gift of patience, lecingit 
ather,firſt husband,8& now the prince, 
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full of water, hauing two bladders and a quillto blow wind into 
them, which he thought to make vſe of for his better ſwimming 
ouer : But hewas ouertaken and ſtayed by two of the Princes ter- 
uants.Arfirſt he was perplext and daunted, but when heperceiued 
they did not hurt him, he began to take courage, hoping perhaps 
ro hauc his faallowed, and by ſome meanes to eſcape, and ſayd 
that he had done nothing but that which the King his maſter had 
commaunded him. He was carried betforethe Magiſtrats of Deltr 
ro be examined; There he craued paper, permeand inke; promi- 
ling ( ſeeing he was priſoner) to vntold the truth of the matter, 
Which he did not, but mingled many lyes among ſometrue points, 
as itaſterwards appeared. | | 

. He confefled, that his name was Baltazar Gerard of Villefans 
in Burgondie, and that for the ſpace of ſixe yeares he hada dere 
co kill the Prince, which he imparted to divers, who reptehended 
him for it. But,ſome three yeres paſt vnderſtahding that the Prince 


he viſed meanes to come hither to execute thar ſentence yet hea- 


ſelte into the ſeruice of John au Pre, Secretanie 'to:Count Mansfelds: 
but within a while after hauing notice that the Prince ſti}] lived, he

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meat : and that thereupon he had bought two Piſtols, and charged 
them, the one with three bullets wherewith he ſhot the Prince, and 
the other with two which he could make no vſe of, being hindered 
by the Gard, for which he was verie ſorie, affirming thar if at thar 
time he had beene two thouſand miles trom thence, he would 
haue returued backe to kill um. All this did he voluntarily and 
| without torture confeſle and ſer downe in writing, Afterwards be- 

ing in Prifon,he confeſt at ſundrie times that which followerh,and 
| perſeuered in itto the yerie death, 

Firſt, (withoutany torture) he declared that not long before he 
vnderſtood the Kings profcription againſt- the Prince, beingin 
May laſt at Delft,he would haue done the deed, it he could haue 
found afit time, and meanes to eſcape : Afterwards he ſued ro car- 
rie letters of the Dukes death, and that the day before, he thought 
to haue ſlaync him, but that he durſt notthen atrempr it, becauſe 
heſaw no meanes ofeſcape. Butthe ſame day he did it, he wholly 
reſolued to contemneall daunger and to kill the Prince, though 
he were inuironed with fiftie thouſand men. 

Concerning his declaration to the [eſuit he perſiſted in his for- | 
mer confeſſion : and how that being in Fraunce, this buſineſſe did 
ſo torment him as he could not reſt night nor day : Where- 
upon,he quarrelled with ſome of his fellow ſeruants,that he might 
the ſooner be diſpatched away with letters ; And if inthat journey 
he ſhould haug miſled his purpoſe, his meaning was to baue re- 
turned into Fraunce and to haue become one of the reformed re- 
ligion in ſome Congregation or other;and to haue ſo delt with the 
Conſiſtorie, ashe would haue obtayned letters of recommendatt- 
on to get him acceſleto the Prince, and by that meanesto perform 
thedeed. Being tortured,8 likewiſe before, he confeſt that he had 
acquainted Doftor Gery Warden of the Friers at Tourvay with his 
purpoſe. After his torture he confeſled that che fayd Frier had in- 
couraged him, and giuen him his bleſſing , promifingto pray to, 
God for him. That  # leſuit of Treues bad likewiſe aſlured him, 
that if he died in the attempt,he ſhould bereckonedin the number 
of martyrs. He had likewiſe impanted the fame to z other leſuits. : | 

Being againe tortured, he ſayd that he was a poore fellow, leet) 
king ſome meavs to aduance himſelfe:Thar he had acquainted the 
Prince of Parma with his plot, who appointed the Counſellor 4/- 
ſonuille to conterre with him : who vpon the difticultic of the mat-' 

ter! 
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ter told him, tharhe ſhould doe great good ſeruice to the King of | 
Spayne, and that the Prince of Parma allowed thereof, fo as it he 
performed it, he ſhould receiuethe recompence propoſed in the 
proſcriprion;but if he ſhold betaken, he aduiſed him by no means | 
to make any mention ofthe Prince of Parma. He rold Aſſonuille 
that he would change his name, and cal] himſelfe Francis Guyon ſon 
to Peter Guyon put to death for Religion and his goods confiſcat, 
and ſo being a poore fellow and wanting mzanes, = yet affetio- 
nat to Religion he would goe to the Princes Court, and the berter 
to infinuat , hee would preſent him his ſeruice and thoſe ſealed 
Blankes : al{ this did Aſſonuille conſent to, and yehemently exhorted 
him to performe it; intreating him againe not to make any men- 
tion ofthe Prince of Parma, for diuers reſpets, and perceiuing 
him reſolute inthe attempt, he ſayd vnto him , Goe my ſonne, it 
thou performethis, the King wil keepe his promiſe with thee, 
and thou ſhalt purchaſe immortall fame : He ſhould beſide hauec 
the Prince of Parma for his friend; that the ſayd Prince had leene 
thoſe blankes and was content they ſhould be vſed , but Count 
Mansfeldt ſhould change and alter his ſeale, and haue it no more 
cengrauen inthe forme of a Lozenge; with divers other ipſtruQi 
ons which Aſſonuille gaue him ; Whereupon the fayd Baltazar aun- 

{wered, that he hoped fo well to counterfeit himſelte to be of the 
reformed Religion, as to get into the ſeruice of ſome Secreta- 
ric, thereby to find ſome -oportunitie, to preſent letters to the 
Prince toſigne,and inthe meane time to kill him with his ponyard. 
After his torture, he ſti]] continued in one mind; that he was nor 
forie forthe fact, but if it were againc to be done he would attewpr 
it thoughit ſhould coſt himathouſand liues. 
| Alltheſe confeflions,both thoſe that he had yoluntarily ſet down 
in writing, and thoſe that he made vpon the torture, ſeen & heard, | 
my Lords of the great Councell & thoſe of the Prowincial|,appoin- 
ted to examin and judge the priſoner,together with the magyſtrars 
| of Delfe,pronoficed ſentence againſt the ſaid Baltazar as followeth. 

Baltazar Gerard borne at Villetavs in the franche county of Bur- _—_— — 
gondie,hauing confeſt to haue attempted to kill the illuſtrious and | Betczor Ge.

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the ſentence of proſcripion againſt the Prince of Orange, the 
King of Spayne, ſhould pay Firm the recompence propoſed. in | 
the {ayd proſcription, together yvith the ſumme of five and twen- 
tie thouſand Ducats : that the ſayd priſoner ſhould call him- 
ſelfe Frauncis Guyon, and make ſhew of beeing afteftionat to 
the reformed Religion , to haue the' better acceſſe ro the 
Princes Court. That the fayd Priſoner according to this re- 
ſolution came thirther vnder the: name of Frauncis Guyon, and, 
on the ninth of Julie , bought two Piſtols, which 'on the tenth 
day he charged whileſt my Lord the Prince was at dinner, 
and returning , hung them at his girdle , and hid them vn- 
der his Cloke : And as the fayd Prince after dinner was going 
forth of the Hall to aſcend the ſtaires leadingito his Cham- 
ber, he diſcharged one of the Piſtols, wherewnh he flew the ſayd 
Lord Prince. This being an execrable deed, and abhominable | 
treacherie, perpetrated againſt the perſon of ſo illuſtrious a Prince 
ot happie memorie,the offendor ought not to eſcape ynpunithed, 
but 15 to be ſeuerely chaſtiſed,to ſerue for an example toall o- 
ther:. | 

In this regard, my Lords aboue named, having well and ma- 
turely weighed the confeſſion. of the fayd priſoner, and confide- 


| red euerije circumſtance thereof, haue by theſe preſents condem- 


ned and doe condemne the ſayd Baltazar Gerardto be led to'a 
ſcaffold ere&ed before the State-houſe of the fayd Citie ;there firſt 
to have. his righc hand , wherewith he committed: this ſo exe- 
crable fact, burned betwixt two burning yrons, andafterwardshis 
fleſh to be burnt and torne off with burning pincers in ſixeſeue- 


ral parts of his bodie,as legges,armes, and other fleſhie places,atid 


laſtly to be quarteredaliue, his bowels and heart tobe taken forth 
and throwne in his face, his head cut off, and his-quarters tobe! 
ſer ypon the foure Bulwarkes, and his head vpona pole to ſtand 
vpon the Schoole-Tower behind the Princes houſe; and all'his 
goods to be confiſcat.

On Saturday the foureteenth of Tulie, hee was publikely 
broughrto a ſcaffold ſer yp in the Marketplace of Delft, where he | 
was executed according to the ſentence, with admirable patience, | 
ſhewing the ſame courage and reſolution he bad atfirſt : he would | 
nor ' 
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not conferre with any Miniſter ;when his handand fleſhwas burnt 
and torne off, he made no noyſe, nor ſeemedat all to bemoued | 
and in this manner was quartered, and his head ſer vpon a pole, | 
«which was afterward ſecretly ſtollen away. C 
Aſter this 1][uſtrious Prince was thus ſlayne by-the hand of this 
wreiched Bourguignon ; his bodie, by che commatindement of 
| my Lordsthe States of Holland, Zealand, Frize land & Vtrechr, | 
was magnificently buried in the new Church of Deltt; where his 
tombe is now to be ſeene, His tunerals were ſolemnized after this | 
| maner. Firſt the Burguers of Delft armed,went before, next them 
the Trumpers,after for followed Horſes 8, trapped with black | 
downe to the ground, behind cueric horſe wenta Gentleman bea- 
rivg a banner repreſenting the Armes of the fayd Lord: Princes 
Signiories, with Scutchions on cueric Horſe. The firſt Horle was 
led by two Gentlemen, the one called Gerard de Schoten, and the | 
other Paule Wits , repreſenting the Citie of Breda: The banner 
with the Armes of Breda was borne by Philipof Grutere,Lord of 
Dircxland. The ſecond was conducted by the-Lord wander Delft 
| aud the Lord N: de Rowles: And the Lord Johnof Egmont carried | 
the banner withthe Armes of the Marquiſat of Terucer.and Flu- | 
ſhivg. Thethird by the Lordof Sprangen, and the Lord 7ohy of | 
Ocſtrum,Capraine of the Caſtle of Woerden: And the Lord of 
| Roſue carried the banner with the Armes of Chalon. The fourth 
was conducted by the Lord Floris Serclays, and the Lord Pere ot 
Roon,baylie of Putte:and the Lord Jaſper ot Poelgecſt carried the 
banner with the Armes of Dieſt. The fit bythe Lord Iacob of Al- | 
mond and the Lord N. of Racephorſt: and the Lord Gerard van- 
der Aa bore the banner with the Armes ot Vianden: The thxt. was | 
led by the Lord of Wizngaerd, and the Lord of Linden.tand: the 
Lord Lancelat carried the banner with the armes of Carzenelbo- 
gen, The ſeucnth was borne by Philip -vander 4a, andthe Lord 
| Harman of Outenhorſt : and the Lord Cornelins de Sweteicarried 
the banner withthe armes of Naſſau. The eight was conducted by 
the L.ord John Bacx,Captain ofthe Caftle of Henſden, & tbe Lord 
Dieric of Duvenuoord baylic of the Briell : and the Lordof Mar- | 
quet, carried the banner withthe armes of Orange. All theſe Lords 
wereclad in blacke with long Clokes downe to the foor-! Next tol- | 
lowed the Lord of Manſardt bearing the Cornet, the Lord of Rt- 


houen the Guidon, and the Lord of Naeltwizck the bannerzin evc- | 
| ric 
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rie of which was the Princes Embleme. Afterthem followed foure 
Scutcheons of the Princes foure Signiories, viz. Naſſau , Stol- 
bourg, Heſſen, and Conning(tcin, borne by the Barons of Peter- 
ſchen and Deure, the Lord Wencely of Botſelaer, and John of Aſ- 
ſendelft,Lord of Cralingen, The lord Joby of Egmond lord of Ke- 
nensbourg, followed bearing his armes with his creſt and colors. 
After him followed the Lord Damell of Botſelaer Lord of Meryye 
bearing the Helme ; the Lord Duirs Captaine of the Gard bearing 
the ſword, and the Lord Wolfart of Brederode with the Coat-ar- 
mor. Next, the Lord of Brecht and the. Sr. of Maldere led the 
mourning Horſe trapped with black Veluet down tothe ground. 
The Earle of Ouerltcin followed carrying a drawne ſword , and 
the Baron of Creange aCoronet of Gold ; theſe were attended by 
three Stewards or maſters of houſhold, to witt, the Lords vander 
Aa, Audenfort, and Viry with white ſtaves in their hands; after them 
followed twelue men carrying the Beere wherein was the Princes 
bodice hung with the Princes armes. On each fide of the bodie, 
went the Lord John of Burgondic Lord of Froymont , the Lord 
Walraue, Lord of Brederode, the Lord of Merodeand the Sr: 
de Soeterwoude. After the bodie and Heraulds of Armes, followed 
Prince Maurice of Naſſau ſonneto the Prince in a mourning robe, 
the trayne whereof was borne by the Lord of Sonsfelt, his Tutor. 
On his right hand went the Eletor Trweſes of Cologne, 8 on the | 
left, Count Hohenlo. After them followed Count Wilkam of Naſſau, 
. | Count Philip of Naſſau,and the Earle of Solms,cach ofthem going 
alone. They were followed by my Lords, the generall States, the 
Councell of State,the States of Holland, the Preſidents and Coun- 
ſellors of the great Councell , and of the prouinciall Coyncell of 
Holland, with their Secretaries. Nextthem, rhe Pretor, Burgo- 
maſters, and all the Magiſtrats of Delft ; after them followed mi- 
niſters,the Princes Captaines and Officers confuſedly attended by 
multitudes of people. 

Thele fugerals wereſolemniſed with incredible ſorrow of the 
whole towne of Delft. There was nothing ſeen & heard that day | 
ouerthe' whole citic but ſighs, teares, and lamentations for the 
death of this good and vertuous Prince , the people beſceching 
God to preſerue and defend theſe Countries from greater daun- 
gersand difhiculties,which by this Princes death ſcemed to threa- 
ten them. | |

} - Beforethe Earle of Leyceſters 2rriuall, whom. the Queene of 
| England ſentto be Gouernour,my Lord: the generall Staves gaue 
| an inſtruction to his Excellencie Maurice of Naſſau,concerning the

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gouervement of Captaine Generall and Admirall of Holland,Ze- 
land,and Frizeland, but on condition to carie all reſpeR to the Go- 
UErnour Generall whom the Queene: of. England ſhould ſend ; 
which hauing accepted, hghonourably, diſcharged. In anno 1586, 
vnder the commaund of the ſayd Gouernour,he went accompani-

But his /Excellencie 
made another atternpt vpon'the. towne of Axel, in this-maner.. . 


The taking of the towne of Axel'in Flaunders. 


He ſixteenth of Tulie anno 586, his Excellencie and Sir Philip 
Sidney,with theirſouldiers and prouifions did ſecretly ir the 
nightdepartfrom the fort-of Ter-Neuſe towards the towne 
of Axel in Flandergamile and halfe diſtant from Hulſt, and foure 
miles from Gaunt. Ic jsa ſmall towne, and not-altogether encom- 
paſſed with walls, which by paſsing ſecretly over a wall they togke 
without aty great ſlaughter :/ there were foure companies of ſoul- 
diers in it., Within a fey dayesafter they togke all the forts round 
aboutit ; and forthe ſafer keeping of the ſayd towne, they broke 
downethe cauſies, fo as the whole towne/ was enuironed with wa- 
ter. Thetaking of Axel did ſomewhat trouble them 'of Flanders 
and Brabant,fearing ſome greater miſchicfe would enſue;(o asthey 
forthwith wrotto the Prince of Parma lying before Nuys, cntrea- 
ting him to comefrom thence to-ayd \ ; ſending him vvord, 
That it vvas more honourable and neceſfarig to preſeruetheir own 
countrey, than to beſiege and yyin an, Imperiall citie-forth of the 
juriſdiction and limits of the Low Countries. The Prince notwith- 
ſtanding would not quitthe fiege, but ſent. la Motre Gouernour of 
Graueling, to beſicgeand recouer the ſayd towne of Axel; buthis 
labour was loft,the towne being (as hath beene ſaid) all cnuironed 
with water. 
The 
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The Earle of Leyceſter leaues the Low Conntries,and goes into 
England. Maurice of Naſſau is made Go- 
 uernour General. 


AF that Robert Dudley, Earle of Leyceſter, inthe later end of 
the yere 1587, was gone into England, leauing the Netherlands 
in great troubles and diflention, and that Sir William Stanley 
had on the nine and twentieth of Ianuaric deliuered vp the towne 
of Deuenter to Taxis, and Rowland Yorkethe fort of Zutphen, the 
generall States were much perplexed, fearing that the Engliſh 
which lay in other townes and forts would doe the like, following 
the example of the French in Brabant in the Duke of Anjous time, 
did in an aſſembly at the Hague, onthe f1xt of Februarie, eſtabliſh 
and declare by prouiſo,by vertue,and according to the Soueraign- 
tie belonging yntothem,Prince Maurice,belides his Admiraltic in 
7 ng , and place of Gouernour of Holland,Zeland, and Frize- 
and,Gouernour generall inthe fayd Earle of Leyceſters abſence, 
with charge and inſtruction of the preheminences,rights, and pri- 
| uiledges, forthe profic and conſeruation of.rhe countries rownes, 
and inhabitants, to maintaine and defend the exerciſe of the refor- 
med Religion, to adminiſter juſtice by aduice of the Counſellors 
and Prefidents,with authoritic to change Magiitrats,to chuſe Bur- 
gomaſtersand Sherifes according to the auncient cuſtome; in a 
word,to doe whatſocuer a Gouernour General| might doe: and 
all this by prouiſo, 8c. joyning with him, becauſe of his youth, 
Count Hohenloas his Licutenant, 

Hitherto we haue briefely ſet downe how and when his Excel- 
lencie attained the gouernment of theſe Proutnces; wee will now 
come to the deſcription of the viories which it hath pleaſed God 
to grant him.

A Lthough the Earle of Leyceſter had reſigned, and depoſed 
himſelte from the gouernement of theſe vnited Prouinces,ac- | 
D j cording 
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cording to an At granted at London onthe 17 of December 1587, 
tro my Lords the generall States : yer they likewiſe cauſed it to bee 
publiſhed aud proclaimed in forme following; 

The Eſtates generall of the pnited Prouinces of the Low Countries, 
70 all thoſe to whom theſe preſents ſhall come, greeting. As it hath pleaſed 
her MaieStie of England to conferre with the Commiſſioners and Embaſſa- 
dors of the ſaid Proninces, and in the end to make a certaine Treatie, bea- 
ring date the tenth of Auguſt 1585 : Whereby on either fide it was con- 
cluded,That during the warre againſt the enemies of the ſaid countries, 
as ſtrangers, malecontents,and their adherents, her Maieſtie will at her 
owne coſt entertaine ( befide the garriſons of the townes and forts promi- 
[ed to her Maieſtie for aſſurance of repaiment of ſuch ſummes of money as 
ſbe (ball disburſe to releeue and ſuccour the  ſayd Prouinces, and maintaine 
them in the true chriſtianreligion,their franchiſes,priuledges,0& laws) 
the number of fix thouſand foot and one thouſand horſe, condutted by a 
Gouernour Generall, being a Lord of name and qualitie,and of the refor- 
med Rel:gion,together with other good Captaines ; on condition that the 
ſayd Prouinces generally, and euerie of them in particular, ſþall be bound 
and obliged to repay vnto her Maieſt1e the ſayd ſummes by a certaine limi- 
red time after the warre : and for aſſurance of the ſaid perfeFt and entire 
paiment the townes QF forts of Briell,Fleſſmoue,&& the caſtle of Ramme- 
kens, ſhould be conſigned to her ſayd Maieſtie * the which by her or her 
ſucceſſors ( the ſaid payment once matte) ſhould, without any difficultie or 
claime to them, be reſtored to the aboue mentioned States and Prouinces, 
without delivering thenito the King of Spain, or other enemies of the ſaid 
countries, or to any other Prince or Lord; but ſhould in the meane time be 
kept for her Maieſties aſſurance,and profit of the States of the ſaid coun- 
tries. The which Gouernour, with ryo other men of note ſent from her 
Maieſtie, and being her ſubiefts, ſhould haue plate in the Councell of State 
of the -onited Prouinces, together with it to manage the affaires concer- 
ning the common defence & onion of the ſaid countries. According to this 
Treatie the foreſayd towns & forts being conſigned to her Maieſtie,it hath 


pleaſed her to ſend hither with Commiſsion of Gouernor Generall of her | 


troupes,the illuſtrious and mightie Lord,Robert Earle of Leyceſter,Ba- 
ron of Denbigh,&c. And we haue befides thought good, to require, ac- 
cepr,and make him Gouernour and Captaine Generall ouer all the nited 
Prouinces,townes,and aſſociated members thereof : which place his aboue 
named Excellency hauing accepted;with reſeruation of his homage and fe- 
altie aue no her Maieſtie, all Gouernours of Prouinces, townes, and 

| members 


| 
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members thereof, likewiſe all Officers, Iuſtices, and Souldiers, were by 
oath bound vnto his Excellencie,as Gouernour and Capraine Generall of 
the Low Countries, both in generalland particular. But as it hath plea- 
/ed her Maieſtte to call home his ſaid Excellencie to imploy him for other 
[eruices in her owne kingdome, ſo as -opon this occafion he being no longer 
able to gouerne theſe countries, or accompliſh the tenor of bis Commijſsion, 
according as the preſent neceſsitie of theſe countries doe require, hath diſ- 
charged and -onburthened himſelfe of the ſaid office of Gouernour and 
Capraine Generall of theſe vnited Prouinces, and from the Commiſsion 
which we gaue him,and delivered it coþ againe to Vs, as appeares by an 
Aft figned and ſealed with his owne hand, made in the citie of London, 
and dated the ſeuenteenth of December 1587. That it hath likewiſe plea- 
ſed her Mateſtie, by Commiſsion dated the foure and tyentieth of the ſaid 
month to appoint Peregrin} Lord Willoughbie,&c.Gouernor General 
of her troupes in theſe countries. And confidering that in the preſent [}ate 
ang neceſsitie of theſe countries, they cannot but be greatly endangered, 
wanting a Gouernour Generall. Therefore is hathpleaſed vs inregard of 
theſe aforeſaid reaſons, and after ſound and mature deliberation,to make 
it knowne toall men by theſe preſents, That bis aboue named Excellentie 
hath accordingly quitted the ſayd Commiſst9n, And we, according to her 
Maieſties and his Excellencies pleaſure, holding him diſplaced, haue taken 
onto our elues the generall gouernement of the ſayd countries inmatter's 
which concerne the common defence and onion thereof, that we may 0b- 
ſerue the Treatie made with her Mateſtie, in the adminiſtration of the 
Councell of State of the ſayd countries, to the enarhar all matters .concet- 
ning the common defence and vnion thereof againſt their common enemies, 
may be managed and condutted by the aboue mentioned Lord \Willough- 
bie, Gouernour Generall of her Maieſttes forces, The Gonternonrs of the 
reſpeftiue united Prouinces,and the rwo Cotnſellors choſen by her Maie- 
ſte, being her owne ſubictts, brought in,or yet ro be brought in to that 
end, into the ſayd Councell,according to the aboue named Treatie, and [ike- 
| Wiſe the Counſellors of the pnited Proumces,whom we haue appointed,or 
-may hereafter appoint : Therefore we certifie all Gouernorsand Captains 
of Prouinces,townes and members thereof ,all Admirals Yiceadmirals,zl 
Colonel:,Capraines.,and ſouldiers,both by ſea and land, and moreoner, all 
- Prefidents,Counſellors,Officers,Treaſurers, Receiuers, Bailifes, Scouts, 
Marſbals, Iuſtices, Magiſtrats,Gentlemen,Vaſſpls,Bourguers, and orher 
|ſtabieFs and inhabitants of theſe countries,of whit eſtate or condition [or- 
wer they be;that they are all together,and eucrie of them in particular oc 
| quitted, 
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quitted, freed, and diſcharged from the oath made to the Earle of Leyce- 
[ter his Excellencie, concerning his authoritie in theſe countries : ſtraitly 
commaunding them by theſe preſents, vo account themſelues freed, acquit- 
ted and diſcharged ; the oath neuertheleſſe continuing ſtill in full force 
and power as they haue refpettiuely made it, and thereby obliged to conti- 
nue loyal to the aboue mentioned pnited Prouinces, States, Townes, and 
members thereof, and to be obedient to thoſe ſuperiours whom wee haue 
appointed ouer them, or may hereafter appoint . The which oath we com- 
maund them faithfully to keepe and diſcharge,cuen as they will anſwer be- 
fore God and theſe countries. And for want of doing hereof, we will pro- 
ceed againſt the tranſgreſſors according to the laws of marſbal diſcipline. 
| And as theſe countries bane not otherwiſe treated, concluded, or determi- 
ned with her Maieftie of England, than in the maner aboueſaid,and that 
we likewiſe are aſſured from her Maieſtie, by ſundry declarations, that 
ſbe pretends no further claime or title to theſe countries $ownes, members 
thereof, nor craues nothing more of them but the obſeruing of the aboue 
mentioned Treatie,which we likewiſe for our part haue euer,and ſtill doe | 
defire, faithfully to accompliſh in euery point, and to her MaieSties good 
content,who hath likewiſe at ſundrie times expreſly declared, That it 
would be much against her good wil (& meaning, if any diſſention,breach, 
or diſunion, ſbould vnder her name be cauſed or made. This norwithſtan- 
ding,we find that ſundrie inhabitants of the ſaid Prouinces, being badly 
informed of the aboue mentioned Treatie imagining matters that are not, 
| and forgetting their duetie, haue done diners bad offices, to the preiudice 
of the quict and nion of the ſaid Proninces both in generall and particu- 
lar, and that vnder this colour ſundrie other malicious perſons, for the 
moſt part ſtrangers, and come hither from other Prouinces, hauing little 
or nothing to loſe here ,haue gone about by their turbulent difpofition, and 
defire tending to ſedition, by ſecret prattiſes and falſe pretence, to ſeduce 
the inhabitants of the ſaid countries, to diſunite others, and to ſtirre them 
Þþ to rebell, inciting the ſouldiers paid by the countrey to mutinie, and af | 
ter that to commit treaſon, falſely therein yfing her MaieSties name and 
authoritie. That divers like wiſe,borne in other countries, haue calumnia- 
ted the ſiate of theſe Prouinces,townes, and members thereof, diſcour 
of it as if they were naturall ſubietts, according to their owne raſbneſſe 
and ſeditious affettion, and as if it were lawfull for them there to enter- 
priſe any noueltie, not confidering that they more than any other ought mo- 
deftly ro containe themſelues,and to remaine quiet,enioying the protettion 
| and defence of theſe countries in as ample manner as the naturall inhabt- 
Fants; 
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rants ; and all this -ondey colour 'of her Maieſties name and authoritie, 
who is highly offended therewith, the ſame being cleae contrarie to: her 
intent and meaning © all which 19 likdroprocurethe generall yuine of the 
ſaid Prounces . For the conſeruation wiewofall good and loyall inhabi- 
tants and ſubictts of the' ſaid countries, who being driuen forth of other 
Þrouinces for religion, arerenired hither Jaye indured much lining peace- 
ably wnder their lawfull Magittrars both ini proſfteritic ayd aduerfitic. So 
that now by theſe preſents expreſſe prohibition is made to euerie one; of | 
what nature or condition ſoeuer he be,henetforth neither by words; ſecret 

| pradtiſes, writings or deeds,to enterpriſe any alteration, noneltie,or fedi- 
tion, in the ſtate of theſe countries, among the-Bui guers, inhabitants, and 

ſoilldiers, jeruing by landor warer, be i# Yndey colour of her Mateſties 

name and aurhoritte, or that of the Eqrleof Eayeefter his E xcellencie,or 

to attempt, ſolicite, or performe is 'by any other; on paine that wee the 

States of the reſpettiue Prouinces, or Offtcers, Iuftices, and Magiftrats of 
the countries and townes,will proceed without" reſpett of perſons, or any 

fraud or diſiimulation; againſt them, according tothe lawes and cuſtomes 

of tbe countrey, ordained and obſerued againſt diſturbers of the publike 

peace,that they may ſerue for eYample to others. © © 

And becauſe no man herein ſhall pretend tauſe of ignorance, wee ex- 

preſly commaund, Tharthis preſent Declaration be proclaimed and publi- 

ſhedin all accuſtomed places, that we will proceed and cauſe to' be procee- 
ded againſt the tranſgreſſars bereof,” and atiudge rhem ro puniſhment, 
Without any fauour or reſpett of perſons. The which we haue found to be 
expedient for the preſeruation androtilitie of theſe countries. Giuen in 
our Aſſemblie at the Hagie, vnder our Seale, the 12 of Aprill 1588. Eg- 
mond.

All this having beene thus done, diuers and ſundrie perfons in 
theſe countries, which did affe&tand depend ypon him, wifht for 
his returne,or that his reſignation might be delayed; apdfor thi | 
better hindering thereof did by theſe and other meanes-raiſe great 
diſſention in the countrey and rownes, ſtirring vp the ſouldiers to 
mutinie againſt my Lords the States, and eſpecially at Geertruden- 
bergue, Medenblick;,Narde,Worcum, Heafden, Braeckel, and in 
many other places : which the ſaid Lords States, and his Excellen- 
cic, did by a good meanes ſeeke'to preuent, both by faire promi- 


ſes | 
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ſes and conſtraint. Butthey could-not preyailewith General Senoy, 
| whom the late Prince of Orange bad made Goucrnour of North 

Holland, neither by faire meanes, or mediation 'of fundrie great 
Lords,ſo as he could not be brought to giue obedience to his Ex- 
cel lencie as Gouernour Generall, nor yet tomy Lords the States 
as chiefe Lords : Whereuponthey were conſtrained to ye torce, 
becauſe that to reduce. him to qbedience did greatly import the 
countries. And for that we wil ſet.downe euerie thing according to 
truth, we will addeinthis place,in manner of an introduQion, the 
reaſons which moued my Lords the States and his Excellencic-fo 
to do,euen as it was printed by their owne Printer in anno 1588, 

Ir is knowne to all men, that the moſt illuſtrious, high, and mightie 
Lord,the Prince of Orange of happie memorie ,was ſo affettionat to the 
wealth and commoditie of the Netherlands,and eſpecially of Holland, Ze- 
land,and Weſk, Frigeland, vnder his owne gouernement, as he hath for 
the conſeruation of thoſe Prouinces offered and expoſed not onely his own 
ſubſtance,and that of his kinſmen, but euen his one perſon,and thoſe of 
my Lords his brethren, and others of his kindred ; ſo that the ſaid Lord 
Prince(being purſued by the King of 'Spaine by all boſtile meanes, for the 
cauſe aboueſaid,and by the Duke of Alua during his tyraume in the Low 
Countries ) perceiving the ſtate of theſe countries: #0 be wonderfully op= 
pre$t, he hath ſhewed ſo many honowrable, commendable. and heroicke 
markes and teſtimonies of . his affeftion to the good of theſe Prouinces, as 
during his abſence from thence the. inhabitants thereof, and namely the 
countries of Holland, Zeland, and Weſt Frizeland,did mutually determin 
to free themſelues fromthe tyranme of the ſaid Duke of Alua, to embrate 
the Chriſtian and reformed Religion, and to liue free ronder the lawful! 
gouernement of the aboueſaid Lord Prince. And for the maintenance" of 
the [ayd refolution,he did at the beginning of the warre appoint and ſend 
into ſunarie parts and toynes of the afore mentioned countries -onder his 
gouernement, ſuch perſons as himſelfe thought fit for the ſernice of the 
countrey, with ſuch Commiſsion as the affaires of the time then required: 
and among others ſent the Generall Senoy into North Holland and We$1 
Frizeland,who vpon his Excellencies commiſsion was willingly & with- 
out any contradittion receiued there, the inhabitants of the [aid countries 
hauing no reſpe# to the perſon of the man (who was a ſtranger, <vx- 
knowne,and borne forth of the countrey) but onely for loue- which they 
bare to the ſaid Lord Prince, and for that they were there defirous to 
ſbew what honour and reſpe&t they did beare to his. commatndements.Io 
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is a matter likewiſe knowne, that euer fince that time the ſayd Generall 
hath beene -verie honourably reſpected by his Excellencie of happic memo- 
rie; and by the countrey : as alſo chat after the lamentable death of his 
ſaid Excellencie, the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, and the 
high and mightie Lord Maurice Prince of Orange, Earle of Naſſau, 
and Marqueſſe of Vere, Fleſsingue, 5c. ſon tothe aboue named Prince, 


after that he had receiued the gouernement of Captaine Generall of the , 


countries of Holland, Zeland,and Weſt Frizeland, haue continued and 


maintained the ſaid Generall in the ſame office and authoritie in the ſayd | 
place, as he had before his Excellencies lamentable death. And alrchou gh | 


the ſayd General ought to haue acknowledged theſe-benefits receiued from 
the countrey, at the leaſt not to emterpriſe any thing contratie tothe lawes 
thereof,or to his Excellencies Commiſdion,as Gouernor general 'of Holland, 
Zeland,and Weſt Frizeland ; eſpecially ſeeing that the ſayd gouernement 


Was ſolemnely giuen to his E xcellencie ypon ſound confideration,e5 part- | 


ly in figne of acknowledgement of the good and commendable ſetuices wone- 


by the late Lord Prince his father . Neuertheleſſe;meanes hath bin mat© |: 
by ſome men ( for the moſt part borne forth of the countries, badly affe=| 
ted to them, and ongratefull to the houſe of Naſſau) that the ſaid Gene-"| 
rall hath obtained a certaine ample Commiſſion fromthe Earle: of Leyce-| 


ſter (whomthe generall States had made Gouernour Generall of the Low 
| Countries) -onknowne to the States of Holland and Weſt Frixeland,or to 


his Excellencie of Naſſau,abſolutely to commaund'in all matters concer-\|| 


ning the ſtate and gouernement of the countries and townes' of North: 
Holland, and Weſt Frizeland,as Gouernour and Lieutenant: to the (ayd 


Earle of Leyceſter : And befides this, hath likewiſe obtained other Com--| 


miſſions directly contrarie to the priuiledges and lawes of the ſayd coun- 


tries, and authoritie of the Gouernour thereof : By vertue whereof hee'| 


hath likewiſe begun to appoynt new Receiuors of the reuenewes of the 
countrey, vſing forcible meanes to commit them into the poſſeſsion of their 


pretended Commiſsioners Of which the States of Holland If Weſt Frige- | 
land being aduertiſed, they haue( according tothe charge of their calling, |: 


for the defence and confirmation of the ynion and lawes of the ſaid coun- 


fries,as alſo of the gouernment and authority of bis ſaid Excellency) writ-| 
ten to the ſayd Generall, ro acquaint them with the ſay&Commuſsions, and | 
not in verrue therof,attempt any thing-without the knowledgeof his Ex= | 
| cellencie and States. But all this bemg to no purpoſe with him.\the States\| 
of Holland, Zeland,and Weſt Frizeland,complained to the Emleof Lets | 
ceſter concerning the graunt of the ſayd Commiſſions, as burtfult-to'th#| 

E lawes | 
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| lawes and cuſtomes of the ſaid countries, and to his Excellencies authort- 
tie, and by conſequence repugnant to the oath made by the ſaid Earle of 
Leyceſter ; crauing 4 reuocation thereof. Whereupon the ſaid Lord Earle 
at h1s firſt departure into England, on the foure & twentieth of Nouem- 
ber 1586, did ypon mature deliberation and knowledge of the matter, de- 
 clare, That he was content, if the Commiſſions of the ſayd Generall were 
preiudicious tothe countrey, and to the authoritie of bis Excellencie of 
Naſſau , that the States ſhould take order therein : Which Declaration 
he ſubfigned with his owne hand . Hereupon, within a while after, the 
States and his Excellencie of Naſſau wrot tothe ſayd Generall to come 
and bring thoſe Commiſſions to the Hague, that order might be taken 
therein, for the conſeruation and onion of the cuſtomes and priuiledges 
of the countrey , as alſo for his Excellencies gowernement and authori- 
tie. Vpon. this commaundement the ſayd Generall , in Ianuarie 1587, 
came to the Hague to his Excellencie and my Lords the States , and 
delivered bis Commiſdions aſwell concerning the [ayd gouernement , as 
Captaine(bip of the Caſtle of Medenblick , into the hands of his Ex- | 
cellencie . Which Commiſſions being well peruſed, were direftly found | 
fo be contrarie to the cuſtomes of the ſayd countries and townes , ten- 
ding to diſſention and diſunion , and likewiſe contrarie to the authoritie 
of the Gouernour and Captaine generall of Holland and Weſt Frizeland. 
His Excellencie and certaine chiefe Loyds appointed to adminiſter it- 
ſtice in the ſayd countries , and Tverie zealous in the true Chriſtian 
and reformed Religion , together with many Noblemen of the coun- 
trey and townes of Holland , did acquaint him with the loue and affe- 
ton which his Excellencie of Naſſau and my Lords the States did beare 
onto him ; and that they were defirous to continue him in the ſame 
authoritie and commaund which he had had ouer the troupes now pre- 
ſent, and which were hereafter to be appointed for defence of the townes 
and forts of North Holland, in the time of his late Excellencie of hap- 
pie memorie , and to giue him Commiſiion to that end , with this re- | 
ſertation, That, ſecing at all times the conſeruation and aſſurance of 
all the Townes , forts, and quarters of Holland and Weſt Frizeland 
had beene -onder commaund of the Gouernour and Captame Genes | 
rall of the ſayd countries, who for conſeruation and aſſurance of them, 
hath euer appointed ſuch Commaunders, Captaines , and ſouldiers, as 
hee thought fit to defend them againſ# all men , the Generall Senoy 
Was bound , for the conſeruation of the rights and <onion of the coun- 
fries, as alſo of the gouernement thereof, toreſpett and obey his Ex- 
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cellencie in the ſame manner as hee had done the late Prince of Orange, 
his father , to receiue Commiſſions from him , and tobe ſworne to him. 
All this the ſayd Generall accepted, and promiſed to obſerue , And 
though at his owne requeſt his former Commiſſions were reStored yt 
to hum, yet before the reſtitution of them hee made a ſolemne promiſe, 
neuer afterwards in any ſort to make ſe of them. At the ſame time the 
ſorrowfull newes were brought,of the ſale of the town of Deuenter and 
forts before Zutphen , by thz traitors Sir William Stanley, and 
Rowland Yorke, together with the forts onder their commaund, 
by reaſon whereof time would not permit the ſayd General to tarrie 
ſo long at the Hague till his Excellencie of Naſſau had diſpatched the 
ſayd Commiſſion , and taken his oath . But his Excellencie relying on 
his word , and deſiring nothing more than the preſeruation of thoſe 
countries , did preſently after theſe ſad newes commaund the Gene- 
rall to depart into North Holland,to proude,as many ſhot as need ſhould 
require,for the ſaftie of the towns there,Q& namely toſend more aidto the 
rownes and forts of Guelderland an4 Ouer-Yſſell (where certaine troups 
of his Regiment alreadie were.) Whereupon his Excellencie promiſed 
to ſend him two Companies in their ſtead which ſhould be ſent forth 
of. the townes of North Holland , and Weſt Erigeland, to the townes 
and forts of Guelderland , ouer whom his Excellencie was content he 


| /bould commaund , as well as ouer thoſe that were alreadie in garri- 


[on in the ſayd townes. Hereupon the Generall departed, promiſing, 
That. hauing once receiued his Commiſſion , hee would remaine in the 
countrey , and bee obedient to his Excellencie, ynto whom for confir- 
mation thereof he gaue his hand. And becauſe that,after the treacherie y- 
ſed at Deuenter and forts before Zutphen, the principall cauſe of” that 
loſſe was found to be, for that the Commaunders, Captaines, and ſouldi- 
ers that were there,vould not acknowledge any ſuperiours in theſe coun- 
tries,nor obey the States Generall, Councell of State, nor Gouernor of the 


| countries wherein they led, nor yet her Maieſtie of Englands Ge- 


nerall that was inthe Low countries; but ſayd, That they Were one- 


ly onder commaund of his Excellencie the Earle of Leyceſter , who 
was forth of the countrey, and had croſt the ſeas,and could not haue any 


| command of the gouernement of the countrey, nor prouide for the pre- 


ſeruation thereof : and alſo for that diuers aduertiſements were giuen, 
That ypon occafionthey would propound the [ame to other Captaines and 
ſouldiers. So as bythat meanes dwers other townes would bee delinered 
Vþ to the enemie . Whereupon the Sates of Holland , Weſt Frigeland, 
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and Zeland, being aſſembled, did with mature deliberation determine, 
That it was nece{[arie for the defence of the ſayd countries and townes, 
that all the regiments -onder the commaund and pay of the ſayd coun- 
tries, befides their oath made to the Earle of Leyceſter, as Gouernour 
Generall appointed and committed by the States in theſe countries, ſbould 
likewiſe make oath to be loyall and obliged to the Pnited Prouinces, and 
namely to the countries of Holland, Weſt Frigelaud, and Zeland, and to 
the townes thereof : And that they being in any townes or places belong- 
ing to the gouernement of his Excellencie of Naſſau, and Lieutenant Ge- 
nerall of the ſayd countries, ſhould be obedient to themin whatſoeuer they 
ſbould be commaunded for the ſeruice, of the ſayd countries . All which 
points were for the moſt part comprehendedin the oath made, and whol- 
ly agreed with that which had beene treated of with his Excellencie the 
Earle of Leyceſter, at what time he receiued the government : For all 
Treaties, Commiſſions, and Inſtruttions, imported loyaltie to the coun- 
| tries and townes both in generall and particular , which namely had beene 
done by the Earle of Leyceſter ; and the vorie words of the oath made, 
(by which they promiſed to obey the Commaunders which were appointed) 
contained obedience to the Gouernour and Captaine Generall, as like- 
Wiſe to the Lieutenant Gexerall of the ſayd countries of Holland, Zeland, 
and Frizeland ; ſeeing it is athing moſt certame, that a Gouernour or 
Captaine Generall of a Prouince, hath the commaund of all ſouldiers ſer- 
wing there. This reſolution taken, and his Excellencie hauing beene in- 
treated to execute it ouer all his gouernmer,befide the promiſed Commuſoi- 
on, his Excellencie ſent a Commi(ſarie to the ſayd Generall totake his vath 
of obedience : He like wiſe ſent, according to his promiſe, a band of ſoul- 
diers , whoſe Captaine, Officers, and ſouldiers , were for the moſt part 
borne in Holland ; and had given order that the ſayd Companie ſhould re- 
maine in the towne of Medenblick in their ſteads who after the yeelding 
op of Deuenter had beene ſent into the countries of Guelderland and O- 
wer-1el, for the better defence of the townes and forts there. And not- 
withſtanding the Generalls former promiſe, he would not ſuffer the ſayd 
Compame, nor yet the Captaine Arent of Duvenuord, to come into the 
fone. The ſaid Generall likewiſe, contrarie to his former promiſe, refu- 
ſed to make oath: And although hee had his Excellencie of Naſſau his 
Commiſſion, yet would he not gonerne himſelfe thereby. Whereat his Ex- 
cellencie being moued (as one that expetted better dealing from the ſayd 
Generall) thought it fit, by the States conſent, to goe himſelfe in perſon 
to Medenblick, as well to underſtand the Generalls intent, as to prouitle 
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all things needfull for the aſſurance, conſeruation, and quiet of the ſayd 
tone, and others in North Holland, and Weſt Frizeland. But going 
thither accompanied by Count Hohenlo, and divers other Lords and 
Commiſſioners of the townes, with the ordinarie traine of his houſhold, 
hauing no forces at all with him, the ſaid Generall would not ſuffer his 
Excellence in perſon to come into the toyne, to the great griefe and diſ- 
content of the Burgomaſters and inhabitants of Medenblick : which is 
athing neuer before heard of in Holland and Weſt Frigeland. And not- 
with(tanding that his ſaid Excellencie of Naſſau hadiuſt cauſe inthis re- 
gard to conceiue finiſterly of him, yet did he in no ſort alter his affeftion 
towards the ſaid Generall : and therefore ſent certaine truſtie perſons to 
the Generall at Medenblick, to demaund of him the reaſon of his procee- 
dings. And onder ſtanding by them, that the ſaid Generall had entertai- 
ned ſome idle impreſſion and imagination on no ſure ground, his Excellen- 
cie did againe ſend ſome of the moſt eminent perſons of the countrey, men 
verie zealous to the reformed Chriſtian Religion,dF lowers of their coun- 
trey. to bring him to ſome reaſon, and to perſuade him to doe whatſocuer 
was needfullfor the good of the countrey, and maintenance of the true re- 
| formed Religion, together with the rights, priuiledges, franchiſes and 
laudible cuſtomes of the ſaid Proninces : and to diuert him from any fini- 
ſter conceit of his Excellencies true meaning, who defired to perfett the 
wWorke begunin theſe countries by my Lord his father of happie memorie, 
and to proceed no other wiſe with the Generall but in louing, iuſt, and 
friendlie manner, promifing to forget all former vukindneſſes. And though 
the ſaid Generall,vpon the remonſtrance of theſe Commiſſioners, did not 
abſolutely condeſcend to that which his Excellencie required of him for 
the ſeruice of the country becauſe he ſaid that he had aduertiſed the Earle 
of Leyceſter thereof, whoſe anſwer he daily expetted, yet m regard hee 
had by prouiſo both by word of mouth and writing, declared that he was 
ſorie for denying entrance to his Excellencie of Naſſau into Medenblick, 
onto tx hom and to the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, he confeft 
himſelfe to be much obliged ; and that therefore he would not deliuer the 
towne of Medenblick to any ,without commaundement from his Excellen- 
Cie and my Lords the States.But concerning the acceptance of his Commi|- 
fron, and taking the oath which his Excellencie commaunded, hee there 
craued delay for atime.' So that his Excellencie and my Lords the States 
wrot onto him, That they did relye upon his aboue mentioned Declara- 
fion, and were willing for a time to deferre that which they had required 
of him, ſo that -vpon mature deliberation he would make a more ample 
Decla- 
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| Declaration thereupon. He was moreouer requeſted to continue his loyall 
ſeruice,and not to charge the townes and citizens of Medenblick with too 
great garriſons, which would breed confufionin the ſtate of the countrey. 
T'wo monethes after this the Generall made no farther Declaration, and 
in the meane ſpace the truth of that came to light, which his Excellencie 
of Naſſau and my Lords the States had long before doubted; namely,that 
the good of thoſe countries, by the apparent loſſe of the true ,Chriſtian,and 
Reformed Religion, together with the rights and franchiſes , were in 
great hazard, by a determination held to treat with the enemie. Where- 
upon his Excellencie and my Lords the States thought good, being welland 
amply informed of the ſaid apparent danger, to aduertiſe the ſayd Gone- 
| rall thereof, b 'y 4 man verie truſtic, and xealous of true religion, and ye- 
rie inward with him, and to intreat him, That he would weigh the ſayd 
dangers, and at laſt reſolue pon that which they had ſo often craued of 
him for the good of the countrey, or elſe that he would come to the Hague 
to his E-xcellenie,to conferre with him concerning theſe affaires,tothe end 
the ſaid dangers might be preuented. 

The Generall, pon his Excellencies word and promiſe, being come to 
the Hague, was by him ſo louingly entertained and reſpetted, as if none 
of all this had ever beene . And being fully inſtrutted concerning all mat- 
ters, and of his E xcellencies intentionyhe continued his former Declarati- 
0n and promiſe, requiring for the reſt, that they would delay it for a while 
longer, promifing that he would make ſuit, ſo ſoone as the Earle of Leyce- 
ſter ſhould returne, to be diſcharged of the Commiſſion which he had gi- 
uen him. And thereupon his Excellencie of Naſſau and my Lords the 
States, gaue him free leaue to returne wiſhing him to haue a care for the 
£ood of the countrey, and not to ouerburthen the towne and citizens of | 
Medenblick ; and that in ſo doing he ſhould be well aſſured of his Excel- 
lencie and my Lords the States affeftion, as well to the common good of 
thoſe countries, as particularly to himſelfe. The Earle of Leyceſter retur- 
ning afterwards into theſe countries, his Excellencie and my Lords the 
States did for many monethes expett the true performance of the Gene- 
rals promiſe: but as nothing enſued thereupon,but on the contrarie di- 
wers things ſo handled,as there was great likelihood that miſprifions,brea- 
ches, and diuifions, would enſue, and ſo by conſequent the ruine of thoſe 
countries, rather than the preſeruation of them . The States and his Ex+ 
cellencie ard at laſt requeſt the Councell of State and the Earle of Leyce- 
ſter(as he from whom be had receiued his Commiſtion) openly to declare 
| What they were to expett of that which for an whole yeare had been _ 

doubt- 
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doubtfiull and -oncertaine. Whereupon the [ayd Councell declared, Th 

the Commiſdion granted by the Earle of Leyceſter to the ſaid Generall,was 
repugnant to 8he-authoritie and Commiſſion of his Excellencie of Naſſau, 
and contrarie to the -onion and cuſtomes of the countrey. Whereof they 
likewiſe hauing written to the Earle of Leyceſter, they thought good to 
ſend for the ſaid Generall,to conferre with him thereupon,and to that end 
gaue bim all aſſurance. But the Generall making a ſlight excuſe to the 
Councell, would not come himſelfe, but ſent William Moſtaert in his 
ſtead : onto whom the ſaid Councell declared, That they -onder ſtood that 
the Generalls Commiſſion was contrarie to his Excellencie of Naſaus au- 
thoritie, and that he was alreadie diſcharged thereof by bis Excellencie 
the Earle of Leyceſters owne Declaration, dated the foure and twentieth 
of Nowember : That the ſaid Generall was likewiſe bound to receiue his 
Commiſſion from his Excellencie of Naſſau, and to reſpett and obey hins. 
Whereupon the ſaid Moſtaert made a Declaration in the Generalls be- 
balfe, how that he doubted not but that the Generall would be well plea- 
ſed ſo to doe, promaed, that the Commiſion might be made to his own con- 
tent. And as the Councell commaunded the ſaid Moſtaert to ſet done in 
writing ,vpon what points the Generall would haus his Commiſſion made, 
he delivered them as they are hereafter inſerted : wherein, as likewiſe by 
that which hath beene addedtoit, may be ſeene how unreaſonable a mat- 
ter it was. Jn the meane time the generall States, the Councell of State, 
his Excellencie of Naſſau, as Gouernor and Captain Generall of Holland, 
Zeland. and Weſt Frigeland, together with the Gouernours and Com- 
maunders of other chiefe Prouinces, for the aſſurance of the ſtate of the 
countries,had giuen order for the munition of the fromire townes and 
forts: wherein,co preuent all outward confufion,it was among other mat- 
ters thought fit, that the towne of Medenblick ſbould be ordinarily man- 
ned with an hundred and fiftie ſouldiers, and nomore : And becauſe the 
Generall kept fiue or fix hundred ſouldiers there, contrarie, or at leaſt 
without the commaundement of his Excellencie and Councell of State ; 
and that the Councell of State had oftentimes commaunded him from the 


two hundred that were there, forth of the towne, for the countries [er- 
uice, hee thereupon made an impertinent anſwer, how that he could not 
diſmiſe his ſouldiers,but that it behoued him toretaine them for the de- 
Fence of his owne perſon. In this regard the ſaid generall States, the 
Councell of State, his Excellencie of Naſſau in qualitie aboue /aid, toge- 
ther with the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, did onthe 28 and 

29 of It- 


Earle of Leyceſter his Excellencie, to ſend the ſouldiers oner Q& aboue the | 


— 
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29 of Tanuarie laſt paſt, determine to write to the ſaid Generall, That 
according to the ſaid order he ſhould keepe but an hundred and fiftie ſoul- | 
| ders in the towne, and ſend the reſt to gard the frontiers. An order was 
| likewiſe taken the ſame day,that the hundred and fiftie ſouldiers appointed | 
| roremaine in Medenblick,and otbers going to their appointed garriſons, 
| ſhould preſently receiue 4 moneths pay Concerning which, my Lords the 
| States generall, the Councell of State, his Excellencie of Naſſau, andthe 
States of Holland, diſpatched letters on the tyentie ninth and thirtieth of 
the ſaid moneth, among which the contents of the Councell of States let- 
ters was, That the Generall ſhould obey his Excellencie of Naſſau. So 
that it ſeemes,that indirettly and in contempt, to hinder the effett of the | - 
| ſaid commaundement, the Generall, according to his former aftions and | 
raſh ſpeech, boaſted, That he had conquered and kept the townes of North 
| Holland : Words not onely tending to the diminution of the late Lord 
Prince of Orange his reputation,by whoſe meanes and good condutt thoſe 
countries had beene defended and preſerued,but to the great diſhonour of 
all good people of the townes and countrey of North Holland, and We$t 
Frizeland,who in regard of the Generall his Commiſqon,and for the ſaid 
late Lord Princes ſake, had willingly recetued and entertained him then 
when he wanted and was vnprouided of all things,and who according to 
his oyne ſpeech had verie valiantly defended themſelues ; ſaying not long 
before, That he had rather ſee the ruine of the countrey, than to deſiſt 
from his determination and purpoſe : ſo as he raiſed [edition and mutinie 
among the ſouldiers in the towne of Medenblicke (the which hee was not 
aſbamed to write of to the Councell of State) which ſpread it ſelfe ſo far 
abroad, as the Commiſſarie that was ſent thither the ſame day of the ſtir, 
to craue the execution of the ſaid commaundements, received an anſwer 
fromthe Generall, That he could not rule the troupes being ſo diſordered. 
And thz ſouldiers who fince their laſt pay had received more monethes | 
means than the other Enf gnes, and whoſe monethlie pay ſtill ran on, ſaid, 
That they would not goe forth of the town till they had firſt receiued their 
full pay for ſeuentie rwo monethes ; of which ſeuentie rwo monethes they 
had alreadie receiued the two third parts, according to the generall reſo- 
lution made anno 1581, by the generall States, inthe towne of Amſter- 
damn preſence, && by the conſent of my Lord the Prince of Orange. The 
Burguers of Medenblick(who for the good of the countrey had euer borne 
themſelnes loyally,and were to be defended by the ſouldiers) were by them 
aiſarmed,and enforced without delay to carrie their armes to the towne- 
houſe,vhere the Generall was : and not the ſouldiers alone, but the Cap- 
| raines 
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| taines and Officers were conſtrained to giue weekely as much as their 
entertainment amounted to. This diſobedience, riot, diſorder, rebellion, 
and mutinie in Medenblick, without any vrgent neceſſitie cauſed the gar- 
riſons of other townes and places(which were worſe paid) to doe the like, 
[o as the whole countrey was in acverie dangerous eſtate. And after that 
his Excellence of Naſſau and my Lords the States of Holland and Weſt 
Frizeland, were aduertiſed that matters did euerie day grow worſe and 
worſe at Medenblick (the ſaid Generall giuing them no adueriiſement 
thereof) his Excellence and the States of Holland and Weſt Frizeland, 
who were moſt intereſſed therein, thought good to ſend, befide his Excel- 
lencie,certaine noble men,to the townes of thoſe countries, to prouide for 
the redreſſe of thoſe diſorders. His Excellencie being come to the towne of 
Alckmaer,did by letters requeſt the ſaidſouldters to ſend ſome among them 
to him, to treat of their affaires andend them. But at the ſame time,name- 
ly onthe ſixteenth of Februarie, anno 1588, the Generall,with the Cap- 
tains Chriſtal aud Wolfswinckel,being in the ſaid towne (the better to 
deceiue the ſouldiers -onder a fauourable pretence, for the maintenance of 
| his particular defigne,and to keepe them at his owne deuotion )mads a ma- 
nifeſt complot,That none of them either in whole or part ſhould go forth 
of the tone, till ſuch time as not onely they,but likewiſe all the ſaid Gene- 
ralls regiment,being partly in Guelderland, Frizeland, and Ouer-Yſſell, 


Wiſe aduertiſed the Captaines thas lay in Harderwic, Campen, and other 
townes, which were figned and ſealed by the Generall, and the ſaid Cap- 
tames Chryſtall and Wolfswinckell-: 4nd thoſe whom they had ſent 
forth of Medenblick with the ſaid complot and treatie, were enioyned to 
induce other Captaines and ſouldiers s@ doe the like. For a ſecond colour 
the Generall perſuaded the Captaines and ſouldiers that #hey were ſworne 
to the Yueene of England; which,without diretb oſurparion on the State 
of the countrey, could not be true, ſeeing that her Mateſtie never would 


countries during the warre, with certaine forces of horſe ani foot ,pnder 
promiſe that the money lawfully by her disburſed,and knowne tothe Com- 
miſſioners, ſhould by the States be repaied onto her ; and thereupon the 
roywne of Briell, and forts thereunto belonging, with the towne of Fleſ- 
fmgue, and caſtle of Rammekins, haue beene delinered ouer to' her Maie- 


States of the country, her Maieſtie pretending no right to the ſaidtowns, 
other than for aſſurance, as plainely appeares by the contents of the 5rea-

had receiued their full and entire paiment : whereof by letters they like- | 


þretend any right to theſe countries ; for ſbe onely promiſed to aid theſe 


ſie as cautions, onely for her aſſurance ; which ſbe ſtill keepes for the | 
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tie made with her: wherein is expreſly conditioned, That the Gouernours , 

Captaines; Officers,and ſouldiers ,Burguers,and inhabitantsof the rowns 
ſbould not only [weare onto her. Mazeſtie , for aſſurance of the reſtituti- 
01 of the money which ſbe was to disburſe, but likewiſe tothe States, for 
conſeruation of their. right tn all other matters, which'they had -expreſly 

reſerued to them{clues, forth of the faid aſſwrance. And as concerning her 
Maieſties promiſe for greater aid, befide the garriſons of the cautionarie 
townes ( ſeeing that the ſame was onely promiſed by her Maieſtie for the 
ſeruice of the cauntrey,) it was expreſly conditioned in the laſt article of 
the ſaid Treatie, That boththe Generall, Colonels , Captaines, Officers, 

| and others, ſhould take theoath of fidelitie tothe States alone,as they had 
done before any Treatie was made with her Maieſtie,reſeruing onely the 
homage which was due vnto her. And with this reſeruation the Colonels 
Morgan,Cheſter,Generall Norris, with other Engliſh Colonels & Cap- 
taines, haue ſucceſſiuely fince the beginning of-the warreembracedthe ſer- 
mice of theſe countries : So that it is a verie ftrange thing to ſee any man | 
| ſoraſh,as to dare to ſay contrarieto the ſaid Treatie,That himfelfe or ſoul- 
diers, being tn the pay of the ſaid countries, are tyed by oath to her Maic- 
ſtie. And touching the oath made to the Earle of Leyceſter, he was in no 
[art ſworne pnto,as hauing authoritieand Commiſiion from her Maieſtie, 
ſeeing that himſelfe pon the ſame Commiſtion was bord to ſweare pnto 
the States of the countrey as well as. others : but it was done pon the |. 
Commiſſion and authoritie giuen(befides the Treaty made with her Maic- 
ſtie)by the States to the ſaid Lord Earle,asGouernor generall.Thefe two 
pretences concerning the complor. 43 vheir entire paiment, and perſuading 
the ſouldiers that they were ſworne to her Maieſtie of England,and ſo by 
conſequent ſhould receiue their full pay from her cauſed letters to be [ent 
back in the ſoldiers names of Medenblick,anſwering thoſe of his Excellen- 
cie;by which they craued to haue ſome Commiſcioners ſent pnto the, to v1- 
derſtand the bufineſſe together with the ſoldiers intentions. Thereupon his 
Excellencie ſent the Lord of Famars,General of the Artillery,rhe Lord of 
Sweuegeel,Peter Kycs,Burgomaſter of Harlem,& maſter Adrian An- 
thonie, BurgomaSter of Alckmaer ;wha being come thither acquainted the 
ſoldiers with his Ex. & my Lords the States good meaning ,exhorting the 
to their dutie according to their oth,honor ,U&f bond,and requeſted them to 

ſubmit themſelues to reaſon, and to beruled by the power of the countrey, 

The ſoldiers anſwered them,That they would be wholly paid,not onely for 


themſelues but for the ſaid Generals whole regiment : ſo that theſe Com- 
miſaoners iourny was in vain.They wrot afterwards to the ſoldiers, That

Iye on his Excellencie and the States Commiſttoners, arid thas-therefore 
they were to ſend theirs at the countries charge ; Whereunto the ſouldiers 
anſwered, That they would ſend none,and that rhey had alreadre declared 
their intent"; demaunding moreouer, that* his Excellencie: would ſend 0 
ther Commiſſioners to them, vnto who they offered ſafecondutt. Which 
bis Excellencie Q& the States Commiſfioners onderſtanding,; thought good 
to ſet downe ſome reaſonabl? offers in writing whereby theyPpromiſed the 


and promiſed them moreouer, that concerning theyeſt that was behind, 
they ſbould be paid as much, and at the fame time, as others that ferucd 
the countrey,and ſhould be as well dealt with as the' beſt. They \tid like» 
wiſe declare -onto them, That it was not in the countries power to doe 
more, and that they ought to reſt contented ſeeing they had been bet paid, 
and that they being for the moſt part borne in the country,they ought more . 
#0 loue their honour and credit,than by demanding impoſſbilities, to ſeeke 
the ruine of the Prouinces ; with proteſtation, That if they wonld not con- 
deſcend to reaſon, his Excellencie and my Lords the States would hold 
themſelues excuſed before God and the world,of the mconuemences which 
might enſue thereof. And to make them this offer, to ſhew thenr the equi= | 
tie of it,and to perſuade the ſouldiers to reaſon, his Excellencie and the 
Commiſſioners ſent Maſter Nicholas Bruninc, Coiſellor to his Excellen- 
cie, and Bartholdus Guillelmi Miniſter of rhe word of God in Hoorne, | 
to Medenblick, who (notwithſtanding all their labour) receiuedno other 
anſwer of them, but that they would be wholly patd. And as it was well 
perceined by their anſwer, that the aboue mentioned mutinie was made for 
the reaſons heretofore alledged, and that their defire was yninſt and im- 
poſſible ; ſo as other ſouldiers which had done better ſeruice ypon the ene- 
mie, and had beene without compariſon badlier paid and dealt with than 
they, would defire the like, which would not be effebted with fifrie times 
an hundred thouſand Florins : That the ſaid ſouldiers had likewiſe vat | 
ted, That they knew how to raiſe their pay ropon the countrey, and that 
they would baue it by force. Wherenpon the Generall had alreaate procees 
ded,and in effett fortified himſelfe againſt the countrey, tyrannizing 0- |

T he heroicke atts of his Excellencie |

States found it nece{[arie, both for the preſeruation of the. countney;, and 
to bring the Generall and ſouldiers to ſome reaſonable accord, and hinder 
their bad determination, to prouide for the befieging of the ſame towne, 
and therein to make oe, befide the ſouldiers that were then readies of 
certaine Burguers and harquebufiers forth of ſome tones of North 
Holland, as from Alckmaer, Hoorne, Enckhuyſen, Edam, Monickendam, 
and Purmereynde, with certaine boores of the countrey.' Before the fiege, 
the Lord Barbeſe, Counſellor of State to his Excellencie, and one of the 
Commiſſtoners, was intreated once mureto goe to Medenblick, to. let the 
Generall and ſouldiers know the wrong they did to themſelues, and to tric 
if he could reduce them to their dutie : who told the Generall both in pub- 
like and priuatly, That the Councell of State knew, that himſelfe as Ge- 
nerall could not make ſe of his Excellencie of Leyceſters Commiſdion,and 
that he did wrong to that of Naſſau, in not obeying him according to his | 
duetie : Likewiſe, that thoſe ſouldiers who were better dealt with than 
any other, whom they might haue ſent againſt the enemie ( yet ſuffered to 
line in garriſon where vittualls were good cheape) did much forget them- 
ſelues, by doing things tending to the countries ruine : intreating them to 
adeent reaſon,and to defiſt from their bad and pernitious enterpriſe, 


with promiſe that all matters ſhold be forgotten, and themſelues'yerie ho- 


| 


nourably dealt with. All this notwithſtanding, he could get none other 
anſwer, either from the Generall or ſouldiers, than that which they had 
made to the former Commiſſioners. Within a while after the Generall be- 
haued himſelf as an open enemie burning and waſting the countrey at his 
pleaſure : in regard whereof no man ought to thinke it a ſtrange matter, 
if his Excellencie and the States make ſe of thoſe means which God hath 
giuen them, for furtherance of the good of theſe countries, againſt the diſ- 
obedience,rebellion, and niuſt proceedings of thoſe which enterpriſe a- 
gainſt theſe Prouinces . Which they thought fit and neceſſarie to be publi- 
ſbed to the world,that euery man vnderſtanding the condition of the af= 
faires, and cauſes of the ſaid proceedings, may rightly iudge thereof, and 
mpute the inconueniences which may ariſe thereupon, to thoſe who by 
their great ingratitude to the houſe of Naſſau,haue been amthors thereof ; 
eſpecially ſeeing the ſaid familie hath ſuffered and done ſo much for the pr e- 
ſeruation of theſe countries,with ſo great expence of meanes and bloud, 
by whom the ſaid Generall, from low condition, was raiſed to ſuch high &- 
ſtate,and exceeding great wealth, who by his ingratitude to the countrey 
and inhabitants thereof (which had louingly receiued him,, and inriched 
him with their meanes) had ſhewen ſo great obſtinticy © rebellion there- 


in 
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| in contipuing one whole yeare, Viteriug proud aud ſwelling fbeeches, to 
| the protudite ofthe houſe of, Naſſaus Princelierepuration,ang againſt rhe 
| ſtate of theſe cquntries, which ye threatened with ruine and deſtruction, 
making oe of the ſouldier's appoimzed to ſerue rhe countrey, for defence of 
| his owne perſon, diſarming the good citizens of Medenblick; whom hee 
ought ro bane defended,; affiting, them. with ſerxirude. and. intolerable | 
burchens. The whichGenerall, ſpurred forward by his oypne auarice and 
ambition, from one ſinne tq another, ſhall by Gods aſiſtance be brought to 
ſbame and confufion ;ſo#þat all good ſouldiers which loue Gods, word and 
their countrey,will deteſt the ob(tinacie,rebellion,raſhne{ſe, and malicious 
proceedings of the ſaid enerall , and for that cauſe will againe take yp- 
on them the defence of their deere countrey,as in former time ; and we ye- 
rily hope,that the ſouldiers of Medenblick being well informed, That Ge- 
nerall Senoy by his proceedings hath none other intent, but onely to ſhew 
ypnaer theſe two falſe pretences(namely of an oath made to her Maieſty,or 
tothe Barle.of. Leyceſter in her name, and that be would be a meanes to 
procure them the full paiment of all arreragesy bis hatred and ill groun- 
ded quarels againſt the countrey and houſe of Naſſau (by which, from a 
poore eſtate, he was made rich ) will not conſent to any thing againſt their 
countrey and houſe of Naſſau,and will not hazard, to their owne ſhame, 
and A—_ of their friends, the loſſe of their honour and reputation, 
nay of their own lines: Eſpecially ſeeing that hy quitting Generall Senoys 
priuat and vniuſt quarell,they may be reconciled to their countrey and his 
Excellencie of Naſiqu,and preſerue their lines, goods, honour , reputation, 
and whatſoeuer he, which hath nothing but what he hath gotten by theſe 
countries, and the bouſe of Naſiau,doth pals promiſe them. 
Generall Senoy likewiſe did onthe one and twentieth of Ianua- 
rie 1588, preſent certaine Articles to the Councell of State, in forme 
following7; to euerie of which in particular my Lords the States 


added their anſwer.

the Countries: It is not reaſonable that the ſay reſolution (for an 
ro the Generall) contrariz Fo the Lays and Oini0.of the Countrie, - 
be altered. 

That the ſayd Senoy;will keepe good correſpondence with his | 
Excellencie of Naſſau concerning all difficulties which way ariſe, 
andto prevent them 1n time,as needſhall be. 

We vnderſtand,that the Generallought to be boundro doe more than 
keepe correſpondence with his Excellencie,otherwiſe , he muſt needes be 
his equall.

He will likewiſe giue order that the Townes and Forts of Block-

He will by all meanes preuent and hinder,thatno ſedition ariſe 
among the inhabitants. 

This belongs to the Gouernour of the Prouinces, and to the ordinarie 
officers and Magiſtrats thereof. 

And —_ the Commiſſion for Captaineſhip ofthe Caſtle of 
Medenblick was by his Excellencie graunted onely by Prouiſo, 
he intreats his Excellencieto giue and confirme it abſolutely ynto 
him. 

Foraſmuch as the Captaineſbip of the of Caſtle Medenblick,is an ordi- 
narie office of the Countrie,which according to the priuiledges therof can- 
not be adminiſtred but by any ſuch an one as ts bornin the Low countries, 
his Excellencie cannot graunt it, contrarie to the ſayd priuiledges ſeeing 
that the Generall was not borne there.

All this thus done,thoſe of Medenblick continued obſtinar, the 
ſouldiers mutined, and would not depart till they had receiued 
the arrerages. They diſarmed the Burghers,and caried theirarmes 
to Gouernour Senoys houſe, and enforced them euerie weeke to 
give them pay, My Lords the States ſent the Lords of Famas and 
Swevenſcell, Peter Kyes Burgomaſter of Harlem, and Maſter 4- 
arian Antonie Burgomaſter of Alckmaer, to them , who preſented 
the wr. 2 ro - mutinous ſouldiers, and greater pay thanto a- 
ny other that ſerucd the States; butthey would neither giue audi- 
ence to theſe Commiſſioners, nor to other which were ſevr after 
them,bur went a boothaling vp and downethe Countrie,conſtray- 
ning the Boores in hoſtile mannerto pay them their entertaine- 
ment : which to ſpeake truely was a matter of great conſequence , 
and might caſily haue ruined all North-Holland, if my Lords the 
Scates had not in time preuenred it, who reſolued by force tro ma- 
ſter thele mutines,giuing ample power to his Excellencie to put it

in execution : who together with the Marſhall Villers, who was 
newly.ſct at libertie from his impriſonment, brought certaine com- 
panies of ſouldiers, Burghers of neighbour towns, and ſome ſhips 
of warre beforethe Towne , who did in ſuch fort befiege and nere- 
ly prefle it, asthoſe within jt, began to. remember themſclues, and 
lo tagonſider the;preſent daunger , as they began in ſome ſort to 
changetheir ons And perceiuing that the Earle of Leycefter 
had wholly gitenoucr the gouernement, and had ſurrendred i: 
tothe conceal States , whoſe authoritie by their reſolution did 
dayly.increaſe, and that they could not but expeR ſome great 
miſchiefe in recompence of their obſtinacie, the matter was'at laſt 
ſo handled by nicanes of Sir Henrie Killegrew, the Lord Willough- 
by, and'other Engliſh Lords, as thoſe of Medenblick,hauing beene 


| befiegednill the Moneth of Aprill, the Generall Senoy and his fol- 


diers made an'accord with his Excellencie , and delivered the 
Towne into his hands. The Generall and ſouldiers went forth of 
the Towne with paſſeport, which his Excellencie and his troopes 
entred, where he ordered all matters neceflarie for the better a 
rance of the Towne, Generall Seyoy went to Alckmaer, where 
with ſundrie reaſons hee would haue excuſed himſelfe. Thoſe of 
Medenblick and others, did greatly endammage him in his goods: 
whereupon in anno 1590, he went into England to make his com- 
plaintto her Maieſtie, who in the yeare 1592 propounded bis caſe 
to my Lords the States by her Agent Thomas Bodley, on the fift 
day of Iulie,which punks Fro were by them amply & reſolutely 
anſwered,tothe Agents fatisfaRion. 

During theſe ciuile and inteſtine troubles as well in Hol-

to himſelfe. Whereupon the Engliſh & the vnited prouinces,were 
in ſome ſort prepared for defence,againlt the force of this fleet, bur 
not according to the greatnefle of the danger : for it was giuen out 
that this great Armada was onely to conuey the Spaniſh fleet to the |

In May the French King ſent a meſſageto the Queene of Eng- 
land, by which hee aduiſed her to prepare for defence, for that he 
was truly enformed that this tempeſt wold light vpon her.

cipall proje& was vpon the River of Thames , where they might 
on each ſhoare land their men , and by paſſing yp the River ſur- 
priſe the Citie of London the Metropolis ofthe kingdome, whe- 
ther the leſler veſſels might follow them , ſeeing that London not 
| ſtrong, butrich, mightie, and populous, and the inhabitants ther- 
of ynacquainted with warre,mightatthe firſt encounter bee caſily 
terrified. They did hikewiſe hope that the Queene ſhould be bad- 
| ly obeyed, and that ſome diſcontented faftion might ariſe of Ro- 
| man Catholikes. According to their inſtruction and commiſſion 
they went forward , often aduertifing the Duke of Parma of their 
arriuall and intention, and fo ypon thethurtieth of Iulic they paſ- 
ſed Plimmouth. The Engliſh forthwith followed and got the 
wind of them, by which meanes they might aſfaile the Spaniſh | 
fleer,8 themlelues not be aſlailed by it, ſo that the two fleets made 
rowards one another. The next day beeing the one and thirtieth 
of Iulie,the Engliſh came within muſquet ſhot of the Spaniſh fleet: 
The Evgliſh admiral thundred with his ordnace vpon the Spaniſh 
Vice-Admiral, who perceiving themſelues to be greatly annoyed 
by the Engliſh Canon , fell intoa cloſe forme of an halte moone , 
hoyſting their ſailes but halfe maſt high , becauſe they would nor 
fall foule one of an other. Anon, oneof the Galleaſles was fore 
opprelt by certaine ſhips,and their battaile fo aſlailed,as the chiefe 
Gallion of Sicilie, wherein was D. Pedro Valdez,which D. Bſco de 
Sylua, and D. Alonzo de Sayas with diuers other noble men , brake 
her maſt againſt another ſhip, ſo as ſhe could not follow, and the 
fleet would not ſtay to reſcue her, but left her behind. The Engliſh 
Admirall looking on Valdez ſhip, and ſuppoſing that there were 
no m-n 11 her, went on with as many ſhips as hee had neerehim, 
becing loth by nightto looſe the fleet. For Sir Frauncis Drake who 
that night carried the lanterne gaue chaſe to fiue great ſhips diui- | 
ded trom the fleet, and finding them to be Merchants of Norway 
letthem goec ; ſoasthe Engliſh Admirall,did all thatnight, follow 
the Spaniſh lanterne,thinking himſelfe among his owne men,and | 
11 the morning findingthathe was inthe middeſt of his enemies , 
he withdrew bimfelfe trom ſo great daunger. The morrow after, 


which | 
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which was the firſt of Auguſt, Sir Francis Drake met with Valdez 
ſhip wherein himſelfe and foure hundred and fiftie men were, and 
ſent to hale her. Valdez for his owne honor would haue propoun- 
ded certaine conditions,which hee ſent ro Drake; who aunſwered 
that he would not ſpend the timeintreaties, butifhe would yeeld 
he ſhould find fauour: and onthe contrarie, if he would fight,hee 
ſhould find him a ſouldier. Valdez and his people,perceiuing that 
they were fallen into Drakes hands , and moued by report of his 


menand ſome fortie or fiftie followers, went aboord Drake, and 
the reſt were carried to Plimmouth where they remayned a yeare 
and halfe,till they had payed their ranſome or were exchanged for 
others. 

Valdez comming into Drakes preſence kifled his hands, 8told 
him that they had al! reſolued to die,ifthey had not bin ſo happic 


to fall into his hands, whom heeknew to bee noble and curteous, 


doubted yyhether his enemies had more cauſe to loue him for his 
valour, or feare him for his fortunate exploits, which had alreadie 
atrainedto the higheſt degree.Sir Francis Drake did curteouſly im- 
brace him, and cauſed him to eat athis owne Table and ſleepe in 
his owne Cabbin, where Yaldex reported viito him their ſtrength, 
how that the foure Gallies were diſperſed,8 that they had thoughr 


and ſo haue become maſters at ſea : They likewiſe admired the ya- 
lor ofthe Engliſh, who durſt with ſo few 8 ſmall veſſels approch 


courſes, Valdez and his followers were afterward carried into Eng- 
land:he was a man much reſpeded in his countrie, kinſmanto the 
ſame Yaldex who in an.1573 had beſieged Leyden in Holland. In 
his ſhip ſome of the kings treaſure was,amounting tothe ſumme of 
55000 Ducats in filuer,which was all pillaged. 


Where was great ſtore of powder and munution, all the ypper deck

deſt of his enemies,ſo as it was fourea clocke after noone ere all his 


fleet came vp to him. Some ſay that D. Hugo de Moncada Generall | 
of the foure Galleafles did at the ſame time with greatearneſtneſſe | 


intreatthe Duke of Medinato giue him leaue to boord the Lord 


Admirall, which the Duke would in no fort permit being loth to 
paſſe the bounds of his Commiſſion. 


Tewſday, the ſecond of Auguſt, the fleet being before Portland, | 


the wind turned to the North, fo, as the Spanyards had a proſpe- 
rous gale ; but the Engliſh did againe get the wind of them, their 
ſhips Hs lighter iT of better faile, By this meanes the Spani- 
= then ſcemed more toinclineto fight than before;8 to ſpeake 
truth, that dayes fight was moſt fierce and bloudie.” In the middeſt 


of the fight the Engliſh Admirall cried our aloud to Cap:aine | 


George Semmer,laying,0 George what doſt thou, wilt thou now for- 
fake me, or wilt thou deceiue my opinion of thy valour? which 
ſeq the enemie ſo furiouſly, 
as that day he woon greateſt commendation. Butthe Engliſh ha- 
uing with all ſorts ofordnance fought with them from morning, 8& 
yet ceaſed not , the Spanyards did againe incloſethemſclues in or- 
der of battaile, whereby their enemies perceyued that they one- 
ly ſought meanes to defend themſelues, and to goe to their ap- 
pointed =_ nereto Dunkirke,there to joyne with the Duke of 
Parma,who vnder proteQion of thoſe great yeſlels might execute 
his deſigne with more ſafety. In this fighta great Venetian Argo- 
zey periſhed. 
The _— fleet inthe meane time did dayly encreaſe & grew 


ſtrong by ſhips and men that cameto it forth of all hauens,ſecking | 


to win honour,and to doe good ſeruiceto their Countrie, among 
whom were diuers noble men, and others of great note, as the 
Earles of Oxford, Cumberland,& Northumberland, of Knights, 
Sir Thomas Cecil, William Hatton, Walter Raleigh , Horacio Palauici- 
no, Gentlemen, Henrie Brooke , Robert Carie, Charles Blunt, Ambroſe 
Willoughbie, Henrie Nowell,Thomas Gerard,Robert Dudley , Edward 
Darcy, Arthur Gorges, Thomas Wood, William Haruey, & many oth 
noble gentlemen , ſo asthey were in number. ſome hundred laile, 
& being come nereto Douer they were increaſed to at 120, which 
for the moſt part were too ſmall to boord the Spanyards, except

ſome twentie two of the Queenes great ſhips. The mariners and 
fouldiers amounted to the number of cleuen thouſand men. 

The third of Auguſt,the Sea being calme and without wind,the 
flight was onely berwixt the Engliſh & the Galleaſles,which were 
rowedwith oarcs & therin had the vauntage, bur it did them ſmall 
good. The Engliſh were bufied in making Chain ſhot wherwith to 
cutaſunder | Aru tackings , they likewiſe ſent a ſhoare for 
more powder which they extreamely wanted , hauing at the 
_—_— ſpent much in vayne, of which they afterwards com- 

ained. 

F The ſame day a Councell was held, wherein was reſolued, Thar 
the Engliſh fleet ſhould be diuided into foure ſquadrons, the one 
ynder my Lord Admirals condu&, the other vnder Sir Frauncis 
Dads third vnder Hawkins,& the fourth vnder Capraine Fro- 
biſer.The Spaniſh ſhips in ſayling kept a cloſe order of 3 or 4 ſhips 
in ranke,not farre one from another, and the greater yeſlels enclo- 
ſed chem. 

The fourth of Auguſt, the flect beeing come before the Iſle of 
Wight, the Engliſh Lord Admirall did fiercely aſfaile the Spavi- 
ards, with his beſt ſhips,as the Lyon wherein was the Lord Tho- 
mas Howard, now Duke of Suffolke, the Elizabeth Ionas, wherein 
were the Lord Sheffield,and Sir Robert Southwell the Lord Admi- 
rals ſonne in Jaw, the Beare,and Vitorie, commaunded by Tohn 
\ Hawkins, and the Gallion Leyceſter by Captaine George Fenner: 
' All theſe made vp direly rowards the Spaniſh Admirall who 

with the greateſt part of his ſhips lay in the middefſt of the fleet, 
where a | anc fight was begun, for beeing within 3 or 400 paces 
nere to oneanother, they gaue cach other their broad ſides, and 
diſcharged all their ordnance: at laſt, the Spaniards got the wind 
and once againe joyned themſelues together. In the meane time 
Martin Frobiſer Captaine of the Trium E.with ſome tew others,had 
brauely performed a daungerous fight with the Spanyards ; the 
Admirall came to reskew him, and found that he had valiantly be- 
haued himlſelfe, and made a diſcreet retreat , without any great 
loſle. 

So asthe next day (being the fitr of Auguſt)the Admiral knigh- 
ted him and diuers others. : 

Saturday, the 6 of Auguſt, towards night, the Spanyards came 
to an anker before Calais:it ſeemed they reſolued to ſtay thereto 
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joyne with the Duke of Parmas forces. The next day, being the ſe- 


uenth of Auguſt,the moone was at full , ſo that attweluea clocke | 


it was full ſea at Calais,and at eleuen at Dunkirke. 

The Engliſh likewiſeankored within Canon ſhot of them,whe- 
ther the Lord Henris Seymer brought his fleet of twentie vellels. 

Whileſt the fleer lay there,the Duke of Medina ſent aduertize- 
mentto Parma, $% diuers Gentlemen went on ſhore to refreſh the- 
ſelues, 8 among others,the Prince of Aſcoli, a braue young Lord, 
who (as ſome ſay )was baſe ſonneto King Philip, who wentto land 
in a happie houre, becauſethe ſhip wherein he came from Spaine 
did within a while after periſh in Ireland with all her men. 

The Duke ot Parma hauing intelligencethat the flect lay ypon 
the coaſt of England , made great haſt to make one in perſon in 
that enterpriſe,reſigning the gouernement generall of the Coun- 
trieto old Count Mansfelt: Himſelte went on Pilgrimage into 
Haynault to our Ladie of Halles , and from thence returned to- 
wards Bruges, where hee arriued onthe ſeuenth of Auguſt. The 
next day, riding towards Dunkirke where his ſhip tarried forhim, 
he heard the report of the Canon betwixt the two flects, and the 
ſame night comming to Dixmuyde, he had intelligence ofthe ſuc- 
celle. 

Oa Tewſday the ninth of Auguſt about noone,he came to Dun- 
kirke,cuen when the fleet was alreadic paſt , none of his Ships da- 
ring to goe forth to give them the leaſt hope of aide, becauſe they 
were afraid ot the thirtie iue Hollanders that lay in gard ynder the 
conduct ofthe Admirall Tuſtine of Naſſau, which were excellent- 
ly prouided of good mariners, and beſide the ordinarie ſouldiers, 
with 1200 braue muſquetiers, and lay only there to keepe Parmas 
fleet from iſſuing out of the Hauen, which wasa matter of greateſt 
importance. As for thegreat ſhips, they feared them not, becauſe 
the Sea was too ſhallow in thoſe parts : Beſide, all Parmas forces 
were not readie nor imbarked, onely 700 reuolted Engliſh ynder 
Sir William Stanleys commaund were ſhipt , and thought to getthe 
aduantage by landing firſt in England : His other ſouldiers were 
malecontent and ynwilling , eſpecially the mariners who were 
few 11 number, the prouifion likewiſe of Beere, Bread and vyi- 
fuals was not yet wa nor imbarked : The mariners were ſo a- 
fraid of the Hollanders as they ran away dayly,fearing leaſt the ſol- 
diers would enforce them to doe that which they knew could not 

be 
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be done. Then they wanted Galltes from Spaine,which might haue 


beaten the Hollanders from the coaſts of Flaunders. 

The Spaniſh fleet lying thus at anker betore Calicethe\hetter to 
conſult with the Duke of Parma concerning their enterpfiſe, rhey 
concluded to execute their defigne on Friday the tweltch of Au- 


guſt,the night being darke. The Admiral of England with the chict | 


of his Councell determined to enforce them to weigh anker,and 
to be-gone or elſeto burne their fleet, whereupon, they appoin- 
ted eight of their voſeruiceableſt veſſels to bee filled with wild 
fire and other combuſtious marter , charging the ordnance in 


them vp tothe mouth with ſmall ſhor, nayles, and one, which | 


on Sunday, the {eucnth of Auguſt, inthe afternoone, they ſent 
with-the wind and tyde( after that the men that were in them had 
forſaken and fired them) directly vpon the Spaniſh fleet, which 
fire did in the night fo terrifierhem (ſuppoſing them to be fome 
of thoſe internall ſhips full of powder and, wild fire with the In- 
geneer Frederic Jonibeli had made ylc. ot foine three yeares before 
at Antuerpe , againſt rhe Prince, of Parmas.: bridge ouer-zhe 
Scheld ) as crying out, The: fire; of Aniuerpe, the fire of An» 
tuerpe, they preſently .crg their cables;aud un confuſion did pur 
to Sea.

In this amazement, the Captaine. ofithe great Gallcafle: fell 
foule of the cables of another ſhip and loſt her rudder, and bee= 
ing-notable to faile withour it, was carried by-the force of:the 
Sea yponthe ſands juſt before Calice, whether it was purſued by 
certayne Engliſh Pinnates, which plaid _ her. vvith-their 


| ordnance , but durſt not boord her ;; which the Lord Admirall 


perceiving ſent; his, great Pinnace with two hundred. ſouldiers 
ynder the commaund of Captaine Preſton , who: all of them to- 
gether boorded, the Galle: , Where:the Genera]l D. Hugb de 
Moncada-made braue defence-for a while , hoping; of ſome ſuc- 
cour from land ; but at laſt he was ſhotin the head anil Nlaine, 
and; divers other! Spaniagds with him, part of whom leapr:into 


| the Seathipkingio:eſcape by ſwimming, who were'all drowned. 


The viſitor Generall D. Antonid de Manriques with ſome others cf

The ſame day,beivg the eight of Auguſt,as the Spaniſh fleet ſel] 
againe into order, it was again fiercely aflailed by the Engliſh, right 
ouer againlt Graueling , whete they voluntarily loſt their aduaun- | 
tage of the wind,choling rather to bh the wind driue them before 
Dunkirke,than to open themlſeluesor changetheir order , reſol- 
uing onely on defence. | 

Though the Engliſh had gallant tall ſhips, yet but 22 or 23 of 
them were comparable to the Spaniſh,which were ninetie. But the } 
Engliſh had the aduantage by being lighter 8 better of ſaile: fo,as | 
they came oftentimes within a pikes length of them and diſchar- 
ged their whole tyre of ordnance o— them, and then their ſmal 

ot,continuing it the whole day.till their powder and ſhot began 
to faile;and then,they held it no diſcretion to boord the Spaniards 
who ſtill kept themſelues together incloſe order, the Engliſh bee- 
ing Lisfied with chaſing them from before Calice and Dankirke, 
and keeping them from joyning with the Duke of Parma. | 

The Spaniards,the ſame day , received much hurt, loſing ma- 

heir ſhips ſhot through : They like- 
wiſe with their ordnance plaid fiercely vpon the Engliſh, -but did 
them no great hurt, for they loſt few men, and neuer a Shippe or 
man of note ; and in all chat time, and in the whole journey , they 
loſt bur an hundred men , and yet Sir Frauncis Drakes thip” had 
beene ſhot aboue fourtie times , and his Cabbin twice ſhot 
through : And towards the end of the fight, a Gentlemans bed 
whereupon hee reſted himſelfe, becing wearie, was taken from 
vnder him by a great ſhot : And as the Earle of Northumber- 
land , and Sir Charles Blunt , afterwards Lord Mountioy ,” and 
Maſter Henrie Nowell fat at meate, a demie Culuyerins ſhot flew 
through the cabbin,and ouerthrew 2 men: The like accidents hap- 
nedin other ſhips,which would be tedious to recite;yet it appeares 
that God did wonderfully afiſtrhe Engliſh : For as the Lord Ad- 
mirall wrote tothe Queene, there was no hikelihood that the Eng- 
liſh ( in mans judgement) and according to'the apparance of 
the circumſtances ſhould haue dared to approch the Spani- 
ards,but that God had an admirable hand therein , vaio whom

they willingly aſcribed all the honour oftheir magnanimitie and | 


valor,for that he had-confounded their enemies intheir own deui- 
ſes and counſell. 

The ſame day;fo'many Spaniſh ſhips were fhot through,as that 
night and the next day three of them ſanke. Among others Captain 
Croſſe tought with and ſank a'great Biſcan ſhip,forth of which ſome 
few eſcapedgwio reported that the chiete in theſhip ſlew one ano- 
ther, becauſe. one among the ſpake of yee|ding,who thereupon was 
flaine, and his death preſently: reuenged by his brother,and in the 
meanetime the ſhip ſunke ynder him, 

Two Gallions of Portugal of ſeuen or eighthundred tun a piece, 
were the ſame night forſaken by the fleet, viz. the. Philip, and S. 
Mathew,which had verie greatleakes in them. in theS. Philip was 
D. Franciſco de Toledo,brother to the Earle of Orgas,Campe maſter, 
or Colonell of 32-enſignes, withotherGentlemen , who ſought to 
run a ground on the coaſts of Flaunders,their maſts being broken; 
but being not able to doe ir;the chiefe of them eſcaped in a boatto 
Newport,and the ſhip wastaken by the Fluſhingers. 

In the S.Mathew was the Campe-malter D. Diego; Colonell Ge- 
neral ]tkewiſe of 3z enſignes,and brotherto the Marqueſſe of Tan- 
nares,with many other Gentlemen and Captaines. This ſhip was 
none of the greateſt, but moſt firong, for onely twentie ſhot of in- 
finitnumbers thatplaid ypon her ,did pierce fer [nche fight be- 
fore Grauelingit was ſhot, at receyueda'leake , whereupon the 
Captaine ſent word thereof ra the Duke of Medina; who ſent him 


a boat for himſelf & lome'of the chiefro eſcape, which for his own | 


honorhe refuſed; the famenight ſhe tooke in ſach:abundance of 
water, as fiftie men did cominually-plie the potnpe to keepe her 
from ſincking,and finding her felfe forſaken of her Admirall the 


Captaine ſoughtto runne her a ground ypon the coaſt 'of Flann- | 


ders, and for ſawoghis owne life, craued*the helpe6f poare Fi- 
ſhermen. But betng deſcried by foure orfiue men of warre"that 
lay ypon the coaſt,they made towards himyhaling litbp;and wil 
ling himto yeeld, which hee refuſing:y they diſcharged all their 
ordnance ypon him, and flew aboue forty men, ſoashee was eri- 
forcedto yeeld bimfſelfe priſotier to, Parry Vander Does, who cat» 
ried the fayd vyeſlell and the other likewiſe into' Zeland, which 
afterward through careleſaefle* and negligence ſanke. The fayd

memorie cauſe a banner of an exceeding length which he had ta- 
ken forth of one of theſe ſhips ro be hung vp in the great Church 
of Leyden where he was Scowt , which reached from the verie 
roofe downe to the ground,and yet the banner was. halfe foulded 
VP» | 
Another leſſer ſhip was likewiſe enforced to run a ſhore at the 
ſame time nere to Blankenburrow in Flaunders ; but Sir Iohn Con- 
way gouernor of Oſtend with thoſe of his Garriſon,ſeeing this ſhip, 
ſent three fiſher boats thither well manned, who'perceyuing that 
the Spaniards were gone forth of her, & thatthey had landed two 
pieces of ordnance,cuforced the Spaniardsto quit them,and pilla- 
gedthe veſlell,and carried itto Oftend. 

In this manner it pleaſed God not onely toſhew ynto England, 
but likewiſe to Zeland, their enemics great yeſlels, to haue them 
ſecand confeſle how weake they were againſt ſo greata power,had 


| nothegiuen them diſcretion and courage, and in ſundrie manner 


fought for them. 

The ſame Munday(the eightof Auguſt)the Spaniſh fleet,becivg 
thus aſſailed, it reſolued, ſeeing they had ſafficiently diſcharged 
their Commiſſton,to returne homewards,8 to that end the whole 
fleet paſſed on vvith balfe ſaile before Dunkirke,to whom the Eng- 
liſh with a South-Weſt wind gaue. chace. And the morroy after, 
beeing onward on their way,they clapt on more ſayles, making no 
ſhew as if they were deſirous to fight but onely of flight ; ſoas the 
Lord Henric Seymer ſent backe the leſleryeſlels,to aſſiſt the Hollan- 
ders, to keepe in the Prince of Parmas forces,and himſelfe with the 
greater ape gauethem chacetill theeleuenth and twelfth of Au- 
guſt, not guting with them becauſe he wanted powder and ſhot, 
tearing leaſt they ſhould goe into Scotland. 


Butthe 1z of Auguſt, the wind waxing high, and the Spaniards | * 


making way with ful failes taking their courſe Northward towards 
Norwey,leauing Scotland on the left hand, making ſhew onely of 
flight, expoſing themſelues to ſo dangerousa nauigation being al- 
readie come to fixe and twentie degrees and ſeuentcene minutes ; 
the Engliſh would not ſhare with them in their danger, who wan- 
ting all maner of prouiſion, eſpecially powder and ſhot, returned 
towards England, leauing onely ſome {mal yeſlelsto followthem, 
& to giue notice what courſe they held,& ſo arrived at Harwich, 
onthe foureteenth of Auguſt, with great daupger, a mightie tem- 
peſt

peſt ariſing which laſted two or three dayes, which vndoubtedly 
did great harme to the Spaniards. 

The Engliſh did preſently make prouifion of victuals, powder, 
ſhot,and other neceſlanies, to be in readineſle vpon any occafion : 
But hauing intelligence ofthe Spaniards courſe, they reſolued not 
to goe ſecke them out inthe Northerne Seas, butto leaue them to 
the mercie of the winds. 

Inthoſe Seas,the Spaniards tooke a fiſher boat of Zeland,with 
rwelue men inher, belongingto Zirickzee, who were brought a 
boord the Admirall the Duke of Medina to ſerue him,and ſuffered 
the boatto gocat aduenture : Theſe fiſhermen went into Spaine, 
and afterwards returned home, 8 reported that whileſt the Eng- 
liſh fleet purſued the Spaniards, they ſaw them readie to hang 
forth a white flag , to crauca parley or elle to yeeld ; fearing the 


| paſſage ofthoſe Northerne Seas. But certaine Clergie men, nere 


| the Duke, (who ſhould haue beene moſt timerous) croſt it, laying 
that it would diſhonour themto yeeld ſo cafily, without one tight 
more ; butiperceiuingthemſelues to bee no more purſued , they 
aue ouer that reſolution. 
The fayd Fiſhermen did likewiſe reportthat in the Dukes ſhip 
there wasa place ſo wel fortified;as it was canon proofe,wherin du- 


there were- 1200 menin her, zoo of whom were dead and hurt, 


| andthat they had ſeene18 cheſts full of moneyto be vnſhipt in'Biſ-. 
cay,which (as they fayd) were ſtuft with double piſtolers. 


In this manner the Spaniſh Nauie, perceyuing that it had alrea- 
dic loſt foure or five thouſand men, had many that were ficke and 
wounded, that it hkewiſe wanted tenne or twelue of their chiefe:

Spaine ; but the others,to the number of tortie faile or more, with 
the Vice-Admirall benttheir courſe towards Ireland, hoping there 
to take in water, and to.refreſhthemſelues. But the. God of Ar- 
mies,who abatcth the pride of greatones,6e raiſeth yp the humble, 
and hath all authoritie ouer his creatures, who commaundeth the 
Seas, windes and tempelts , cauſed the Sea to {well and a terrible 
tempeſt to ariſe on the firſt of September , from the South-Weſt, | 
which diſperſed theny for the molt part into ſundrie places of Ire- 
land,where many of them periſhed,and among othergthe Gallion 
of Michael| of Oquendo,one of the great Galleaſſes,two great Ve- | 
netizn Argozics,the Ratca, andithe Balanrara, with divers others 
tothe number of 38 ſaile, andall- their men.

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The Duke of Medina Sydonia being a braue Lord and well ex- 
erienced , ypon'whom they had impoſed that burthen much a- 
ainft his wil, laid the faultvpon his Pilots, and on want of the 
Duke of Parmas forces which were not readie. 

He was ſuffered to goehometo his own houſe, but notto come 
ro Court, where4t was thought he had much to do2to purge him 
ſelfe from the cakntmious accuſation ot his enemies. Many other 
noble men died ſooneafcer,'as D. Tuan Martinesde Ricaldo,D. Diego 
de Valdes, Michel Oquendo,D'. Alonzo de Lieua,D. Diego de Maldona- 
do, D. Franciſco Bouadillo, D. Georgio Manriques,all of the Councell 
of warre. Diuerswere drowned, as among other , Thomas Perenot 
of Granuell Earle of Cauteroy , nephew to Cardinall Granyel.. D. 
Diego Pimentel Campe-maſter, and Colonell of 32:Enſignes' re- 
mayned priſoner-in Zeland, with diuers others, taken in the ſame 


| priſoner in England, with D. Vaſco de Sylua,and D. Alonzo de Say- 
as.Many Gentlemen weredrowned in Ireland,and many flaine by 
che Iriſh. Sir Richard Bingham Gouernour of Conach,had receiued

He was likewiſe badly beloued 
in the court of Spaine, for not aſſiſting the fleet in neceſſitie. Now 
that he might in ſome ſort wipe off this ſtaine which blotted his re- 
putarion : he enterpriſed to reduce the rowne of Berghen vnder 
his commaund. From that time, divers reports thereof were cur- 
rant, not onely in the Low-countries butalſo in England: whereof 
her Majeſtie aduertiſed my Lords the States by letters dated at 
Greenwich the ſeuen and twentieth of Auguſt 1588, At the begin- | 
ning of September when there was no more hope of the fleets re- 
turne, and that the Duke of Parma was come backe from Flaun- 
ders into Brabant, all men held it for certaine that ſome attempr 
would be made pon Berghen. 
Certaine horſemen of Bacx his companie,ſent forth for difco- 
| verie, brought backe with them two priſoners, who confidently 
reported that there was nothing more certaine, than that Ber- 
ghen ſhould be beſieged. One of the priſoners was a Gentleman, 
and an officer belonging tothe ordnance,and the other was maſter 
of the munition; when our men tooke them nere to Eckeren caſtle, 
and askt them whether they were going , they anſwered that they 
went to the kings camp thatlay before Berghen. Being brought to 
the towne,they aſſured vs that all things were in readineſle to be- 
fiege vs : that before they were taken he armie was on the march, 
my that they verily thought to haue found it betore therown, and 
wondered to find the contratie : they likewiſe affirmed , that there 
were 36000 men horſe and toot in Parmas campe.

from S. James his gate,it extends535 foot towards the North, and 
trom thence Alle, into the Scheld.In this turning ſtandsthe firſt, 
which is called the little Fort, becauſe it is leſſer than any of the 
reſt. The other Fort lieth 3320 foot from the head , and is called 
Valkenbourg, by the firſt Captaines name that - 4 it: from thence 
ye goe to the North Fort, diſtant from the Houdt-port two thou- 
{and nine hundred and fixtie foot. 

[In Southland nere to Valkenbourg ſtands the new Fort, diui- 
ded onely from Valkenbourg by the Dike, and this Fort lies open 
behind. Bya conduit they can emptic the water of the Dike into 
the hauen,or keepe it in at their pleaſure. From the naw Fort they - 
haue made a new dike as farreas the towne, which is commonly 
called the new hauen. Right ouer againſt the leſler Fort, the ſluces 
of the hauen of Northland were opened to keepe the euemie from 
acceſſeto the North fort, The Lord Willoughby went into Holland 
to my Lords the Statesto take orderfor al neceſſarie prouiſions for 
the town:Bur betore his departure,he conferred with the Magiſtrat, 
and appointed the towne to be diuided into eight quarters, and c- 
uerie quarter to be commanded by aſherife,to ouerſce the Burgh- 
ers and to looke that they laboured in the forufying of thoſe parts | 
of the towne that were weakeſt. 

The Burgowaſters for that yeare were Frauncis Manteau , and 
Peter Suidlants : the Sherites were , William Frauncis the old Bur- 
oomaſter, Cornelius Tohn, Cornelius Denis , Marke Martin , Adrian 
TIohe, Jobn Clarke, and Cornelius of Heuſden. The receivers were , 
Marin Nicholas the old Burgomaſter, 8 Nicholas de Ranſt. When 
the ſherifs vpon important buſineſle could not ouerſeethe work- 
men, then ſome of the chiefe Burghers of cueric quarter ſupplied 
their places. 

Foure dayes after the Lord Jilloughbies departure,the Burghers 
began ar S. James his gate,as ye go from the head to the new worke, 
making firſt atrench vpon the bank or cauſey which leads from the 
ſame gate to the new hauen. All along the hedge which is planted 
fromthe powder tower to the woodden gate , fortifications were 
likewiſe made in manner of trenches, they did alſo labor verie dili- 
gently,in other places.On the high way from Wouwe,ſome ot the 
enemies horſe were deſcried, wherupon,the ſentinel on the watch 
rower,rang the alarm bell. Sir William Drury the gouernour made 
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cowne foilowed the gouernour, who with thoſe forces that (ailled | 


many of the enemies. Diuers condemned this his attewpt, ſaying , 
that he had greatly endaungered-himſelfe and the rowne , by his 
roo greedie defire of fight : For the enemie was ſuperiour to him 
in ſtrength, and he had too farre engaged. himſelfe to returne with 
fafetie to the rowne,if the enemie ſhould have aſſailed him. Retur- 
ning from this ſallic,he cauſed the bridge atthe Bulwarke of Hel- 
ſtedeto be broken down : for they chat had yndertaken the works, 
had made a bridge ouerthe dike, to fetch earth from the hill of 
Vary-Bogaertto make an end of their worke. 

—. Cornelius Tohnghe cities ſherite, ſent meſſengers from the com- 
minalrie of the towne , ivto Zeland, to aduertize my Lords the

And becaule the States of Holland, Zeland,& thoſe of the town 
of Dort, did, during the ſiege, carefully ſend prouiſion of all ne- 
ceſfaries tothe towne: In that regard I will truly fay,that it was wel 
prouided of corne,butrer,cheeſe,falt,herring, falr fiſh, hay, ſtraw, 
oates, powder, plankes, nayles, lead, bullets, match, pike:, ozier- 
twigs to make gabions &c. TheZclanders ſent fiue Culaerins of 
Portugal, each ofthem carrying a bullevot 26 pound weight; they 
were of thoſe which Peter Vander Does Vice-Admirall of Holland 
found in the Gallion of D; Diego Pimentell,which hetooke nere to 
Blankenberg,and brought to Fluſhing. The enemies horſe {hew-

The ſouldiers,being 
threatned by the enemic, yeelded vp the caſtle on ſafety of their 
lives and goods. The fame day, two horſemen were ſlaine with 
the canon from Reigers-tower:one of them was a man of note,and 
was afterwards buried at Antuerpe with 800 torches. 

About the ſame time we recciued ſupplies from all parts. My 
Lords the States, notwithſtanding that the Iſle of Tholen was to 
| be prouided for, ſent vs great numbers of Hollanders and Scots 
Thoſe otFluſhing,Briel|, and Oftend, ſent vs ſtore ot choice ſoul- 
diers. There came likewiſe foureſcore men from Gertrudenbergh, 
conducted by an Engliſh caprain called Brock :theſe men had for- 
ſaken the States pay,and ſerued among the Engliſh. Beſides all this, 
lixe enſignes of toot cameto vs from England, aboutthe firſt of 
Nouember. Se that the number of ſoldiers which at the beginning 
of the ſiege were in all, both horſeand foot, bur one thouſand fiue 
hundred, as appeared by the muſter rolls , did before the enemies 
departure amount to five thouſand. The Capraines of the horſe- 
men perceiuingtheenemieto be encamped, thought it neceſlarie 
to make{omeſallie forth ypon him whileſt they wight doe it, tel-

| ling the goucrnor, Sir William Drurie;that it behoued them, now at 


firſt, ro giue the evemic ſome affront, and that it would greatly diſ- 
gracethem , ifthey ſhould not make ſome proofe of their yalour. 
But others, of a contrarie opinion , ſayd, that euerie victorie was 
vncertaine: and that if they ſhould chanceto be yanquiſhed by the 
enemic, it would greatly cndaunger the Towne: and that ifthem- 
ſelues ſhould ouercome, the enemie might cafily beare that loſle : 
thatthey had to doe with a mightieand viRorious cnemie: that it 
was true that fallies are commonly thought prejudicious to the 


| beſieged,but it was only inſuch places where the enemies were few 


in number, and where the beſiege might in ſuch ſort be ſhutin by 
the enemie, as he could not eaſily receiue new ſupplies : but our 
numbers were greatenough,and wemight daily recciue freſh ſup- 
plies from the ynited Prouinces , by meanes of the commodioul- 
neſſe of our hauen. Captaine Paule Bacx made anſwere, We like- 
wiſe are notignorant (quoth he) how it behoues vsto deale wiſe- 
ly therein : we know verie well that the cnemie hath a mightie and 
victorious campe, and many men ; we likewiſe haue often made 
triall what ſouldiers they are. But if itſhall not pleaſe the gouer- 
nour to graunt the demaunds ofthe Capraines of the horſe,tor my 
art, let this mightie and viRtorious enemie make his approches, 
and at laſt(for I will vſe his owne words)come and draw vs by the 
cares one by one forth of the towne into: his campe. This ſpeech 
being not allowed of by many, he went his way without any fur- 
ther talke . Butthe gouernour called him backe, together with the 
reſt that were there preſent, and faid , ſeeing your requeſt tends to 
the good ani preſeruation of the Towne, will no longer denie it. 
Then euerie man went and armed him/ſelfe, vo drum was beaten 
nor trumpet ſounded, to call the troopes together, but each man 
gaue notice to his te[low, of the fallic, and forthwith, at the houre 
appointed, they were all readie together, A Gentleman of Hol- 
land,whoſe name was Vchtenbreck , cornet to captaine Paule Bacx, 
was ſent forth to draw the enemie intothe field betwixtthe camp 8& 
towne, he was ſeconded by 14 or 15 harquebuziers,who went alto- 
gether towards the campe.Nere to the towne dikes there.is a low 
way which ſtretcherh from Steenberghen gateas faras Helſtpoint, 
and itis ouerlookt by the hull of Varigobart, which ends nere to 
this point, and there makes avallie. The Lanciers went this wa 


cowards theſayd yallic, holding downetheir lances, keeping them 
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from the enemies ſight who was encamped on the Rifſelberg,and 
Northgeeſt.The Harquebuziers of Marcelis Bacx kept themſelues 
cloſe rothe Lanciers. Captaine Payule Bacx , and his brother, led the 
vantgard,being tollowed by the lord Willoughbies corner, 8 captain 
Parker. The enemic hauing decried this tmall troope, comming 
with Ychtenbroezck, ſent certaine musketiers to encounter them. In 
the field where Yehrenbroeck and his ſoldiers lay, there were many 
hedges which divided one field from another ; theſe did the ſayd 
musketiers make good ; and whileſt they skirmiſhed with Vchren- 
broeck, our men which were behindVaribogarthil perceived it,8:, 
being verie glad of fo faire an occaſion, rod a full galop vpon the 
enemic,ſoundtheir trumpets, and with their ſwords and lances e- 
uery man did his beſt. The muskeriers were beaten from their ſhel- 
ter;andwere enforced to quittheirarmes, andto craue that they 
might be taken priſoners : m_ of them weze ſlaine,and many ta- 
ken, tor they were ſo encompaſſed by our men, as they could not 
eſcape. The enemie taking pitie on his people, ſentthree cornets 
of horſe to reſcue them , who were ſoone put to rout by the two 
brethren Bacxthart led the —_—_ and enforced to retire to Rij(- 
ſe]berg, from whence they ſaw their musketiers lain and taken pri- 
ſoners.During the fight certain priſoners were ſent intothe rowne, 


| among whom wasa young gentleman, Nephew to that Groesbeke 


who in former time bad beene biſhop of Liege, ſurnamed Am/te- 
rode, and was Lieutenant generall to a Regiment of Almans , who 
had receiued a great wound in the face. Our men determined ro 
returne backe to the towne 10 ſoone as they ſhould haue executed 
ſome notable enterpriſe vpon the enemie,notmearing to tarrie til 
the whole force of he campe ſhold fail ypon them, being too weak 
to reſiſt ; and to ſpeake truely,they had woon honour enough and 
might freely haue returned with their priſoners in triumph: which 


| chey had done,but for captain Parkerscouragious reſolution, who 


could not be ſatisfied with the flight of the enemies horſe, which ar 
their eaſe beheld the vſage ot their owne men ;1o as charging them 
in a place where they had great aduantage, he repulſed them once 
or twice ; but as himſelfe was I1kewiſe conſtrained to retreat to the 
hil, where the enemie ſtood,to drive them thence,where the whole 
campe was by this time in armes, and the enemies cauallerie recey- 
uing both new aid;and courage, making a fierce charge vpon him, 
he and his troope were ir) danger exther to haue bin'oppreſled with 
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mie lay hold on Parker ,and thrice did he free himſelfe from them, 
and brauely defended himſelfe with his ſword. The brethren Bacx, 
and captaine Poolie,perceiuing the daunger wherein captaine Par- 
ker was , and being ſpurd forward by a deſire ot honour, galoped 
into the thickeſt throng of the enemies , making more account of 


or priſoners : ſo that ſeuentie priſoners who had been taken at the 
beginning of the fight , and were not yet carried into the towne, 
were in all haſt ſlayne, yet ſome eſcaped. The arriuall of our men 
opened Parker a large way to eſcape trom the enemie:whileſt they 


fordcame trom Holland, who without entring into any houſe ſal- 
lied forth with great numbers of foot to reskew the horſe, who af- 
ter they had brauely executed their enterpriſe, returned towards 
the towne in good order,being purſued by the enemies who were 
extreamely grieued that Parker eſcaped fromthem. Parker had re- 
ceiued certaine nuskerſhot on his armour, bur was not hurt, be- 
cauſe it was of proofe. Where the heat of the fight had been, great 
| heapes of dead men and horle lay. Of our horſemen ſome foure or 


| great. Itis reported that two hundred of the enemie were ſlayne. | 
| This was done on the fiue & twentieth of September after dinner, 
Whuleſt the horſemen fought with the enenne , the maſons broke 
downe a certaine wall of the remainder of the Abbie, becauſe the 
enemic ſhould not make vſe of it againſt the towne. Preſently af- 
ter this fight the enemie ſhortned and tooke in his campe , which 


he had ar firſt much amplified and enlarged, & torſooke the high 
Northgeeſt, ſtrongly fortifying and entrenching himſelfe both to 


our fallies: for he expe&ed no ſuch dealing , and never thought 
that there had bin ſo great courage and yalor in thoſe ofthe town. 
Towards eucning the Droflart,Burgomaſters & ſherifs aſſem- 
bled themſelues,with whom joyned the captaines, Vere , Scot , Ba- 
ſkeruile,8 Salisburie to conſult togerher what was neceſlarie for the 
preſeruation of thetown. And euer after, they obſerucd this or- 
der,that the gouernour andchiete of the Councell of war, did once 
a day meet atthe ſtate houſe,to conferre of matters concerning the 

' preſent eſtate of the town, which was a matter yerie commendable, 


multitude , or to haue beene taken priſoners: thrice did theene-| 


the preſeruation of fo braue a ſouldier, than of any gaine, bootie, | 


were buſied in fight, the Lord Willoughby and the Generall Wil- | 


fiue were {laine, but many were hurt, and the loſſe of horſe was | 


the South and Northward of thetowne to defend himſelfe from |} 
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eſpecially in atown beſieged. For by this means all difficulties were 


at farſt eaſily remoued that did ariſe at ſuch atime betwixt the ſoul- 
diers and Burghers, when ary thing is done by miſchaunce on one 


| part or other to the prejudice of cirher. 


Euer fincethen, the Magiſtrat , to ſhew his diligence, did daily | 
meettwice,namely, at eight of the clocke inthe morning, and two 
of the clocke after noone. 

The lord Willoughby requelted the magiſtrat that the Burghers 
might arme,& keep Corps du gardin the ſtreets; andthe matter was 
brought ſo far forward,as capraines & officers were choſen: but by 
reaſon diuers excuſed theſelues through want of armor , which the 
mutinous French had taken from them in former time , nothing 
enſued thereof. 

Onthe 28 of this moneth, Sir Tho Morgan,who had bin gouernor 
of the town,returned from England.The Queen and my lords the 
ſtates had ſent him to be gouernsr in Sir William Druries place. The 
ſtates had a while before , ſent Lancelot Þariſhs commuſlarie of the 
muſters,cnjoining him totel the Councel ot war & magiſtrats,that 
it had pleaſed her Mato write ynto them of late, as likewiſe to the 
lord Willoughby,that 1t was her expreſle wil 8 pleaſure that Morgan 
{hold be gouernor ;and to this end they hkewiſe ſent her Ma. et- 
ters by the faid Lancelor: And in this reſpec they wold herein doe 
nothing contrary to her Ma, command. The contents of whole let- 
ters was, that hauing intelligence how the Duke of Parma had at- 
tempred ro beſiege Berghew-op-Zoom;in that regard ſhe thought 
it fit to giue the gouernement of the rown to Sir Thom. Morgan,the 
better to aſſure it againſt the enemies power, and that her pleaſure 
was to have him forthwithinſtalled in Druries ſtead, who had lately 
bin recomended to her by the ſtates,not thatſhein any ſort doubt- 
ed of Druries loyaltie and valour,but Morgans long experience in 
war,together with the peoples loue towards him , had cauſed that 
alteration. The cauſe why the Queene ſpake thus ofthe peoples 
loue towards Morgan, and the recommending of him to my lords 
the ſtates,was, becauſe my lord Willoughbydid notgreatly affe&t Mor-- 
gan.Sir Thom.percciuing this , &that he could not build ypon Wit 
loughbies tauor for the gouernemenr of Berghen , & that there were 
divers that ſued forit, found means to ger the fauor of the magyitrats 
and Barghers,by whoſe means he obtained letters of recommenda- 
tion to 0 Ma. both fromthe ſtates, and comminalty of Berghen. 
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TheLord Willoughby in the meane time had by ſundrie practiſes 
eſtabliſhed Drurie in the gouernement ; but becauſe it was done 
withour the States conſent, they therefore wrote ynto the Queene, 


| thar no oppoſition might be made againſt her highneſſe com- 


maund. After Morgans arriuall, fundrie quarrels aroſe, not one- 
ly, betwixt the two Gouernours, but among the Captaines and 
ſouldiers. 

The Engliſh held more with Druriethan Morgan,the Low-coun- 
crie men and Scots tooke Morgans part : JVilloughby fauoured Dru- 
ric againſt Morgan ; and therefore he gaue the gouernementot the 
rowne to Morgan, bur made Drurie captaine of the Forts, ſaying he 
did ſo,becauſc her Majeſtic ſpake onely ofthe rowne and not ot the 
Forts. Morgan on the contrarie maintained itto be a yerie abſurd 
matrer,becauſe the rowne and forts depended one vypon an other, 
and neuer had different gouernours. 

Count Solms and Generall Viters came opportunely from Ze- 
land whileſtche gouernors conteſted aboutthe gouernement, and 
exhorted them to peace and concord. Yet,for all that, Drurie com- 
maunded the Forts of the Hauen,and Morganthe Towne. Thoſe of 
Druries faction were likewiſe placed inthe Forts. Drurie came not 
often into the rowne, and ſpake ſeldome to Morgan , but there was 
ſti]l ſome quarrell or other ; he did alſo highly complaine of the 
Magiſtrats and my Lordsthe States : who, were much diſpleaſed 
with this diſcord;eſpecially becauſetheir authoritic and command 
wasdiredtly contemned:euery man feared that ſome inconvenience 
would cnſue. | 

The nine and twentieth of this moneth,the impoſition ypon wine 
& beere was letto ferme, which was payed during the ſiege as in 
time before. The next day,}illoyghbymadean other fallie ypon the 
North ſide ofthe Campe , and though he vſed the ſame order and 
meanes as at the fir{t ſallie, yet he did no great matter; for the ene- 
mie behaued himſelfe more wiſely , _ would no more be ſur- 
priſed from behind the hill of Varibogart as at firſt : the foot- 
men kept within the trenches of their Campe, or behind the bu- 
ſhes not farre off, and did no more aſlaile our men as before. Our 
footmen ſtood in bartaile vvithin muſquet ſhot of the Towne, 
yer the Cauallery incountred one an other, and the fight was ſharp 
on both fides, our men gaue a braue charge, = the enemic 


made gallant reſiſtance ; each did their beſt, Poolies horſe who | 
was 
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was Cornettothe Lord Willoughby,was ſlayne vnder him , and was 
preſently remounted to reuenge his loſle. In the skirmitſh, Marcelis 


| through with his ſword,hetooke by head and ſhoulders, & drew 
him and hishorſe by force forth of the enemies throng , notwith- 
ſtanding all his reſiſtance, and carried him away priſoner. Afterhe 
had done this noble deed, his horſe fell down dead vnder him,for 
he was fhottffough on both fides: the ordnance,on the bulwarke 


vpon the enemie,carrying away both men and horſe into the ayre. 
| Yet this could notdiſcouragethe enemie,who was ſuperiour to vs 
| in number,andthis fight ſeemed a combat for honour and not for 
life,ſo doubrfull and vncerraine was theeuent thereof, which con- 
tinued till night and darkeneſle ſeparated them. 

The Capraines, L.ieutenants,Cornets, Quartermaſters, Corpo- 
| rals, and common ſouldiers had received ſfundrie ſhot ypon their 
| armour, yet yerie few ofthem were hurt, the greateſt lofſe wasin 
horſe: how it went on the enemies fide I know not. e 

Thoſe which lay rowardsthe South did,on the 1 day of Oo 
ber,begin to draw their trenches from the Ball as far as the Hoſpi- 
| tall. Two daies after,a certain Spaniard came & yeelded himſelfe;lie 
{ had ſlaine 1 of his fellowes,& tor that cauſe came to our fide.Being 
queſtioned concerning theſtate ofthe camp,he ſaid that there were 
30000 men in it,that they hadalready brought6 canon with the & 
did daily expect 50 more: that the enemie determined to make his 
| batterie towards the water mill, & ſo confirmed the comon report 
| how that 6o pieces of ordnance were comming to the campe. This 
"Spaniard was ſentto prince Mayrice and the States. And becauſe 
the rampier,next the water mill ,was too weake to refiſt the Canon 
they fortified it apd madeit thicker. To this end the Magiſtrat ſent 
the Burgomaſter Swydland into Zeland,to the Sratesto craue ſome 
helpe fowards the fortifications, becauſe in many places, the towne 
wasverie weake,and yopprouided of money,workemen,and other 
neceſlaries,the enewic daily moreand more enuironing it, & do- 
ing his beſt to win it. 
| The ſecondday, after the Burgomaſters departure, the: ene- 

mie made a Fort there vyhere the Hoſpitall had ſtood, which 
was within Harquebuze ſhot of the towne. Then cucrie manaſſu- 
red himſclfe that the enemie would there likewiſe make a batterie. 
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Bacx encountred a certaine Albanois, whom after hee had thruſt | 


of the Friers Minors and on Steenberghen gate , plaid furiouſly |. 
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| might then keepe our veſlels forth ofthe hawen. Much ſpecch was 
| made of this cauſic : ſome were of opinionto leuel|and make it e- 
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vpon the high way toward Calmthout great numbers of Carts 
and wagons were diſcerned,which thehorſe could hardly draw , 
ſo as they came but ſlowly on to the towne-ward. The Burghers 
and ſouldiers thought them to bethe other canons which theSpa- 
niard talked of ; ſoas the Burghers began to fortifie betwixethe 
gate of Wouwe and that of the Nuns, thatthe rampier might be 
tree from the enemies ſmal ſhot. They likewiſe brake tk the wals 
of Wouwe gate which were too high, that they miFht do no hurt 
when the cnemie ſhould play ypon them with his cavon . A way 
was likewiſe. made athwart the gardens at the foot of the rampi- 
ers,that the cauallerie might lic lafe,if the enemie ſhould batter the 
towne. But it was farre from the enemies meaning to makeany bat- 
terie ;for thoſe carts and waggons had brought no ordnance , but 
onely boats,hauing ſome dels as the cucnt declared. The 
morrow after, which was the ſeuenth of October, fiftie two en- 
ſignes of foot came on the North ſide ofthe campe, commaunded 
by Count Egmont, theſe companies encamped onthe lower part of 
the Northgecſt. | 
Thereisa cauſe on Northland nere to Benmoer,called Eeſter- 
dike, becauſe certaine trees called Eeſters had beene planted there. 
This cauſic looſeth it name nere to, Dryanneland, It beginneth at 
the nether end of the Northgeeſt , and extends it ſelte towards 
Northlands cauſfie as far as the Sea, and divides firſt the land from 
Benmoer,and nexc, the countrie of Dryanneland from North- 
lapd;in that manner making three wayes, asfarre as the Scea-dike. 
My Lords the States had alrcadic ofa long time pierced the ſayd 
cauſic of Dryanneland, hoping that the water would enter into it, 
by the Geux Guller or hole,and that cutring into Northland nere' 
toBaricbas, and ſo together throughthe Guller of Dryannelands 
caufie;the water would makea great breach, andthereby rake all 
meanes fromthe cnemie to come ypon Northlands cauſic. "The e- 
nemie was often ſecne ypon that of Dryanneland , making good 
obſcruations of all things. Our men preſently ſuſpe&ed che truth 
of the matter how that they intended to makea bridge ouer that 
Gullet, thereby to come ypon Northland cauſie,which done, they 


ven ; others faid it was neceffarie to builda fortthere where the 
cauſes did meet,and tor theeffeing thereof, had conference with | 
Count 
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| done. The next right after, the enemie himſelte ſeazed on that cau- 
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Count Solms.Now becauft the firſt wold haue bin too great & coſt- 

ly a labor without any profit at all(for it the cauſic had bin leuelled 
and made plain it would haue ſtood the enemie in better ſteadthan 
before) and that the ſecond was not without danger,becauſe the e- 
nemie was ſo nere that place , neither the one nor other was 


ſie, placing two greatſhallopsin the Gullet, with which he paſſed 
ouer his fouldiers,and within a while after,he madea bridge there. 
Ar the ſame time hkewiſe, hee ſeazed on the cauſie of Matteberg, 
wherof we haue heretofore ſpoken in mentioning the enemies en- 
rerpriſe ypon the Iſle of Tholen. Vpon that caulic he planted his 
canon,and thereby tooke all meanes from thoſe of Tholen of go- 
inginto Holland. 

In the gulletof Tholen,the cauſie was likewiſe pierced through 
in z places,& there they had alſo builr a fort,called the Gueux hole. 

Oppolit tothe guller of Tholen, lay certaine boats of war,which 
the enemies canon enforced to retreat. Right ouer againſt Barlabas, 
lay the Admiral of Zeland with an other man of war.So ſoone as it 
was day,the vice-Admural,George More,diſcharged two or three ca- 
nons : after ſome ſhot made theſe two ſhips were enforced ro retire 
to Romerſwael, being ſhot through in divers places, not without 
loſle of ſome ſouldiers and mariners. As our boats went forth of 
the Hauen,ſome cowards Holland , others ro Zeland , they were 
likewiſe ſaluted by theenemies canon. The firſt that went fortb,not- 
withſtanding it receiued certaine ſhot, went forward on her jour- 
ney,the two laſt returned backe, one of which was ſhot through,in 
which a Burghers wife with her'child in her lap was ſlaine, and two 
other women hurt. Theſe, fearing the enemie,, were flyinginto 
Holland and Zeland. For atthe beginning ot the ſiege ſomewere 
ſo terrified,as they thought their onely preſeruation to confiſt in 
getting forth of the towne. This feare was not leflened , when the 
people ſaw the verie captains ſend away their wiues, children, and 
goods. Some of thoſe,who receiued no pay , nor were vnder any 
command, liuing only by bootie, iv all impious and yoluptuous 
pleaſures, did in troopes forſake the rowne;and ſpared for no colt, 
ſo they might be gone. 

Towardthe cuening, a boat came from Holland,whercatthe e- 
nemie made ſundrie ſhot, yet but one ſoldier was ſlaine,who ſtood 
atthe Helme.

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[he horſemen made complaint that they wanted hey & prouen- 
der for their horſe, bur that want was foone ſupplied from Hol- 
land. 
About the ſame time , the ſouldiers of Geertrudenberg tooke 
certaine ſhips laden with Delfts beere, cheeſe, butter, herring, and 
oyle, which they brought into our haven, Theſe boats were li- 
cenced by my Lords the States to goe to Antuerpe and Breda, The 
merchants were impriſoned at Geertrudenberg , and the ſouldiers 
| hung vp their paſleport ypon the gallowes. Our men would baue 
imitated them,and tooke certaine boats ;but my Lores the States, 
commanded them to deſiſt. The goods were reſtored to the Mer- 
chants, by the States commandement , preſently after the enemies 
departare;and they ſent ſupplies ot horſe and foottothoſe of Tho- 
len,which were landen at Venuſdam, oppoſit to Romerſwael. 
1he enemie doing his beſt to take the Hauen from thoſe of the 
Towne, the ana in like manner did their vitermolt to 
keepe it, and made ſundiie new workes, the firſt ypon the North 
cauſie ſome fſixe hundred foot from the North Fort, called the 
Prieſts cap, extendivg it ſelfe rowards the Towne. On the Ha- 
uens banke,nere to Helft, they made a trench, The fort called Sta- 
uaſt, was begun the foureteenth.of October : ypon the Northland 
caulie is a place called Barlabas, onethouland one hundred & five 
foot from the North fort, where the cauſie was pierced through in 
two ſeuerall places. Theſe two holes hindred the enemie from 
bringing his canon to batter the North fort. Our men fearin 
thatthe enemie in the end would doe that there, which hee had 
doneat the cauſic of Dryanneland, did themſelues make good the 
place, 8 built afort there, which the people called Stauaſt, becauſe 
they were to ſtay there to free the Hauen trom the enemie: and for 
the ſooner building of it, they tooke away the Burghers fagots, c- 
ſpecially from bakers aud potters, 
And becauſe the ſandie bank of Romerſwael ſtretched as farre 
as our Hauen, and that it was verie daungerous for ſuch boats as 
would atthat place enter ito it, becauſe they were to hold on 
their courſe too ere the enemies Canon ; to prevent this , the 
ſhippers or ſaylers tooke an other way behind Romerſwacl , and 
ſo by the South entred the haven, where was leſle danger : For be- 
twixt the ſandie banke, &the cauſie where the enemic had planted 
his canon,the Scheld runs,ſo asthe boats could not auoid the ene- 
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miescanon,which lay within 2000 foot of the fortofStauaſt,by rea- 
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| their baggage, who came from Antuerpe towards the campe, and 
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ſon whereof, they could bring their canon no nearer the hauens 
mouth; for notwithſtanding he diſcharged his ordnance vpori the 
boats which entred the Hauer, yet could he ncuer touch any of 
them ; which was a manifeſt worke of God. 
Neretothe gullet of Tholen,lies a drownd land called Broelooſe, 
the which confines ypon the cauſie called Steendijke. There did the 
States of Zeland make a new hauen,verienere to the caufic of Tho- | 
len oppoſit to Mollgat(a Fort ſy named)ontheriver of Ecndreche.

Eight horſemen of Bacx his cotnpanie, embarked themſelues on 
the 13 of Otoberto go towards Lilo, landing inacertaine place, 
where they tooke their way as though they had come from Ant- 
uerpe; by which deuiſe they tooke z of the enemies capraines with 


with their bootie returned to:their boar. 

The ſtrife berwixt Morgan and Drurie was not yet ended. Vpon 
the 14 of Oftober,at night,prince Maurice 8& General Yillers came | 
to Berghen. The Lord J/illoughby had threatned to impriſon Mor- 
$4, aud great harme was likely to enſue about this contention, But 

is Excellencies arriuall pacified the matter atter this manner;Thar 
Willoughbie ſo long as hee remayned in the Towne , ſhould com- 
maund all men as her Majeſties Lieutenant, and in his abſence, 
Morgan, and that Drurie ſhould get him gone, who neuerthelefſe 
remayned there till the end of the ſiege. Ir was reported that the e- 
nemie had an intent to ſeaze on the remainder of the cauſie of 
Southland by paſſing through. the drownd lands ata low water, 
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nereto Burghyliet, the footſteps ofthoſe who had beene ſent by 
nightto view the olace,yere diſcerned. 
Gabionsand three piece of ordnance were planted ypon the head, 
the greateſt of which carried a bullet of 44 pound, and theother 
two of ſixteene pound. Thecanons in cuerie Fort did likewiſe play | 
vpon the enemie, when any boat arrived. The cauſie whereon 
the enemie lay was by the continuall raine and ſouldiers treading 
become ſo deepe and (lipperie,as they could hardly ſtand ypon it.

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They had neither plankes nor ſtraw, and the ſouldiers were enfor- 
ced to ſtandin the rainein the trenches without any ſhelter yp to | 
the knees in water. There was daily great tempeſts of wind and | 
raine,and it ſeemed though the enemie deieged | Berghen;that they 
themſelues were beſieged by raine, wind , and ſundrie other grie- | 
uous diſcommodities. Thoſe ofthe towne began to leuel{the cau- 
fie of Southland, but perceiving their labour to be yaine,they gaue 
ouer that reſolution. Arthe cauſies end was a verie broad dike; all 
men thought it fit there to build a Fort, becauſe that nere to the 
faid dike there wasa great piece of ground which was commonly 
dric,ſo asthe fame dike might ſerae to defend the Fort againſt the 
enemie ; the Scheld likewiſe 15 not verie broad in that place,by rea- 
ſon of the great dike oppoſit to Southland , where in former time | . 
| the toll houſe of Zeland ſtood. There, divers men of warre lay at 
anker ; but ifthe enemic with his Shalops had brenght his ord- 
| nance tothe Southland cauſie, he might eaſil hens doen them 
| thence, as hee had done before Barlabas, and the Gullet of Tho-

| George More Vice-Admirall ofZeland,bauing viewed the place, 
faid as much:they onely wanted workemen. JVilloughby would haue 
had the Burghers to make the Fort; but they tired with labour and |. 
| trauaile,and afraid ofthe enemie,who lay not farre from thence on 
the firme land, refuſed to doe it , ſaying that he did them wrong 
to cauſe them to labour ſo farre from the towne,and in daunger of 
the enemie : For this dike was diſtant three thouſand one hundred 
and thirtie foot from Valckenbourg , and Valckenbourg foure 
thouſand foot from the towue , which together, amount to ſeuien 
thouſand one hundred and thirtic foot. | 
The Droſlart,Burgomaſters, apd the two preachers, namely [4- 
cob Baſelis the elder, and Jacob Baſelis the yonger, did fo farre pre- 
uaile with the Burghers, by remembring them of their ductie due 
| to their country,as they voluntarily offered their labor for ending 
of the work, cucrie man promiſing to be readie at the ſound of the 
drumme. The atternoone, Sermon ended, for it was ypon Sunday, | 
the drumme began to ſound. | 
The Burgomaſter Swudland with certain of the Magiſtrats , 8 Jacob 
| Baſelis the younger, withthe elders of the Church, euerie man a | 
# ſhouel in his hand did, in the eucning meet atthe place where the | 
fort wasto be built, and were in a maner followed by all the Bur- 
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ghers. A cornet of horſe wasſent torth to defend them from the 
encmie , if he ſhould haue come downe from Burghyliet. Bur 
becauſe the plot of the worke was not yer made, and thoſe which 
ſhould haue made it differentin opinion , nothing was done that 
night. 

The [talians that lay in campe nereto S. Geertrudes, ſecing fo 
many men aſſembled ypon the Southland cauſie right oner againſt 
them, went forth to ſee what it meaned : they ſer Sentinels cuerie 


| where and were all of them vp in armes. The next day being the 17 


of Otober,they diligently began the worke. 


The cighteenth of October, our men made an other ſa[lie on 
Steenberghens ſide: but the enemic kept himfelfe within his eren- 


ches and would not come forth , whereupon they returned to the 


| towne, On the twentieth of Oober,at night,the enemie cunning- 


ly thought to haue ſurprized the North Fort; the manner where- 
of I will ſet downe at large. We haue heretofore mentioned, how 
that our horſemen , ſome two or three dayes before the ſiege, had 
taken two Spaniards priſoners. Theſe were committed to the kee- 
ping of an Engliſh victualler called Redhead,of whom Grimſton en- 
ligne to Baskeryile bought his prouifion : by this meanes,both of 
them fell acquainted with the priſoners , who did at laſt earneſtly 
ſolicit them to doe ſome notable ſeruice tothe king of Spaine. 
This did they diſcouer to the Lord Willoughby, and craued his ad- 


uice how they ſhould proceed with the Spaniſh priſoners. illough- 


by injoyned them to treat with them about yeelding vp the North 
Fortto the Duke of Parma, After ſundrie conferences and conſul- 
tations with the priſoners, they did in the end agreeto deliver vp 
the Fort, which was an eafie matter for the enfigne to do, who was 
oftentimes captaine of the watch of the Fort when Baskerviles com- 
panic hadthe gard of it : This thus concluded, the enfigne and vi- 


Rualler feigned themſelues fugitives, and caried the priſoners let- | 


tersro the Duke of Parma, vnto whom they had many times writ- 
tenaboutthat buſineſle. 

On the 20 of October, when it was darke , they wenttothe 
duke(who to this end,did the ſame night lodge atthe low North- 
geelt) telling him chatall things were in readineſle for the ſurter- 
der of the Fort: It is reported;that he ſtood in ſome doubt of them, 
and that therefore he made fundrie demands concerning the fort ,

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| meanes they would deliuer it ynto him ; That he did beſide, take | 
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cheir oath that they ſhould dealefaithfully with him therein, cau- 
fing them to recciue the Sacrament ofthe Alrar ( as the Papiſts 
terme it.) Being aſſured of their loyaltie, he gaue to each of them a 
chaine of gold, pR—_ them a good ſumme of money the deed 
being oncedone. Then hee made choyce of a certaine number of 
his beſt ſouldiers,to goe and receiuethe Fort in his name,and cau- 


with match , and gaue two ponyards to two ſouldiers commaun-

valiant ſoldiers,and on each fide of the cauſies placed certain num- 
bers of musketiers , &in the gate whereat the enemie was to enter, 
he cauſed an yron port-cullis to be bung vp by roopes, which cut, 
the port-cullis would fall downe and ſtop the paſſage. 

All theſe things being in readineſle, Wall with great de- 
uotion attends the enemies comming, At laſt they came forward 
paſling at a low water the drowned North-land and found the 
gate Open according to promiſe. There ſtood one likewiſe at the 
gate who in the Spaniſh tongue welcomed them. When ſome 

fie of the chiefe were entred, the Lord Willoughby with his owne 
hand,did cut the cords, and fo ſtopt vp the paſſage that no more 


could enter. 
Thoſe within the Fort charged the enemies, moſt of whom were 


| celuing thoſe that kept them to be amazed, eſcaped. Thoſe abroad 
finding them{elues thus deluded, did by force plucke yp the palli- 
zadoes,and gaue a fierce aſlault, but all in vaine,for they could not 
reach the higheſt pallzado , & thoſe within the fort faluted them 
with harquebuze ſbot. 

The enemic being thus beguiled,threw away their armes & fled: 
thoſethat were in ambuſh on the cauſic,did with great noice break 
forth,8 charged the flying enemie,making great ſlaughter among 
them. In the meane time the tide came in, ſoas diuers of the ene- 


drowned. Three hundred ofthem were ſlayne,and as many woun- 
ded,as was afterwards knowne by certaine priſoners.

The next-day no enſignes were ſeen wauing in both the camps, 
which wasa fſigne that the enemie lamented the loſſe of his men : 
the two Spaniſh priſoners by ſentence of the Councell of war were 
hanged, tor that being priſoners, they had ſollicited the enſigne & 
victualler to commit treaſon. 

Much good enſued to ys hereby : For by this meancs we were 
wholly freed frs teare of treacherie, becauſe the enemie beivg thus 
deceived,wold neuer giue credit to any —_— they meant 
neucr ſo faithfully ; and yet Grimtoy and the victualler were con- 
demned by all men for renouncing their Religion and for perju- 
rie, ſo as their owne Nation did greatly tax them. And itis credi- 
bly reported,that a certaine great man of England did in this ma- 
ner recommended them to her Majcſtie , vato whom they wen: 
to craue recompence for their ſeruice: Madame (quoth he) there are 
diuers forcible reaſons why theſe men ſhould be honourably rewarded.for 
if thoſe who onely expoſe their bodies doe deſerue, what doe they which 
haue aduentured both bodie and ſoule? 

Thoſe of the towne had true intelligence, thatthe remainder of 
| the Spaniſh fleet periſhed oo the Scotriſh and Iriſh coaſt , fo as ve- 
rie few of them returned into Spaine. For which,vpon the one and 
twenticth of October, the people by tolling ofa Bell were called 
to Churchto giue thankes vnto God, & Sermons were made both

A young Gentleman, Captaine of a foot confÞanie, becing on

doxa, both of them being almoſt of one age: All priſoners tharwere 
taken did conſtantly affirmethat the Duke of Parma determined

Oathe eleuenth of Nouember, a generall ſallie was made on |

who hereand there garded the gates and the Rampiers. Generall

the free booters thac were to begin the skirmiſh. Captaine Marce- 
lis Bacx with his harquebuziers marched dire&ly towards theene- 
mies camp.Balfort embartailed his troops onthe highway of Steen- 
berghen, Thoſe of the rowne ſtood inthe plaine on the right hand 
ofthat highway rewards the Weſt. The Lanciers went ſomewhat * 
on the one fide towards the Sand-Wegh. The footmen which went 
before with captaine Veer , ſhot furiouſly ypon the enemie, who 
ſhewed himſelte open abouefrom their fortifications. Certaine of 
the enemies horſe made a brauefallie, and were as brauely falu- | 
ted with ſmall ſhort, and forthwith _enforced to rerurne to their, 
campe , with loſle of ſome ot their horſe. In this mantier was the 
time ſpent; the enemie (till continuing bimlelfe in his trenches | 
which were too ſtrong for ys to btcake into.

There 
werethey gricuoully tormented by the canon from the rampier of 
the woodden gfe. It was delightful to behold how their battaile 
was broken at eucric ſhot our canon made, ſo asat laſt they were 
enforced to breake their order, andtodiuide themſelues. All rhe 
night following nothing was heard but the noice ofdrummes and 
trumpets to fauour the retreat ofthe wagoners which brought a- 
way the baggage. Before day breake,the campe towards the South 
was likewiſe ſeene all on fire,& the enemie retired towards Calm- 
thoudt, placing ſctinels on divers hils to giuerhem intelligence 
if the towneſmen allied forth, 

So ſoone as it was day,the Lord Willoughbie went forth atWou- 
we gate with one and twentic enligne on foot, and all the caualle- 
rie, taking two falconers along with him. The enemies ſentinels 
ſeeing this,doe preſently retire : our mendoe ſpeedily ſeaze on the 
enemies trenches and campe : the fanteric makes a ſtand on the 
Raberg, the cauallcric galops after the enemie , and fell in ypon 
the rereward,mocking 8 ſcoffing them to prouoke them to fight, 
But al this being in vain,they returned:for it was enough for them 
to haue reproched the baſe retreat of ſo great a Kings campe , 
which was no better than a manifeft flight : ſome ſtraungers that 
were found in the campe wereſlain,two orthree women excepted 
whoſe liues were ſaued. 

The Lord Willoughbie aſſembled all che horſe and foot compa- 
nies, captaine Marcellis Bacx excepted , who was abſent purſuing

The Burghers and ſouldiers,men and women, young and old, 
went forth of the gates , and ſtroue who ſhould run firſt into the 
enemies campe, viſiting whatſocuer they found there , and with 
admiration beheld the greatnefle of the campes circuit , the 
workemanſhip thereof, and cuerie man got his bootie: tor the e- 
nemic had left behind him, ſhouels, picke-axes , wagons, tunnes, 
muskers, harquebules, pikes, armour, and al] ſorts of other proui- 
ſions. The ſouldiers and popre towneſmeen found wood enough 
ro burneall winter : for f cect & boords oftheir lodging were 
onely a little burnt on the out fide. 

The wholetowne greatly rejoyced for this ſuddaine and ynſookr 
for departure of the cnemie. And becauſe it is the duertie of all 
good Chriſtians toattributerhe honor of all benefics to him from 
whom they receiue them, the fixteenth of Nouember , publique 
thankes was giuen vnto God for fo greata deliuerance, prayers 
were likewiſe made for the proſperitic ofthe Church and Towne. 
That done, the magjſtrats Boks good to proclaime from the 
rowne-houle, that the thirteenth of Noucmber ſhould yearely be 
kept holie-Uay,becaule the cnemie on that day retired . Ar night 
bonefires were made. Nothing could be heard but the report of 
canons and ſmall ſhot, ſoundsof drummes,trumpers and bels,and 
zoyfull acclamations. In cuerieſtreet, and on the Rampiers, pitch 
CT were burnt,and no place was free from fireworkes caſt yp 
into the ayre. | 

The towne made a great feaſt, whereunto the [ ord Willoughbie, 
gouernour Morgan, Captaines, old magiſtrats,and the chiete Bur- 
ghers were invited. na word, nothing was toregotren which Vas 
vioall in feaftsand publique triumpbs.

Auivg bitherunto made a perfe& deſcription of the ſiege 
of Berghen-op-Zoom, and how the encnue raiſed his campe ! 
from before it ; weare now to ſet downe the yalorous atti- 
ons of certaine ſouldiers of the Garriſon of Berghen, done in the 
yeare 1588. 

The States Garriſons,and thoſe of his Excellencie Prince Mau- 


dric incurſions into the enemies countrie, doing much harme b 

ferching in coutribution , defeating conuoies, and other ſuch like 
hoſtile ations, Among thoſe xrs. roo which deſerue moſt com- 
mendartion , the ſurprifall and taking of the rowne of Tilemont is 
t2 be reckoned. Tilemont is ſcituat inthe Duchie of Brabant , nere 
to a ſmall riuer called Geert, ſome 3 leagues diſtant from Louain 
and S. Trori. It is a greatand ſpacious towne , famous in former 
time for trade of merchandize , as yet appeares by ſundrie aunti- 
entwritings. A certaine Serjeant ofa band with an hifndred foot, 
together with nine horſe of Bacx his companie, which lay in Ber- 
ghen,had made an attempt vpon Borchloon,gthough with bad ſuc- 
ceſle : yet being vowilling to returne without executing ſorne no- 
table exploit,they went forward through a great troope ot enemies, 
& marched direQly to the towne of Tilemont wherein were five or 
ſixe enſignes of Spaniards. Notwithſtanding all theſe forces, and 


wire they expulſed the Spaniards,tooke three enſigns from them, 
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and carried away with them as much pillage as they could beare, 
| and 
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and ſo.left the: townes Tha enemic having-votice-hereaf, did: with 

| foure hundred men atrandiheair returne,. Our men brauely reſol- 

.ging.vot io logſerheys bookie, did by forcepaſſethraughthe mid- 
deſtiof them, apd: with their. ſpaile ceturned ſatero; Berghen ; a 
matter almoſt incxedib)e, and yet verierrue, which. brauc andteſo.

The Garriſans of Heuſden and Geortrudenberg did the like 
with eight hundred men bath horſe andfoot, eucric horſeman ra- 
king vp.a footman-behind biw, and in-that manner went to Til- 
bourg; nere to Boigleduc: where part of the Duke of Parmas forces 
lay,whom.they diſlodged; aud flew-many.ofthem, the reſt fled to a 
Church,whomaur men duct os longer purſue, fearing the Garri- 
ſons nexe adjoyping,and-ſo withthcir bootic returned home. 

Aboutthe fameiime, threeſcoroanditenneſouldiers, that lay.in

entas moderne, theſe are muchto be obſerued, How that the lord 
and-countrie of Breda (in time paſt a Lord and countrie dwided 
trom the Duchue of Brabant) hath beene joyned to the ſaid Du- 
chie inthe time of Henrie of Lorraine &c. And the Lord Godfrey of 
Breda,who,in an' 12.12, hauing receiued of the ſaid Duke the moi- 
tic of the cuſtome of the Scheld ip Fee,together with Schakeloo 8& 
Offendrechr, did likewiſe promiſeto his Lord that himſclfe 8 his 
heires with their caſtles countrie and people ſhold faithfully ſerue 
the Duke and his heires. 

In this maner, in anno 1326,the Monday after S./alentines day, 
the lord Gerard of Raſſingem Liedckerk 8 Lens, hauing (old the 
Lordſhip & poſſeſſions of the whole countrie of Breda with the 
appartenances to Duke John of Brabant, the ſaid duke John by con- 
ſent of his ſon Godeuart,and his eldeſt daughter Ioan Counteſle of 
Haynault and Holland, did againe, on the firſt day of Aprill 131, 
ſell the faid countrie of Breda with the appurtenances to the | or. 
Iohn ot Polanen,the yonger, Lord of la Lecke,to enjoy it as his law- 
tull inheritance for the ſumme of 43 000 Hallinghen. 

Breda 1s the chiefeſt Towne of the Countiie, and among other 
priviledges and iuriſditions hath an Exchequer or Count filcall 
which 1s common and vadiuided, whereunto, the towne of S:cen- 
berghen, and the ſixteene Villages of the Countrie of Breda,with | 
thoſe of Eyckeren, Mercxem, Schoten , Lochour and Ooſftmaell 
make their appeales. And befide the ſayd Court, there is a feat of 
luſtice belopgivg to a Sherife, betore whom vpon the firſt ſum- 


Haegh-ftrate. None may appeale from the ſentence giuen in either 
of theſe Courts to any other Court of juſtice. They haue held this 
priuiledge in our 1me, For io the daies of the Emperor Charles the 
5 the ſaid emperor only in ſtead ofthis primledge, granted to thoſe 
of Breda the ſame __— other chief towns had,viz that ſen- 
tences giuen at Breda, might be reformed, but not appealed from. 
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How,and when,thoſe of the houſe of Naſlau obtained che lord{bip 
of Breda,doth hereafter fol low. 

The aboue mentioned Lord, Joby of Polanen, died in the yeare 
1377, & left a ſon named John,Lord of Lecke and Breda, who left a 
daughter named Joan married to Engelbrecht Count of Naſlau,in aft 
1414 he died,& left a ſon called John,Count of Naſſau, Dietz, and 
Viandeo,who was Lord ofBreda,& died inthe yere 1475, leauing 
by his wite Marie Counteſle of Loon,heireto Heinsberg, 8& to a 3 
part of the Duchie of Iuliers,Engelbrecht 8 John, brethren, who di- 
uided the lands left the by their parents,ſo as the eldeſt ſon Count + 
Engelbrecht had for his partall the lands which were in the Low- 
countries on this ſide the Rhyne,77%z, the countie of Vianden, the 
Lord(hips of S.Vijts,of Dudeldorp,andMijllen, with all the lands | 
in Brabant, Holland,& inthe country of Liege,wherein were com- 

rchended the Countrie and Towne of Breda :and Earle John had 
for his ſhare all the countries and Lord(hips beyond the Rhyn, the 
countries of Nafſau and Dietz; and by his wite,Catſenelleboguen, 
which was adiudged his in anno 1548. Thisdiuiſion was made in 
this condition,that the male children ſhould be heires to both of 
them, the better to vphold the houſe of Naſlau from whence they 
were deſcended. 

Inthis maner the town and countrie of Breda was peaceably go- 
uerned by their Lords the Counts of Naflau for the ſpace of 184 
yeres flouriſhing in traffick yntill the 112 of Aprill 1367, when the | 
Prince of Orange was enforced, by the Duke of Aluas comming,in 
great ſorrowand perplexitieto abandon his ſubje&s of Breda , 8 
to retire into Germanie, and after his departure, the revenues of 
Breda, being ſeazed onby the duke d'Alua,the ſaid country & town 
was brought vnder the wretched gouernement of the Spaniards, 
and afflicted with ſundrie garriſons, till that in anno 14577 the town 
of Breda returned againe vnder the gouernement of his lawfull 
Cord,and fo continued forthe ſpace of 4 yeares, and being after- 
wards taken by the prince of Parma 1581,hekeptittil the yere 1590. 

; Wewill now ſet downe after what maner, by Gods aſliſtance, it 
was freed trom the Spaniſh yoke. The prince of Parma & al his for- 
ces,being in the yere 15go buſied in the French wars, wherbythe v- |

Breda and houſe of Naſſau, for-loue 8& affection totheir lord had 
oftered their ſeruiceherein,they being accuſtomed to carie turfe 8& 
or fit ro make ſome attempt. 

This was propounded to Herauguieres, who hauing well conſi- 
deredall daungers, did, towardsthe later end of Februarie, goe to 
the Hague to! Prince Maurice, where they reſolued, with a certain 
fc]low.called Adrian of Berghen (that was woont to carie turfes in- 


to the caſtle} ro yndertake the matter. Hereupon,Herauguieres was | 


ſent to the Lord JohnOldenbarvevelde, Aduocat of Holland, who 
conferred with him.not onely concerning mony and things nece{- 
farie for theienterpriſe, but how to prouide for and beepahe town, 
being once taken. Heraugwieres.gaue order to the ſhipper to make 
readic his. boat,which was deep & flat & lay inaDorp called Leure, 
a mile from. Breda,that he night conucy 70 men inco-her. Round 
about and on the vpperpart of the boat, rewes of Turte like bricke 
were orderly hae of agood, height. 

.., Beingthus prepared, they reſglued to executethe enterpriſe on 
the 25 of Februaric, but the foſt hindred them certaine dates, not 
withour great. daunger of being diſcoucred. 

For the execution of this enterpriſe , Herawgwieres had choſen 
ſtxteenc of Count Philips ſouldiers vnderthe commaund of Cap- 
taine John Logier, of Monſ. de: Famas ſouldiers that lay at Heuſ- 
den commaunded by Captaive. John Fernet , ſixteene , twoand 
twentie ſouldiers of Mon. de. Liers , which Jay at Klundert com- 
maunded by his Lieutenant Maphey Helt,arid 24 of bis own com- 
panic commanded by Gerard Preys ,all yorig men boldand reſo- 
ute Herauguicres thought to haue jmbarked himfelfe and menthe 
ſame night, buthe could not meetwith theſhipper, whereupon in 
def} aire he would haue burnt the-boat for teare of being diſcoue- 
—s But at laſt withdrawing himſelfe, he' returned the next night 
hauing advertiſed Prince Mayrigethereot; who with his ſouldiers 
in, boats lay;at Klundert., On Monday, the 26 of Februarie, at 
mght , they cntred the. Boat,and remayned iv-it till Thurſday 
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porters, notmeaning to ynlade any moretill the next day ; andin

ofthe troſt and a contrary — extreame cold, and wan- 
ring victuals ,not being prouided for any long time,ſo as they were 
enforced, in the night, to leaue the boat and to retire to Nordam 
Herauguieres was enforced to endure many murmuring ſpeeches 
of his ſouldiers, but by faire words and hisowne example he ap- 
peaſed them, propounding daungerand ſhame, profit and honor 
to them, and thereby cauſed them to reſolueto yndergoe all daun- 
ger with him. 

Hauivg well refreſht themſelues one whole day in the Fort of 
Nordam, on Thurſday, the firſt of March,at night, they returned 
to the boar, ſtaying within a _ ofa mile of Breda, and in this 
manner continued from Friday till Saturday Morning at tenne of 
the clocke, before the Herons wood nereto the Caſtle, where the 


boat went on ground , fo as they were enforced to rarrie till an | 


high water. During their abode there, the boat tooke in a leake, 
through which the water entred in ſuch abundanceas the ſouldiers 
ſtood vp to theknees in it, which had liketo have killed themalt: 
being comeinto the encloſure of the Caſte (the'which ſo ſoone 
asthe boar entred was ſhut afterthetn)the leake miraculouſly ſtopr 


of it ſelte. 


Whileſt they lay there, a Corporall: me ts ſearch the boat, 


where finding nothing he wenthis way;tad by Gods fpecial pro- 
aidence,theſouldiers co 'not,and yet'imany of them were ſo 
hoarſe as they could hatdly refrainefromit.' Among others,Licu- 
tenant Mathew Helt was ſo tormented with the es feari 
thereby leaſtthe enterpriſe would be difcouered, he drew for 
his ponyard intending to haueflaine himfelfe. g 

- Thethird of March; in the afternoone,athigh water,the caſtles 
flucewas opened, ſo asthe boat entred, and becauſe the yce hin- 
dred and ſtopt it , the ltalian' fouldiers' did helpe to draw it; 
as the Troyans did the Greekes woodden' horſe. Beeing thus 
entred , the Serjeant"Major , about euening , commaunded 
that turfes. ſhould be fdiſtributed"ro the Courts of gard ; Which 
was done, ſo as in a' ſhort ſpace {& great a*quantitie of them was 
carried away, asthe detke began'to lie bare ; this did greatly a, 
flitthem in the boar. Bur theſhipper, being a craftie fellow, per- 
ceiuing thatall the Corps 4u gard were furnifhed, and retending 
wearineſle, gaue money to his'mate to goes and'drinke with the 
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deed, the Serjeant Major had commaunded him ( hauing ſome 
ſuſpition that his Excellencic was about fome enterpriſe) to go lie 
inthe rowne: whereupon, he went forth and aduertiſed Prince 
Maurice thereof. Some cunning ſpies had maderhe gouernor Lan- 
ſarvecia belecue that Prince Maurice determined ro make an at- 
tewpt vpon Geertrudenberg, and thereupon,he went thither with 
corne and other proviſions. Night being come, the watch ſer, and 
all things quiet, the other ſhipper ro drowne the noyce which the 


had recciued a great leake by reaſonof the yce,thus beguiling them 
till cowards midnight. | ,. 

Nowthe time being come, namely,abouteleven ofthe clocke 
at night, Heraugweres m-Gods name exhorted his ſouldiers to be- 
gin Goin enterpriſe, commaunding the ſhipper (till ro plie the 
pumpe whuleſt he yothipr his men, whom he divided iuro two 
troopes, the one vnderthe condutt of Capraines Lambert and Fre- 
net, commaunding them to march to the South-Weſt part of the 
Hauen, and himſelte withthe reſt went along by the ſtore- houſe 
towards the: Gard that were ar the gate which openeth into the 
Towne. Marching in this manner betore his people , he met with 
an ltalian ſouldier , veto whoſe demaunds he gaue none aunſwer, 
buttooke him by the throat, willng him to hold his peace, de- 
maunding of him howſtrong the Garriſon was , who told him 
thatthere werethree hundred/and fiftie men in all, burhe perce- 
uing his deceit, told him that he knew veric well that there were 
but fiftiemen in it, and though there ſhould be many moe, it now 
behonedthem to fioht, and ſo marched towards the Sentimell, 
who askt, Qui-vala,but Herauguieres making no anſwerſtruck him 
throughthe body with an halfpike,wherapon the alarm was giuen 
for thoſeof the-gard and round'/began to make refiſtance and to 
defendthemlſelues inthe Corps du gard,only av enfigne came forth 
and aflay]ed Heyungaieres whom-he hurtin the arme , yet was by 
him beatendownetothe groundthe commaumded his ſoldiers to 
ſhoot atthe gate andwindowes; fo, 9s they'thit were within beg- 
gedtheir lives, which in ſo important and dangerous a ſeaſon was 

Thealarme bythistime was come to' Paulo Antonio Lanſavecia 
| Lieurenantto his father ; the enemie was beaten! into the middle 
partof the Caſtle, which was ſtrongly garded, from whence = 

falli- 
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fallied, where ſixc and thirtie of Paulo Antonio his men were ſlaine, 
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ſo as they were enforced to reenter; Fernes was likewiſe hurt. 

Th'alarme was likewiſe giuen in the towne, and ſome began to 
ſet fire on the Caſtle gate, notwithſtanding that Herauguieres play- 
ed ypon them with his ſhot. The place being made good, he went 
with his ſoldiers to another Corps du gard, nere to the Caſtles great 
plat-forme, where ſixtcene ſouldiers more made ſome reſiſtance , 
who were all {laine, 

This done,and a ſignall given , Count Hohenlogwo houres af- 
ter, came tothe Caſtle with his Excellencies yangard, but becauſe 
the virermoſt gate ofthe Caſtle could not beopened by reaſon of 
the yce, his ſuoldiers centred nereto the Sluce by breaking down a 
pallifado. Hohenlo being entred, young Lanſaveciamadeanaccord 
with him to go his way himſelf & ſoldiers with their lives, Within 
a While after, Prince Maurice and his ſouldiers both horſe and foot 
arriued, and with him the Earles Philip of Naſſau and Solms, Sir 
Fraucis Veer who commandedthe Engliſhthe Admiral Juſtinus of 
Naſlau,the Lords of Famas, Verdoes, and other Captaines. 

And as Count Hohenlo had exhorted the Burghers to returne to

. Theſame vightthat the firſt alarme was giuen in the Caſtle, the 
Marquis of Guaſto, his horſe companic,an fue other enfignes of 
[talians being affrighted, did in diſorder breake downe a gate,and 
baſely fled torth of the towne, notwithſtanding that the Burghers, 
who fearedthe ſpoile of their goods, promiſed them all ayd and 
aſliſtance, if they would: tarrie-and defend; but in vaine. This 
was a great diſgrace to ſo noblea Nation; which the Prince of Par- | 
ma reuenged,by reproaching the Spaniards,ſome of whom he im- 
priſoned,and beheaded certaine captaines, & amongjothers Ceſar 
Guitra, Iulio Gratiauo , Guaſtos Lieutenant, whoſe name was Tiu+ 


lawino,andthe corporal , who had ſo ſlendenly ſearchtthe boat. : 
lis, The 
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Thetowne and-caſtle of Breda were miraculouſly taken , with- 
out any great loſle of bloud, one onely man being loſt , who by 
reaſon of the darkeneſle, fell into the water and was drowned : of 
the garriſon in the caſtle, fortie were ſlaine. 

For this viRorie,all the vnited prouinces and townes,gaue pub- 
lique thankes vnto God in their Churches,made bonefires, and in 
memorie thereof, coyned pieces of gold, filuer, and copper, with 
this ſuperſcription on the one fide, how that the towne of Breda 
had beene on the fourth of March 1590, freed from the Spaniſh 
bondage by the condu& of Prince Maurice of Naſſau ; and on the 
other {1de wasthe Dike,with the turfe boat, which carried the ſoul- 
diers, with this circumſcription, Readie to Win,or die, and then, The 
reward of an inuincible courage. | 

Prince Maurice, by the conſent of my Lordsthe States, gaue the 
gouernement of the Towne,Caſtle,and Countrie of Breda to cap- 
taine Herauguieres, with ample commaund, to Captaine Lambert 
Charles, the office of Serjeant Major, and to other particular Cap- 
tains and ſoldiers, ſome of the ſayd pieces, or medi1s in pure gold, 
with ſuras of money, with promiſe of aduauncement according to 
cucric maus qualitie and merit ; the ſhippers were likewiſe aduan- 
ced and well rewarded. 

The towne was forthwith prouided for, according to the Lord 
of Oldenbarnevelts dire&ion , with all kind of munition and vi. 
| tuals from Holland for a yeare and a halfe, and before ten dayes 
were expired, foure hundred horſe, and rwelue enlignes of foot 
were ſentto lic in Garriſon inthe towne, the Burghers were like- 
wiſe divided into fiue companies to keepe good watch.

crueltie. At Terheyden which 1s a village 'betwixt Seuenberghen 
and Breda, ſeated on a little riuer called the Mercke, he cauſed a 
great Fort to be built witha bridge ouer the riuer, thereby to keep 
victuals from Breda,and lay there encamped ill the worke was en- 
ded,thinkiog thereby to oppreſle Breda, 

In May following he belieged thefort of Nordi,which my lords 
the States hold, nere to Seuenberghen,ſeated nere the water,com- 
maunded by Captaine Mathew Hele who was in the Turte boat at 
the taking ot Breda: And the thirteenth and fourereenth of May 
the ſavd Count Mansfelt battered it with ſeuen canon , made 1200 
{Hor vpon it, and gauea furious aſlaulr. They did likewiſe at ful Sea 
bring a great barke before the Fort, mand with good musketiers to 
anoy the defendants, they had bridges hkewiſe wheron to martch 
to the aſſault. They twice aſſaulted it, and were ſtill repulſed with 
the lofle of two Italian Capraines, the one, named Horacio Fontano 
of Modena, and the other , Giouan Franciſco Pageno a Neapolitan, 
with divers others of name and marke. Six or teauen hundred of 
the enemne died there, for by often ſhooting they fired the barke, 
and as many as were in her were burnt, whereupon they were en- 
forced to retire, to the great commendation of Captaine Mathew 
Helt,who thereby purchaſed much honour. 

The yoited Provinces in the meanetime had ſent a ſmall Armic

Yet becauſe Parmawas 
in ſome ſort defirousto ſhew himſelf diligent in his gouernement, 
andto letthe world ſee that hameant to recouer his loſt ſheepe ; 
on the 22 of [une,hedeparted from Bruxels towards Tyenen,Mae- 
ſtricht,8& Ruremondto make an offenfiue warre,and there had in- 
 telligece of the loſſe of Deuen ter. He had |likewifetaken great pains 
ro appeaſe the Spaniſh Mutiners in Dieſt- and elſewhere that he 
might takethem along with him,bur they continued obſtinat. He 
did beſide levie what forces he could,ſendingthe Prince of Afcoli 


moreouer'to ſecurethe towns of Venlo,Nimmeguen,Geldres and

/Parmas (elfe ſaw this ouerthrow from his Court in Nimmeguen 
(calledValckenhot)having intelligence likewiſe that ouer all Hol- 
land mariners were' readie to comeand beſiege him with grear 
numbers of boats, arid that prince Maurice did what he might to 
come vpon the Wael! to breake his bridges :rherupon, he com- 
maunded his armic and otdnance to be tranſported out of the Be- 
ruwe; and made atrench euento the riner, gardivg it wich a fort; 
and fo, vnder the defence thereof and of the cities otdnauce,heea- 
fily croſſed the river with his armie,artillericand bageage: He ex- 
cuſed his departure,by letters which he ſaid to haug received from 
the king of Spaine,who commaunded him to returne into Fraunce 
to aydthe League, andto riilethe fiege of that famous Merchant 
rowne of Roan ; and yet, he renmined in the Low-countries 5 mo- 
neths after. To make Parmas departure more troubleſome, thoſe 
of Knodſenbourg made a fallic,and together wich the mariners did 
fo aſſailehim, as his eſcape was nor without great loſle. 

The boats of Holland arriued the next day, but too late to doe 
any more hurtto' Parma : For on the fixe and tweorieth of Tulic 
he went forth of Nimmeguen, where thoſe of Knodſenbourg 
in' their Boats made' a ſhew as if they intended to aſſault the 
Towne. * | 

Thus Parma left Nimmeguen'8 tooke his leaue ofthe Burghers, 
making many faire promiſes, how thathis camp ſhold remain ther- 
abour,andthat he would preſerue the city asthe apple of his eye, 
telling chem that they needed no ſtrong garriſon, & thatthe mi- 
{ ſerable oughrnot to be burthened with greater wiſerie : Some of

The Towne of Hulſt is befieged, and taken on the 19 of 
Nouember is Anno 1591. 

Af the Duke of Parmas departure, Prince Maurice left Gar- 
riſons in the places nere adjoyning,and being not yet ſatisfied 
with all his viRories,bur defirous of the countries good , and 

his owne honour, he was lothto looſeany taire occaſion , but by 

the aduiſe of his Councell , made a new attempt ypon the 

Towne of Huiſt in the Land of Waes in Flaunders. Great pre- 

parations were made in Zeland, wherethey ſhipt ordnance, pow- 

der,ladders,bridges,and all other neceſlaries for a liege. 

| Theſe did Prince Maxriceſend ſpeedily by water,together with 

4000 foot, and by Brabant ſeven Cornetsof horſe: himſelfe with 

other forces went vp the Riuer of Scheld, and landed in Flanders, 

where without delay on the 19 of September he beſieged Hulſt, 
the chiete towne inthe land of Waes, the Duke of Parma ſuſpe- 

ingno ſuch matter. o. 

The one and twentieth of the faid moneth , the canon was plan- 
ted, and all the Forts nere adjoyning were taken, the horſe made 
incurſions to the gates of Gaunt and Veer.. By the way they cn- 
countred certaine fouldiers and Boores, who had barricadoed 
themſclues in a Church, and would by no meanes yeeld,whereup- 
on they fired the Church and burnt them all. And fearing leaſt 
thoſe of Avtuerpe would ſend forces to ſurpriſe them, theyin- 
trenched the way, and opened the ſluce of Callso , drowning the 
Countrie round about. wtes | 

The garriſon of Hulſt (from whence the gouernour a while 
before was gonewith a Conuoy ) perceiuing - Canon to bee 
planted, the viter Rauclin to be battered, themſelues too weake 
to refit ſo greatapower, and deſpairing of anyayde, fgllto.com- 
poſition, and two bundred and fixtie men,did, on the foureand 
twen:ieth of.September depart forth of the Towne with their 
Armes and baggage. A Spaniſh captaine,who ſupplied the goucr- 
| nors place, whoſe name was Jeronimo Stribaxjj, was by the Duke of 
Parmas commaund beheaded, either becauſe he had ſo ſoone yeel- 

ded 
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ded yp the towne, or elſe, for that his companie which ſhold haue 
beene two hundred firong, was found to be but ſixtie. The Bur- 
ghers capitulated to be delr within the fame maner as other towns 
in Holland;conforming'them(clues accordingly.All Eccleſiaſtical 
perſons departed likewiſe, - | ; | 

Count Solms, Colonel of the Regiments of Zeland , was made 
gouernour both of the rowne and countrie with full and awple 
commaund, and was well prouided of men and other neceflaries. 
The ordinaric impoſitions on merchandize both inward and out- 
ward in the ſame towne, or which from thence was by land tranſ- 
ported to other places; were, for five moneths ſpace, let to farme 
tor eleuen thouſand and eight hundred flonins, and they hoped 
in time to draw great contribution from the Villages round a- 
bout. + 

But Mondragon, with Stecland, baylic of the Land of Waes, de- 
termined preſently to fortific ſome great Villages nere co Hulſt, 
to ſtop our mens incurſions, as the Dorp called S. Ianten- Steen, 
the Dorp of Stcken, and $ Iames Skonſe. The Spaniard io the 
meane time ſhewed himſelfe before Hulſt , yer he attempted no- 
thing. 

Thoſeof Bruges, and other townes in Flanders,craued that the 
might be ynder contribution to thoſe of Zeland , becauſe that the 
Zelanders garriſons made great incurſions ypon them;the like did 
thoſe of Oltend, Axell, Hulſt, the Fort of Teroheuſe. They like- 
wiſe made meanes to trade in the towne by paying cuſtomes, as 
they didin Antuerpe and the State of Gaunt: Bur the Duke of 
Parma wold not ſuffer it,notwirhſtanding that the Zelanders con- 
tinued their incurſions, whe in Iune went towards Gaunt, Where 
they did beat three hundred Spaniards and Walons , and:tooke 
ninctic priſoners. The ſame moneth they made an other road 
with greater forces , but nere to Newport they found reſt- 
ſtance ; ſo asin ſtead of gerting bqotie they were beaten and. reti- 
red towardsthe Sea ſhore, vnder the defence of the Fluſhiogers 
men of warre,and loſt ſome zo or fortie men. _ 

The news of Prince Maurice entrance into Flanders was brought 
to af: atthe ſame time that Parma lay there, whom the: 
towne did feaſt and giue preſents to. Mondyagon, Capraine of the 
Caſtle, did preſently afſembleall his forces , and made vie of the 
Prince of Parma as a meanes to mone the Spaniards that lay at

by his tormer victories, and loath to omit any meanes to yan- | 


quiſh his enemies, whom, it ſeemed, God deliuered into his 
hands ; perceiuing likewiſe that Mondragon went about to ſtop his 
further paſſage into Flaunders,and having notice that many things 
werein readineſle for his attewpt on Nimmeguen, he reſolued to 
quitthe land of Waes, corrichltending that many profitable and 


hopetull enterpriſes offered themſelues in ſundrie places & Forts | 


of Flanders ; whereupon thoſe of Zeland did earneſtly foliar 
him, for the better extention of their bounds. The canon being a- 
2aine ſpeedily embarked,foureteene ſmall boats by too mach haſt 
were {unke,which they were enforced to quit, ſo asthe Spaniards 
at alow water burnt them. 

Prince Maurice with his men and ordnance leaving Flaunders, 
was kidly welcomed and entertayned in Zeland', from whence 
he preſently made haſt to goeto beſiege Nimmeguen , hauing'in- 
telligence that Verdugo made incurſion into the land of Tuliers and 
was too weake to raiſe the ſiege of Nimmeguen , part of his 
forces becing gone into Fraunce, and the other halfe called away 
by Monaragon for the reliefe of Flaunders : Hee had likewiſe 
ſound aduertizement of the State of the Towne , by Hugo the 
Secretaric, who had a long time beene priſoner there. Theſe things 
haſtened his Excellencieto beſiege that town beforewinter,where 
with all his forces he arriued on : 6 fourcteenth of Oftober, ma- 
king a bridge preſently ouerthe Waell, which wasbroken by the 
canon from $S. Huberts Towers; ſo as he was enforced to make it

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further off-fromthe Towne, where Captaine Rolsand others were 
ſlatae.

Deuenter in the Prouince of Ouer-Yſell, the Fort of Delt-zjjll, 
and many othersin Frize-land ; He enforced the Duke of Parma 
to raiſe his ſiege from before Knodſenbourg , and defeated his 
Cauallerie ; He did afterwardstake the Towne of Hulſt, in the 
view of Mondragonand thoſe of Antuerpe ; And now'in winter , 
Nimmeguen, the chiefe Towne of Guelderland, making the Wa- 
ell her frontier, He had another enterpriſe ypon Geertruden- 
berg in December , and departing ſecretly from the Hague 
with onethouland fixe hundred men, they mounted the wall by 
Scalado, burthey were repulſed with lofle of two Captaines. A 
certain place called Alpen was likewiſe ſurprized by : garriſon. 
of Nimmeguen the ſame yere 1591.

ders and Colonels,as Sir Frauncis Veer, Floris of Brederode, Mor- 
ney, Dorp, Groenewvelt, and other Captains of great experience.The 

Lord of Gryſe was Prouidator-general]. There were beſide, cer- 

taive counſellors of State,and commiſſiones of the prouinces whe- 

ther the armic was to march,all ſeruing for diretion and ordering 
of al neceſlaries belonging to the orduance,ammunition,treaſure, 
and vituals,with their dependants. | 

The arnue conſiſted of 6000 foot and 2000 horſe, with which 
his Excellencie departed towards Steenwizck with all his proui- 
ſions, where he encamped on the 28 of May.

Che Spaniards and thoſe of Steenwizck thought to have ſurprized 
the towne of Enchuyſen,by meanes ofa certain mariner that dyelr 
there,who was lately come from Spaine,where he had ſpoken with 
the king, and had receiued a good ſumme of money, both of his 
Majeſtie, and Duke of Parma, as well for his owne feruice which 


he was to doe, asto win other Captaines and fuldiers to em= |} 


brace the enterpriſe. But this Burgher bewrayed all to my Lords 
the States and to his Excellencie, of whom he receiued ſuch in- 


ſtrudtions, as he perſuaded the Spaniards, that the beſt way was, 


to attempt the Hauen, and to that end theyſhould ſend a thou- 
land men from Steenwyck, which was not farre off, which ſhould 
be ſhipr in a night, in the beginning of May; whom he withour a- 
ny ſuſpition would conduR, hauing alreadie woonthe captaines 
and chicte of the rowne , who wrote vpon their credits all things 
were ſure. And the berter to colourit, and to blind thoſe of Steen- 
wijck, this Burgher offered co remaine as hoſtage among them , 
and to yndergoe all manner ofpuniſhment, if he ſhould deale 0- 
therwiſe than taithtully with them, or it matters ſucceeded not well 
according to his direction. Andin the meane ſpace,Prince Maurice 
ſhould be atthe ſame time in Enchuyſen to ſurpriſe theſurpriſers, 
which might eaſily be done, becauſe that the Hauen is drie at 


low water ; and hauing taken them all priſoners, he ſhould pre- | 


ſently ſend his armie before Steenwizck, to beliege it, and threa- 
ten them, that vnleſſe thoy would preſently deliuer this Burgher, 


neſle , ſo as the enterpriſe went not forward : yet Prince Maurice 
went ou with his armic to befiege Steenwiyck. I 
From the thirteenth of May, till the ninth of Tune, his Excel- 
lencie was buſied in making of trenches, and finding out ſolid and 
faſt ground whereon to plant his canon : he made a Cauallier of 19 
foot high, on which he layd three pieces, wherewith to beat down. 
their defences, and lay them open; fortic fie pieces being planted, 
on the thirteenth of Tune the towne was battered ; yetat that time 
they did no great m.tter: for they could hardly batter the curtains, 
notwithſtanding they diſcarged many res A. ſhot. They ſhot 
wild fire into the towne,whichat firſt did terrifie them, but it was 


ſoonequenched. | 
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His Excellencie,perceiuing that the canon was to {mal purpoſe, 
and that thoſe in the towne did not greatly _ it, relolued to | 
ſhoot no more, but made two mynes towards the Counter-ſcarp , 
which likewiſe did no great matter; they diggedtill they came yn- 
der the Counter-ſcarp which he woon from them, and in a certain 

laceatthe foot of the palliſado, diſcouered how they within la- 
a in the dikes,{o asto giuean aſſault wold bebur loſt labor, 
vneſle thoſe within were beaten from thence : and therefore the 
brought certain pieces into ſundrie places in the dike,to beat down 
the fortification atthe foot of the pallizado ; & being protected by 
their canon they came into the dike, where they ſhadowed them- 
ſelues ſo well,as the towneſmen could not hurt them : fo as by that 
means they poſleſt rhe foot of the rampier of the principal Bulwark 
onthe Eaſt ide, wherethey digged 23 foot vnder the ground ere 
they came to make any chambers: they ſpevt 10 daies inthis work, 
during which time,the belieged made 2 allies ; in the firſt they 
rooke an enſigne, & defeated certaine Engliſhmen ; inthe z they 
flew captaine Olthof,who in the former ſiege had bin in the towne | 
& defeded it,with certain others of note,& part of thoſe which had 
the gard in that place. Our me cold peuer takeany of the beſieged 
priſoners. Onthe 23 of lunethe;þ:1igers batered ene of the rowns 
rauelins;when thoſe within perceiued the battery,they forſooke it, | 

From the 24 till the 27 ot Lune, our men were buſicd in making a 
woodden tower on wheeles, which jo Dutch is called Lijmſtang,in 
Engliſh,diſcouer Potzit was inuepted by captain Joh Corpur of Bre- 
da. This Tower was {quareand made of Maſtes faflened rogether 
by yron vices;there were nine floares in it one aboue another,each 
| of them twelue foot high ;they might at any time be taken downe 
and had curtaines of canuas towards the enernie. This new tower 
beeing brought nere the Towne Rampiers, and musketiers placed 
n EE did not onely. beat the beſieged trom the Rampiers , but 
ſhot thoſe thatwent vp.and downe in the ſtreets: The rowpeſmen; 
with two canons, and helpe.of the wind, did in two dayes beat 
downe the twqyttermoſt floares,{o as no man would anymore go

From thez7till the 29 of Iunexhey were, buſied in prepayring 
two Mynes in the rampier vnderneath the Bulwark . The thirtieth | 
of Iune, the Towneſmen ſent rhree Capraines to parley , ix; 
Bernard de Moutberck, Danid du Wall,& an other called Yandenfand, 
Si) {onne | | 
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| ſonne tothe Prouoſt of Herderwijck, and in their ſtead Capraine 

| Peter Dorp, A(jeurs and Buck, were (ent as Hoſtages. — craued 
ro depart with their armour , enſignes and baggage , which was 

granted on condition thatthey ſhould preſently crofſethe Rhyn , 

and for ſixe moneths ſpace, ſerue no more in thoſe quarters, which 

they refuſing,the parley was broken off, 

The ſame night, Verdugo, gouernour for king Philip, ſent three 
hundred ſouldiers to the rowne, each of them with a bag of pow- 
der of fifteene or fixteene pound weight, ſeuentie of whom en- 
tred,the reſt were defeated,and taken priſoners, 

The firſt of Iulie, his Excellencie gaue a falſe aſſault , hauing 
made foure hundred ſhot to note the behauiour of countenance of + 
the beſieged, who on cuerie ſide were readie for defence. The (c- 
cond of Iulie, by night, he brought all his men ſecretly into the 
trenches, intendiog in the moraing to giue fire to the Mynes , and 
to make agenerall aſſault. Euerie Captaine with his men ſtood in 
his place appointed. Thethird of Tulie, in the morning, after thar 
the canon had played for foure howres,the beſieged perceiuing all 
things readie for the aſſault, came to the rampiers, and then rhe 
Mynes were fired ; one of them did in ſuch fort ouerthrow the 
rampier, as a breach was made for tenne men to enter in front, be- 
ing 1n that place-where Count William of Naſſau ſtood with the 
companies of Frize-land to giue the firſt aſſault: and at the trum- 
| pets ſound, the Engliſh were to giuetheſecond. 

The other Myne towards the South-Weſt, brake forth without, 
and buried many Hollanders alive, who ſtood there readie for the 
aſlaulr: all this while, his Excellencie had giuen no ſignall . Bur 
Count William perceiuing the towneſmen to be terrified , aſſaul- 
ted andtooke the Bulwarke which had beene ouerthrowne on the 
Eaſt-ſide, and commaunded and diſcovered the whole towne. 
| Oathe other fide towards the South they likewiſe tooke a gate 
—_— lofleto the beſieged, who perceiving themſelues diſco- 
uered on euerie fide, did the ſame night ſend a ; dorm toparley ; 
but Prince Mawrice for the time would not heare him : yetthenext 
day, the aboue mentioned Capraines had audience, bur all their 
demaunds were denied ;inthe end, they were content toimbrace 
whatſocuer his Excellencie would graunt ; for the canon by this 
time commaundedUall places in the Towne, and all the houſes and 
Churches were for the moſt part beaten downe , ſo as the people 
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kept in cellers. Prince Maurice graunted to the gouernor Antonio 
Quocquelle,and tothe Lord Waterdjjke, captaines and officers of the 
gartiſon of Stenwizck, 8 likewiſeto the Clergie 8 Burghers,cheſe 
conditions following,dated beforeStenwick the 4 of lulie 1592, 

That they ſhould depart forth of the ſaid towne, the gouernor , 
captaines,officers and ſouldiers,hauing firſt ſworne and promiſed 
notto beare armes for the king of Spaine on this fide the Rhyne, 
tor the ſpace of ſixe moneths. 

That they ſhould depart with their baggage, wiues and armes , 
warlike munirion and yiRuals. 

Such ſonldiers as had reuokted, and to eſcape the hand of juſtice 
for enormous crimes committed, were retired to the ſaid rowne 8 
ſcrued there, ſhould not enjoy the benefic of his accord. 

That all priſoners ſhould be delivered and ſer ar libertie, paying 
rwelue pence aday fortheir expences. 

Thar all Burghers and officers belonging to king Philip , might | 
without moleſtation depart thence. |, 

That an hundred _ ſhould be graunted them, accordi 
cotheir requeſt to carie them ro Cocuord,on condition they weld 
be obliged to ſend them back without any harme. 

That the Surgeons and hurt people might remainein the town 


till they were healed, and then depart whether they pleaſed. 


His Excellencic graunted them two commiſſioners to condut 
them beyond the Rhyne , vpon caution of the Governour and 
Captaines. 

After this accord , the ſouldiers went their way on the fift of 
[vlie. Prince Maurice beſide allthis, in regard they. were valiant 
fouldiers, did of his princelie curteſic graunt the Gouernour his 


| horſe ; the likedid he to Captaine Wael, and to all his men to cue- 


rie one a horſe, and to the ſoldiers their ſwords. Thoſe which went 
away were fiue hundred andrhreeſcore foormen, moſt Walons,all 
healthful and well diſpoſed,and two hundred that were hurt, with 
ſome ſixtie or ſeuentie horſe. There were laine inthe towne ſome 
three hundred and fiftic, & among othersCount Lodwick of Ber- 
ghen, a young Lord of ſome eighteene or ninereene yeares old, 
together with the Caprtaines Blundel,Heſſel,and others. 

On Prince Mavrice fide,fiue or fixe hundred were ſlayne & ma- 
ny hurt, and among the reſt, the Prince himlſe]fe, preſently atter 
the Myne: was fired ;-becing deſirous to-fee what effefts it had 
DE, wrought | 
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Coevoerden; thoſewithin it burnt the houſes nere adjoyning;perr 


— 


wrought he was ſhot 1n the right cheeke, without any =_ daun- 
ger. Atthe ſame time Captaine William Dorp, Colonel of the Re- 
oiment of Hollanders, was hurt whereof he died, Sir Francis Veer 
was likewiſc hurt. The ſouldiers beeing gone, foure companies 
were put into the towne, commaunded by the Captaines Bereſtein, 
Rjjswick and others, and the Campe remained there till the ram- 

ters and Dikes were repaired. In this ſiege all things were more 

lentifull and better cheapethanin any towne, by reaſon that pro- 
uiſfion was eaſily broughtthither , and becauſe they payed no im- 
poſt. Certaine ſouldiers who had beene aQors in betraying the 
rowne of Gertrudenberg, not comprehended in the contract were 
taken and hanged. And thus the Towne which was thought im- 
pregnable was entorced to yeeld , his Excellencie hauing made 
more than nine and twentie thouſand canonſhot yponit, and was 
annexed to the vnited Prouinces,being hitherunto preſerued from 
all the enemies power gud attempts. |

Frer that his Excellencie of, Naſlay, had taken Steenwizck, re- 

paired the rampiers , and taken order for the gouernement.

- Prince Maurice his ſouldiers being vpon the Counter-ſcarp,did 
for their defence makea galleriein the dikeswnder couert whereof 
they mighteafily cometo the rampier to digge and Myne without 
daunger ofthe enemies canon, which they ſoone effected by the 
helpe of a Canallier they made; they did alſo beardown aRauelin: 
with much to do ſundrieMynes were made in the rawpters,which 
ſtill ſunke : che beſieged made counter-mynes, which by taking 
aire were ypprofitable : yet our men did notgiue ouer myning, 8& 
fired ſome of them: whereupon, an aflault was giuen, ſo as they 
got ypon the rampiers, where by meanes of the.

The Councell of State of the ynited Provinces, having intelli- 
ence that the Duke of:Parma made preparations to enter Frize- 
nd levied a regiment of ſupplies vnder the commaund of Colo- 
nel Stolberg,who paſſed Multer, nere to a place called Heerenberg 
inthe preſence of Count Hohenlo: For Count Philip of Naſſau was 
ſent into Fraunce with three thouſand men ; and the Queene of 
England had likewiſe called away her forces to ſend them into 
Fraunce, and were alreadie departed from the armie, and goneas 
farre as Swoll : but ypon intelligence of the Duke of Parmas com- 
ming they were countermaunded. Count Philip in the meane time 
and his troopes returned opportunely trom Fraunce, who were 
ſentto Garriſon in Holland to be refreſhed. And the old Garri- 
ſons were preſently ſent to the armie, and other ſome to Grauen- 
weert, he beveke to anoyand ſtop Parmas paſſage. The armie was 
but weake,and by reaſon of the bad waies the campe could not be 
well prouided of victuall and munition.

Prince Maurice hauing intelligence thereof, ſentthree hungred

| ceiued : tor the boore fearing to be hanged, deliuered them vn-

way hurt : Two and fortic wagons full of dead and hurt men | 
were 
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were conducted by foure corners of horſe towards Oldenzeell : In 
a ward, three hundred men were ſlayne. On his Excellencies part 
onely three were ſlaine and fixe hurc,and Count William of Naſſau 
was hurt inthe bellic, but not dangerouſly. 

Verdugo thus put to rout, did the next day make great prouiſi- 
onof fagots, to make a way through the Marſhes ; and the coun- 
trie wayes beeing many and verie narrow, he made ſhew as it hee 
would haue intrenched the pallages, and by that meanes cut off vi- 
Qtuals from his Excellencies camp: Bur at laſt,thoſe of Coevoerden 
perceiuingtheirſuccour to "2 4 0 to parley; and in the meane 


! time, Verdugo did againe ſhew himſelfe in battaile, and cameto 


view his Excellencies trenches and-fortifications, who came from 
receiging and welcoming the Engliſh to his Campe. Thele two 
Armies bauing thus viewed one another , Verdugo diſcharged 
two canon : Thoſe of Coevoerden aunſyered him with two 
more, which done, he marched towards Velt-huyſe in the coun- 
tic of Benthem. ' | 

Thoſe of Coevoerden, being thus forſaken and continually bat- 
teredgothe great loſle of their; ſouldiers ( our men by meanes of 
their myne being lodged on their rampiers and curtaines)reſolued 
to compound. His Excellencie was likewiſe willing to grant them 
any reaſonable conditions, in regard Verdugo lay not farre off, and 


miglit hatie attempted ſomewhat to his prejudice, as alſo, becauſe | 


the countrie and wayes were verie bad, and ynfit for bringing of 
victualsto the campe: and on the 12 of September,graunted them 
this accord following. The commiſſioners were Evert de Ens, 
Chriſtophero de Vaſques, and Alonzo de Marteny, Captaines of the 


| Caualleric. 


Prince Maurice, in fauour of Count Frederick of Berghen, 
his louing couſen, doth by theſe Preſents permit and ſuffer him, 
together with the Captaines, officers and ſouldiers of the garriſon 

Cocyoerden, to depart with their cnfignes, armes, horle, bag- 
gage,8 whatſocuer belongeth vato them(the ammunition of war 
and viRtuals excepted) wherherthey ſhall thinke good. 

His Excellencie graunted the like to the Clergie, Ladies, wo- 
men, children and domeſtick ſervants of thoſe of Coeyoerden a- 
boue mentioned. 

And for the better furthering of their departure,wagons & a ne- 
cellarie conuoy for their fafetie ſhalbegranted them; tor which the 
ds | | T layd 
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fayd Count ſhall giue caution for their ſate'returnetothe campe. 
And his Excellencie promiſeth in the word of a Prince, that tio 
harme cither in bodie or goods: ſhall be done rothe aid Earle, 
or to any other that comes forth ofthe ſayd towne. 'Giuen before 
Coevoerden on the 12 of September 1592. $f17 0934, 

.  Thereupon, the Earle and his ſouldiers came forth, himſelf was 
royally feaſted by his Excellencie;his kitiſman,and other Lordsof 
the houſe of Naſſau,who diſcourfed with one anothergqueſtionin 
how it came to paſle, that they being children of brothers and' 
ſters, ſhould be ſo divided in loue and afteQion,and ſerue ſeuerall 
parties. Five hundred fouldiers, that were'itt health and ableto 
march, came forth of the towne, and many that were ſicke of the 
bloudie flix. It was a ſtrong towne,and yg canon were found init. 

My Lords the States,in perpetuall memorie of the taking of theſe 
3 townes, Steenwizck,Oetmaerſen and Coevocrden,made ſeuerall 
coynes of filuer and braſle, attributing the honour of theſe vito- 
ries to God alone. The young lord of Nieunoort was made gouer- 
nour of Coevoerden, | | 

The campe remained there,till all the fortifications were repay- 

red;and the towne prouided of all neceſlaties. —_— at Velt- 
huyle, and made ſhew as if he w6ld beſiege Oetmaerſen ; but ic was 
preſently fortified.

On the fifteenth of Oober, his Excellencie with his armie went 
toward Zwoll,and there reſolued tb march to Emmerizc, &to cn- 
campnere the Rhynezto be betterableto paſſe on from thence 

on atny occaſion ſhold be cffered by Parmas forces, vuderthe com- 
maund of Verdugo, beeing readie- to beſiege eyther Groll or 
Goore, or to ftop the enemies paſſage over Rhyne : but before 
they could come thither,the wayes were all drowned, and Verdu- 

gostro>pes were gone, and thegreateſt part of them,as the two re- 
giments ot Arenberg and Barlaymont had repaſſed the Rbyne 
with fiue or ſixe Cornets of horſe, that' were much diſcontented. 

Verdugo, with the reſidue of the horſe, Spaniards, Italians and Lie- 
oeois,continued nere to'O|denzeel, and fortified the townes of 
Groll,Goore, Enſchede and Lingen, | 

His Excellence, on the $ of Nouemiber, came to Arnham and 
uartered his camp in the towns nere adjoyning, the atnmunition 
ordnance,8 bridges of boats were put in certainſhips, tobe readie 
atan houres warning to make a running campe; foritwas _ 
| 
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that his Excellenciehadan intent to crofſe the Rhyne,and to march 
| into the.countries of Valckenbourg and Luxembourgyto find the 
| doke of Parma at Spaybut the ſaid Prince his departure from thence 
to Bruxels brake off this enterprile. 

. Thoſeof Groeninguen were not yet moued by theſe exploits, 
nor bythe lolle of Steenwyck, and Cocyoerden, to come to any 
agreement with their neighbours the Ommelands,and the Nobi- 
lige of |Frize-Land, notwichſtanding thatathouland head of Cat- 
taile had been taken from them in a road, and had bur one paſſage 
lett open,namely Bourtaign,nere to Wedde : but Count Frederick 
of Berguen went, thicher in winter, with fixe enfignes of foot, and 
certaine horſe for the countries lafetie.

Aﬀe the Duke of Parmas death, the king of Spaine beſtowed 
the gouernemenof the Low-countries on Count Peter Erneſt 
_ of Mansfelc, by prouiſo (as they terme it) vntill the comming 
of Arch-Duke Erneſtus, in which meane time, Count Fuentes and 
Stefano Divarra, both Spaniards, were joyned with him as chiete 
counſellors. And the chiefe of the Nobilitie,fosmore honour,re- 
ceiued-great promotions and offices : And the better ro win the | 
Countries loue, the people were put in hope, that at' the Arch- 
Dukes arriuall, all matters ſhould be well ordered ; for all men 
ſuppoſed that in reſped of his breatneſle hee would not come 
thither, but with an intent, ample authoritie, commiſſion and 
meanesto make pacification, or to-mannage watre in better maner 
forthe countries detence : in this hope the people did with more 
| content vndergoetheir miſeric. 
. Duripg this gouernement, rhe Spaniſh Counſellours would 
| preſently haue fer the late Spaniſh ww committed by the

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| This did they,the better to moue their ownepeople for feare of the

than yeeld themſelues priſoners. Bur common fouldiers, who fol- 
lowes the warres more for pay than for honor, and makes an oc- 
cupation of the art militaric, wiſh for no ſuch rigour, eſpecially, 
ſeeing valour at this day is fo ſlenderly rewarded, honoured and &- 
ſteemed. Vnder this word Quarter,they likewiſe comprehend, not 
to pay any ravſomes or contributions to the enemie. This did | 
much trouble rhe Clergic, Gentlemen, and Boores, who haue the 
moſt part of their wealth lying abroad, and not in townes, beeing 
rather willing to pay ſma} contribution for their fafetie, than to 
haue their goods burnt and ſpoyled. 3 Jp 

Mansfelt then by the aduice of Fuentes, publiſhed a declaration, | 
dated the 5 of Ianuarie 1593, That no man ſhould after that,pay a- 
ny ranſoms or contributions to the enemie, nor procure any paſ- 
port from him on paine of death : brit that euerie man ſhonld pre- 
pare to hinder the enemies mcurfions,to arme and fortifie againſt 
him, and by the larme bell to aſſemble themſelues to kill and take 
their enemies priſoners and to hang them yp : whereupongdiuers 
ſouldiers on) etther fide were hanged. | 

The generall States of the ynited Prouinces,did likewile againſt 
this, publiſh a declaration dated onthe ſeuen and twentieth of Fe- 
bruarie, wherein they ſhewed how their enemies the Spaniards 
being ſtraunges, fought nothing but the ruine and deſtruRion 
of the Countrie,together with the peoples bloud and goods : en- 
trearing and cxhorting all men to looke well ynto themſelues; 
their Countrie,wiues and children, to relift fuch Spaniſh crueltie, 
and to — giuing them refpittill Aprill follow- 
ing, after which time, they would keepe no more Quarter;bar ac- 
count them al for mortal enemies, intending ro cauſe the Authors 
and counſellors of thisrigorous Decree, to _—_— their raſhneſfe : 
and likewiſeall townes and villages,which following thetenute of 
Mansfelts letters, ſhould arme,fortifie, and envy ck a 
them, together with all tha which ſhould refuſeto pay fuch rea- 
ſonable contribution as they were rated at. By this meanes after- 
wards, all theſe things were on cither ſide permitted. 

Count Mansfelt,in thetime of winter, inanno 1593, afſembled 
| his forces ynder the condu of his ſonne Charles, yponthe frontt- 
crs of Fraunce nere to Guyſe, ſending them into Fraunce there to 

employ | 
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eeploy them, In the meane time, my Lords the States of the vni- 
ted Provinces, ſetit Count Philip of Naſſau into Cuxembourg, 
with foure thouſand horſe and foor, hoping to rake ſome townes 
there, as S. Vit,and others ; which he effe&ted nor,but cauſed all the 

arriſons to be drawne forth of Brabant. For ſo ſoone as the news 
of his being there came to Bruxels,all the horſe and foot, both Spa- 
tiards and ltalians, wete taker forth of the rownes'vf Liere , Ma- 


- | linesand other places; apd were ſent in great haſt ro the Countric 


of Luxembourg, condufted by Count Barlaymone. Count Philip 
having notice thereof, retired, and in the meane time burnt many 
villages iv the Countrie, and likewiſe Jeuied great exaQions in the 
cotintrie of Limbourg, bringing many places vnder contribution, 
facking thetown of Havujrin Brabant,and hauing got muck mo- 
ney, horſe; anda great bootie, they rerurned ro their Quarter. 


to befiege the rown of Geertrudenberg,a dependant on Holland, 
though ſeated in Brabanit nere the Maſe on a river called the 
Douge. This towne,in anf 1589, was by certaine traitors fold tothe 
Duke of Parma for 15 moneths pay (notwithſtanding all honeſt 
and reaſonable offers made ynto them) whereupon, they were all 
as traitors to the countrie condemned to be hanged, wherefocuer 
they ſhould be caught; moſt of whom were executed. The fayd 
States, had ofa long time on ſundrie prerences kept vidtuals from 
thence, by way of hcence, andin Pebroarie, did cut off a Conuoy 
of all neceſfarie prouifions that was going thirher : and having in- 
telligence that the gouernour was gone forth to meet the Conuoy, 
andthat rwo did ſtriuc-aboutthe gouernement, they thought this 
occaſion might greatly profit them, and thereupon gaue commiſ- 
fion to Prince Maurice, t6enuiron and ſhurin the towne with his 
Cauallerie, which he did, all the forces being returned from Lux- 
embourg,and the captaines hauing re-enforced their companies ; 
and nd nine and twentieth of March he begirt the towne both 
by land and water;atſuch time when the Spaniards moſt doubted 
the fiege of Seftoghenbusk orGraue,' |

The Spamazds had a Fort abroad, within musket ſhot of the 
rown,vpon the cauſey of Steclhef,which ſecured he paſlagetothe | 
rown : Count Hohenlo did preſently intrench before it, & brought 
the channel ofthe riuer into thoſetrenches, and with great danger 
of his lite,tooke the tree acceſſe of the fort to the towue from the e- 
nemie, aud planted the canon in an Iſland oppoſitto the conuoy 
and fort. Whereupon,the captain and garriſon (perceiuing them- ? 
ſeluesto be cut off fromthe towne) yeelded the fort on the ſixt of 
_ and for their labours were impriſoned by the Marqueſle of 
rembon, | 
TheFort being woon, his Excellencie made two bridges ouer 
the riuer,the one on boats, veric ſtrong and broad , and the other 
vpon maſts, that the two campes might helpe one another, which 
by reaſon of the marſhes, lay a good mile from cach other. On 
both ſides the bridges before the towne, he placed ſhips of war to 
keepe continuall watch. Forthe river was asa dike, defendinga 
great part ofthe camps trenches, there being dipers water mils and 
fluces to keepe the dikes of their- trenches continually tull of wa- 
ter, but by reaſon of the high tides,they were often hindred in their

On the waters ſide they encloſed the town with an halfe moone 
made with boats of warre, lying at anker, made faſt by cables, and 
Gpponed by ſmall boats, wherein watch was kept. Withoutthe 
ſaid halfe moone ſhips of warre went too and fro, keeping good 
gard. Within it, certaine ſmall boats ſtood ſentinel _ the 
towne : theſc,tooke a Spaniard ſwimming,that carried letters from

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Without the halfe moone, towards the Weſt and Eaſt of the 
towne, the boats that brought viRuals lay, and were ſhrowded 
from the enemics canon.

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vicuals. The mariners had likewiſe their-campe apart, and beha- | 
uedthemſelues valiantly by carrying wodden canonsand emptic

His Excellencies campe onland, was enuironed with high rat- 
piersand deepe ditches without, with foure'great and ſtrong Bul- 
| warkes,oricach of which lay two canon. Such was Count Hoben- 

los.campe , extending it ſelte-rwo anles in circuit, and fortified 

with trenches, bulwarks, ſtrong rauelins and broad dikes. With- 
outrhe campe,manyſtakes were pirched inthe ground,and ineach 
of them an Iron pike called Turkiſh ambaſladors,fo here to one a- 
nother, as a man could hardly pur his koee betwixt.The chiet high 
waies were fortified with ſtrong forrs and raug'insflored with ord- 
nancec,ſo as an hundred canons were planted there,vpon the waies 
caltraps were laid;and de epepirs made ſtutrtull of powder, 

Being thus intrenched abroad againſt the enemie, they [ikewiſe 
| began to fortifiethemlſelues againſt fhe towneſmen, bringing their 
trenches vnder the Towne-walls:they platted their canon; and 
made galleries, vnderwhole couert they-might.come to the towns 
| rawpiers. The beſieged, beſide their rampiers and caualleries, bad | 
two ſtrong rauclins og the kand-fide, oppobitro which lay theZes 
landers and ſouldiers of Vrrechrs batterie, which did fo opprefle 
the towne,as euerie houſe almoſt was ſhaken, eſpecially the Prince 
ot Orange his Palace which was viterly ruined. 

For making of theſe great workes and fortifications, the States 
had ſent certain hundreds of boars provided of al neceſſaries : afd 
though the boores'wrought in cuetie place for pay, yet-moſt of 
theſe great workes were done by ſouldiers, according to the man- 
ner of the aunticot Romans, not- by con[trainr but for daily hire; 
and thoſe dayes they were notypon the gard,each of them was im- | 
| ployed in what labour he beſt hiked, gertivg tenne or fifteen ſouls | 
{ aday ; by mcanes whereof they wrought {o hard , as they made | 
{ themſelues inuincible againſt the kings power which came to re | 
| licue the towne, ; 
| . Sogreat-good order & diſcipline was likewiſe obſerned amotg 
| the ſoldiers & mariners, as not only the boores which were in the | 
| <ampe, were freed from all outrage and violence, butrhey atlured 

their neighbours of the countrie, to bring their cortie, cattelF and 
{ goods to the camype as a place of ſaſetic aid refuge ; aud by reaſon 
| of y 
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of this tri diſcipline, they wereas free asin any well gouerned 
rewne, bringing their geeſe, hennes, eggs, butter, cheeſe , milke, 
and fleſh to the Market, withour any feare or trouble, tothe great | 
wonder of all men : yeathe verie owners of the Lands nere adjoy- | 
ning, did in diuers places plough, and till their grounds, whereby | 
all things were cheaper than in any towne round about, whereas 
victuals inthe enemies campe wereſixe times dearer. Many came 
from all partsto behold his royall campe, which was fo well or- |. 
| dered as eueric one admired it. The Princeſle of Orange came thi- / 
ther, with the Ladie Loysa, daughter tothe Prince of Orange,who 

was going into Germanie to her husband the Ele&tor Palatine of 

the Rhyne, with many other great Ladies. Diuers things were as 

remarkable in this fiege,as in any other that hath becne theſe hun- 

 dred yeares. 

Thoſe of the towne made brane defence and valiantly behaved | 
themlſelues, they were well prouided of all neceſ{aries, and made 
ſundrie ſallies . But the canoh at laſt played on cuerie fide, and 
counterbatteries were made ypon their canon, 19 as the wayes and | 
rauelins were intrenched and beaten downe. Some hope and pro- 
miſe of reliefe was ſent them by many cunning meancs. Amon 
others, the Lord of Waterdijke, on the ſeuenteenth of A prill, ſent 
letters ynto them from Sertoghenbusk by a pigeon which tel down 
in Prince Maurice his campe, containing, that forces were readie | 
to raiſe the ſiege, which they would without all doubt performe, 
and therefore they fhould doe well to heighthen the platforme of | 
Ramſdouck, and from thence giue ſignals by fire according to 
the inſtructions ſent them. His Excellencie by the ſame pigeon ſent | 
another letter to deceiue them. 

Count Hohenlo ypon a time cauſed the neareſt ordnance to be 
ſecretly turned vpon the townes tower, from whence they vſually | 
viewed the campe, andthe beſieged hourely expeQing ſuccours, 
he made a falſe alarme amonig his own ſoldiersas though aid had | 
becene come, whereupon the gouernour and other commaunders 
ran-preſently vp to the tower to ſee whatrhe matter was, on which 
on a ſodaine Count Hohenloat once diſcharged all his ordnance, | 
wherewith the goucrnour and others were ſlaine, which did much | 
weaken them. 

Mansfelt, Fuentes, and other of the king of Spains commanders, 
weighing this diſgrace if they did not relieue this town ſtanding in 
: Bra- 
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Brabaritzcalled home Charles of Mansfel from Fraunce, muſfered | 
all their regiments and ſent them towards Turnhout ,'vnder the | 
condud of the Marqueſſe of Varrabon, which were often affailed 
by Prince Maurice hus cauallerie, which forthe-moſt part lay forth 
of the campe in the neighbour rownsof Breda, Heufden,and Ber- | 
ghen-op-Zoom. Among others, the lord of Rifoyre, Marcelis 
Bacx, and captaine Egmont, did, on the eighth of Lune, with one 
hundred and ninetie horſe, nere to Turnhout, encounter 400 
horſe, comming from the campe, and were going towards Antu- 
erpe. to __ Varrabon and Barliymont , whom they charged 
and defeared;chacing them tothe caſtle of Turnhout, whether the 
Marqueſle and' count Barlaymont eſcaped ; they brought three- 
ſcore horſe,andthree captaines priſoners to Breda. 

About the 6 of May, Mangfelt and all his capraines came into the 
feld,with his troopes of Lorrainers which came from the warres of 
Straesbourg,togerher with Suiſſes, Almans, Iralians and Spaniards, 
who wold not _y march withour the companie of old Moy- 
dragon that durſt not leaue his caſtle of Antuerpe. Mansfelt in this 
maner being 30000 ſtrong,came with 18canon,many boars & other 

rouifions,and encamped nere to his Excellencies quarter,in a vil- 
ts called Hout, where he began to build a Fort on the cauſcy of 
Steclhoot : wherupon,diuers ſkirmiſhes were made: but perceiving 
that placeto betoo ſtrong, he raiſed his camp towardsthe later end 
of May,and went toa village called Oofterhoudt,where he entren- 
ched his armie,8 having ied there certain dajes,8 vſcd al means | 
ro annoy the princes campeghe departed likewiſe from thencewith 
his campe towards a village called Waesbeec nere to count Hohen- 
los quarter ; where (as in other places) he entrenched himſelfe, the 
better to get viduals which hee wanted, fo as count Hohenlo often 
skirmiſhed wich him, whereupon, Mansfelt durft no more make 
any attewpt vpon his Excellencies campe. 

Whileſt hee lay there , his Excellencie vpon ſome occaſion

Lord had fo fortified and intrenched himlclfe, celling him, that

Durivg Count Mangfelts aboad there, one thouſand two hun- 
dred foot, and twelue cornets of horſe came to encreaſc his forces, 
which Count Fuentes ſent him, together with toure great canon, 
foure and twentie firkins of money,and all ſorts of ammunition for 
the campe. 

The day before the towne was taken , Count Hohenlo and: Sir 
Frauncis Veer , made a braue skirmiſh, wherein (beſide thoſe that 
were ſlaine) they tooke fortie ſoldiers priſoners,& 3 captains,cuen 
in view of the towne, which daily ny many ſignals by fire, and 
was wholly diſcouraged,ſo as the towne was taken in this manner 
following,in the view of Count Mansfelt and his mightie armic. 


On the 24 of Tune, inthe morning,/as the Captaines Haew of | 


Tournay, Beuerie, and Calfe, went yp to the gard to relicue thoſe 
iathe trenches ynder the rownes North rauelin, they reſolued a- 
mong themſel|ues to mount ypon the rayelin to ſee what was done 
there,and cauſed a wodden, bridge to be, made ouer thedike oppo=- 
fit to the bulwarkes point. Haenand Beyerietooke two musketiers, 
two targuetiers, and two halberdiers withthem, being in all cight 
perſons, and fo went vp verie ſecretly, . _ | 

Being mounted, and the Sentinel giuipg th'alarme, theſe + 4 
taines called for more ſouldiers to aflift them; whileſt they fought 
with thoſe of the gard, one of their targuetiers was ſlaine, and 
the moſt of their ſouldiers mounted : they fought hand to hand a 
longtime,ſo as i6 ofthe befiegers were flaine, & of the beſieged 9g, 
who wereentorcedto quit the rauelin to retire into the towne:8&:

After the departure of the enemies ſouldiers, Prince Maurice

the towne of Ootmarlen, and fearing it he ſhould go to encounter 
Verdugo, the evemie mighr invade Frizeland, he marched with his 
forces towardsthe Lecke, and knowing that the forces of Sloch- 
teren, Wintſchoten and Wedde, withother ſmall Skonſes in the 
vaert or paſſage, could nor long hold our. againſt the canon, hee 
ſent them word on paine of death not to yeeld the ſayd places, till 
the canon were planted againſt them : this he did to win time, and 
ro be the better able t2 finiſh his chicfe fort vpon the Bourtagne, 
which he had begun ; to waſter and-oppreſle thoſe of Grounin- 
guen, and he had alreadie brought ir ſo torward, as by the fituati- 
on thereof no canon could be broughtto batterit:; The rampiers 
were of the hight of a pike, the Dike was at leaſt foureſcore toat 
broad, full of water and yerie deepe: It had fiue bulwarks, two of 
them faced the enemie, the ſtorehouſe was built, and the ſouldiers 
| cabins made, and it was prouided of all neceſlaries fortw6 mo- 
neths, and beſide, they might ferch whatſocuer they needed from 
the countrie of Weſtphalia, in deſpite of the enemie. There' lay 
fiue enſignes of footin it, commaunded by the Gouernor Gerard 
the youger, and if this fort. could be kept, they made no doubt but | 
intime to cake the towne of Groninguen.

to aflaile him on the ſodaine and vnlookrtor, which ie might caſi- 
ly haue done, had not a ſouldierſtollen farthiof a-linle Skonſe by 


campe arriued, which the fame day began. to: tortifie andiintrench, 
and had almoſt made it defenſible: the enemiie could comenonea- 
rer it than within musket ſhot, aud 'onoly made ſome skirnnſh! 
which continued fixe or ſeuen -houres till night an which time 
Verdugolought rodraw them forth intathe field ; butCoum Wits 
liam would not come forth of his fortifications, ſo.as Verdugo was 
enforced to retire towards Groeningueniwith-great 1oſſe; by rea- 
ſon of his long skirmiſhes.

Verdugo perceiving his attempts on Count Williamscampe to be 
vainc,and.that winter would :drine hin forth of the field; and fin- 
ding but ſmall ſtoreof vituals in- the countrie y becauſe that ahe 
boores of the Ommelands andccountrievt Drent were retired into 
the forts and townes,he marched towards -Coevoerden: and ſeeing

ly finiſhed the new Fort of Bourtange, making proviſions to ſend

horſe, and his enterpriſe being diſcouered, hee tooke but fiftie wa-

: Coevoerden by reaſon of Verdugos forts having beene oppref- 
ſed by 300 foot, and foure hundred horſe; the ynited Prouinces, 
didin Germanie leuic a regiment of Almans ynder the condud of 
count Euerard of Solms,coulin german to prince Maurice,together 
with certaine horſe : the Queene of England hkewiſe permitted 
them to raiſe aregiment of Engliſh'in her realme, who were com- 
maunded by Sir Frauncis Veer. Verdugo and Count Herman were 
buſted at Bruxels, crauing more ayd of Erneſius. The Grounin- 


count Erneſt of Mansfelt,which were taken by the States ſouldiers. 
That done, his Excellencie with his whole Cauallerie, and two 
and fiftic cnſignes of foot went towards Arnham, there to receiue 
his couſen count Euerard of Solms, the regiment of Almans, and 
certainc horſe, but their arriuall was delayed by reaſon of rhe high 
waters and bad wayes, ſo as they were enforced to come by boat. 
Verdugo had likewiſe done his beſt to aſlaile them nereto Lippe at 
a narrow paſlage : He went from Coevoerden with eleuen corners 
of horſe,and certaine foot companies, but he came too late, becauſe 
they were alreadic gone. Thele forces beeing 'come nere to YE 
ſeloorr conſiſting of two thouſand ſixe huadied foot, and 260 
horſe, the States ſent a commaund to the next garriſons to meer 
nere to Zwoll , whether Prince Maurice likewiſe came, to goe 
and raiſc the fiege of Coevoerden. Erneſtus luſpeRing it, ſenc tor- 
cesthither from Brabant, but his Excellencie-made ſhew to ſto 
their paſſage ouer the Rhyne, and ſo kept them backe as much as

Inthe meane time he made haſt rojayve with count 
William of Naſlau,who had alreadie prouided 1000 wagons,with 
all manner of prouifions,and had now 10000 foor, and 2000 gal- 
lanthorſe,who met both together at Zwoll, and on the 5 of May, 
they went tromthence in good orderto Dae!flem,8: the 6 of May, 
in like order to Ommen : Verdugo thought it not good to attend 
them, bur reſolued, onthe 6 of May, to raiſe his fiege and to quit 
the forts by nighc,and the ſame day he departed without ſound of 
drum,rogether with al his old regiments,as thoſe of Chimay,Aren- 
berg,the counts Herman and Frederick of Berghen , marching to- 
wards [.ingen, diuers of his men running trom him by the way, ſo 
as Coevoerden was freed from the ſiege , and the forts taken and 
manned againſt the enemies aflaulrs,

Fter that his Excellencie by Gods help had raiſed the fiege of Co-- 
+ evoerden, & wel prouidedir of al neceſlaries after Verdugos de- 
parture : he was vowilling to let flip or looſe any occaſion which 
might ſerue for the good and profit of theitare of thoſe countries: 
and therfore marched with hisarmie into the land of Groninguen, 
whether part of Verdugos forces were retired,ſhewing himſelfe be- 
fore the towne, And, on the zo of May,he enuironed it,and ſent to 
ſummon itto yeeld : the towneſmen made a curteous anſwer, That 
their rowne was too ſtrong to yeeld fo ſoone : whereupon, he cau- 
ſed all his warlike proutfions (which were in a maner numberleſle) 
to be vnſhipt and landed. He had an huudred and tortie enſigns of 
toot : he quartered his cauallerie at Suytlaten vpon the wayes; to 
gard the paſſages,which being wel kept, he could noteabily be dri- 
uen from his ſiege. Count William, on the laſt of May,ſent $ enfbgns 
' of Friſons before the tort of Auwaerd-zyll,where 135 men lay,who 
| were aſſaulred and batrered,with 8 pieces of ordnance; & after 18z 
thot had made a breach,they gaue an aſſault on the one fide with 
bridges and ladders,whilelt ſome on the other fide (the beſieged 
miſtruſting no ſuch matter, becauſe the marſhes lay on thatfide) 
paſſed on hurdles & bridgesſecretlywnder the rampiers,& movn 
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ted the tort, firing the powder and cabins ; where captaine Prenger 
was {laine. : 

The belieged, being terrified with their ſurpriſal,begged for mer- 
cie,which was not graunted, becauſe, not long betoretheraking of 
the fort,they had vied ſome crueltie,and giuen vile and hautie ſpec- 
ches to the drum that ſummoned them to yeeld : whereupon, they 


wereall ſlaine (ſome 8 or 9 excepted.) It wasa verie ſtrong place, | 


20 of our men were ſlaine there,and threeſcore hurt. 


On the 28 of May,his Excellencie ſummoned thole of the fort of | 


Slochteren,who refuſedto yeeld,yet they fled away by night,as did 
thoſe of the fort of Hagenbrug,8 other Skanſes. Before the taking 
of theſe forts chere was ſcarciticinthe camp,theſeskonſes encloſing 
all the paſſages, bur afterwards all things were verie cheapethere, 
by reaſon ot a channel they made, by which all proviſions were 
brought to the great campe by boar. 

His Excellencic had with him more than fixtie pieces of ordnance 
of all ſorts; and the better to plant his caron, was conſtrayned to 
begin a farre off, becauſe the towneſmen madea hierce counterbat- 
teric vpon him, for they had ſtore of orduance,with more than 4oo 
great barrels ot powder and other neceſlaries, ſo as tew rownes in 


the Netherlands were ſo well prouided. The towne is verie popu- | 


[ous,and the Burghers trained yp in armes, of great antiquitie, and 
have along time lived in freedome : there was no garriſon in it,but 
the meaner ſort of the inhabitants ſerued in ſtead of ſouldiers, and 
receiued pay from the king of Spayne. Beſidetheſe, they had ſtill 
Verdugos troopes at their commaund, and now during the ſiege, 
five enſignes of old ſouldiers, vnder the condudt of colonel George 
de Lauckema, who lay without the towne in a ſtrong place called 


Schuytendiep, beneath the town walls,and were there readic ypon | 


any occaſion. 
Prince Maurice with his ordnance did no great harmto the town, 


whoſe rampiers,bulwarks & rauelins were exceeding ſtrong, from | 


whence they made aboue 4000 ſhot vpon the campe. 
They 1kewiſe made ſundriefallies, eſpecially vpon the Engliſh 
uarter , where, among others, the Capraines Brooke and Wray 
were ſlaine. Thoſe of Schuyrtendiep,alfo, did on atime inthe tren- 
ches , ſurpriſe Hittinga and Hardo, Capraines of two companies 
of Frizons, whoſe matches the raine had put out ; they flew fif- 
teen men, and tooke {euenteene priſoners, together with the two 
enſignes :

18 The towne ſhall be governed by the Magiſtrat, ſauing that 
he and thoſe ofthe comminaltie that are ſworne,ſhall for this once 
be eſtabliſhed by his Excellencie and Count Jiliam, wich conſent 
of the Councell of State; and euer after, the elefion of the Magj- 
ſtrat ſhall be done according tothe auntient cuſtdme: So as in ſtead 
of diſtribution of beanes (a ceremonie by them vſcd jthe ſaid lord 
Earle as gouernour may choſe fiue euen among the 24 that are 
ſworne, who ſhall proceed to election of the Magſtrat according 
tothe auntient cuſtome : and thisto continue foleng as the wars 
ſhall laſt. 


19 Againe,it ſhall not be lawfull tor any man by meanes of this 


vnion,to tranſport or refigne the towne of Groeninguen to any | 


king, prince, lord, or common-wealth, without the mutuall con- 
ſent of the ſaid trown,nor yetto build any new caſtle chere,to gard 
or countermaund it. 

20 The Magiſtracie and Burghers of Groeninguen,ſhal take the 
ſame oath to continue loyall,as others haue done.

but likewife how ſo ſmall a countrie hath beene able to make head 
againſt the mizhtieſt potentate of Chriſtendome, hauing not one- 
ly kepttheir owne, but inuaded him in bis owne land, as we alrea- 
die haue and will hereafter ſer down : Beftde,that rheſe conntries tor 
the ſpace of fortie yeares that the wars have laſted (contrarie to the 
nature of war) are become lo rich and potent, as inthe midſt of all 
theſe great lieves ſo dearely bought,they haue yet been abie to fend 
forth ſhips(with exceeding expence) to annoy their enemies, We 
will fuſt ſpeake ofthe Northern voyages, and of Noua Zemla, 
The vnited Provinces luing vndera free gouernement,having 
ſhaken off the Pope and kiug of Spaines yoke, excelling all nations 
in the world in nauigation an] number of thips, the countrie bee- 
ing fa'l of good mariwers and men skiltul in marine matters, wher- 
in they are more expertthan others,as appeares by their works and 
tearned Coſmographies, thought it fit to lay hold on that occafion 
which in former times had bin ſnatched trom them by their ſouc- 
raignes the Emperor Charles the 5 and his fon king Þhilip,ih regard 
of the Spaniards and Portuguiſe, who were firſt difcoucrers of the 
new & Eaſtern Indies; ſo as by aduiſe of divers Pilots and learned 
Coſmographers, they haue cauſed a way and paſlage to be ſought 
out to the North-Eaſt, to paſle by Tartarie to the countries of Ca- 
thay,Ching,and Eaſtern Indies,and fo to the Iflands of Iapan,Mo- 
lucques,8&c. which, by two voyages made by the Engliſh, the firſt 
by fir Francis Drake,and the other by Candiſh, who compaſled the 
world;hath bin more and more diſcouered. The Engliſhmen haue 
often ſought out this way to the Northward,as in aft 1553, by Hugh 
Willoughby 8 Rich.Chancelor-Willoughby wentinto Groenland, where 
he was frozen,and there found more than a yere after,tozether with 
his men and prouiſion. But Chancelor arrived in Muſcouy, and di(- 
couered that way which the Engliſh & Flemmings haueeuer ſince 
yearely vſed. After that, Setphen Burrows in anno 1556, and after 


him in the yeare 580, Arthure Pet and Charles Tackman Engliſh- | 


men, tound out a paffage by Way-gate rowardes Tartarie : And 
then Oliver Brunel! of Holland diſcouered the river of Pechora.

After him, 7ohn Dauies diſcouered two hundred leagues further, 
thinking to find America to bean Iſland , and ro aſſe behind the 
North to the Southward, and ſo to goe to China, but hitherto no- 
thing hath been done. | | 

In thus regard,the States ofthe vnited Prouinces, did,toward the 
end of the yeare 1594,ſent foure ſhips to thoſe parts, one, a ſhip of 
Amlterdam,vnderthe commaund of William Barrentſen ; one of 
Zeland, of Campeveer, vnder Cornelius Corneliſon;and one of En- 
chuyſen, with Tohn Hugh of Linſchoten, who had remainedin the 
Indies wuth 1/cbrand Tercales. All theſe ſetting faile on the fifth of 
[une, thoſe of Amſterdam tooke an higher courſe ſeuentic ſeuen 
degreesto the Northward(where in Auguſt they met with ſtore of 
yce and fea monſters) giving names to hauens : but the mariners 
being vnwilling, who feared that they ſhould not beable to paſſe 
forward, they reſolucd to returne. The two other ſhips met with 
[lands, vato which they gave names. Atlaſt, they likewiſe found 
a paſſage,cuen in a miſt, as it God had brought them ynto it , for 
which they thanked him. They found that ſtrait to be yerie com- 
medious and deepe, wherein great and ſmall ſhips might ride, and 
to be five or ſix leagues in length: and after that failed into a grea- 
ter, larger and warmer Sea , where they law the yce to melt before 
their faces, and ſo went to the coaſt of Tartarie neere to the river 
Oby,where they found Iflands,men,and a fertile ſoile, They gaue 
names to thoſe countries, and called the ſtrait, the ſtrait of Naſſau, 
and as they ſuppoſed they might haue paſſed on farther, if they had 
had commilsion ſo to doe, and more prouifion ; and fo rejoycing, 
they returned tothe ſtrait, ſetting vp markes everie where, and on 
the rags of September in anno 1595, they came backe to Am- 
ſterdam, — 

Vpon the report, the States reſolued to further the yoyage, be- 
ing defirousto plant the Chriſtian faith in thoſe countries, not af- 
ter the Spaniſh manner by force ofarmes,bur by Chriſtian means, 
dealing gently with the inhabitants, therby ſecking to augmer their 
nauigation,fifhing and trafique;this way being two thouſand Ger- 
man [cagues ſhorter than the Portugals yoiage,by the capeof Good | 
hope,much fater and free from Pirats, and leſle ſubje& to dileaſes, 

be- 
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becauſe they need not paſſe the Equinottiall lyne as the Portugals 
doe, foure times, forward and backward. 

The States of the vpited Proujnces, cauſed another yoyage to be 
made,and the yere tojlowing ſent forth'ſeuen ſhips ,wotrom Am- 
ſterdam,two from Enchuſen,two from Zeland,and one from Rot- 
rerdam : fix were loden with all kind of Merchandize and mo- 
ney,cucric og bauing his committee for traffike : the ſeuenth,be- 
ing a ſmall yeſlell, was commaunded to returne, ſo ſoone asthe o- 
thers were paſt the cape of Tabin (which they met with before 
they cometo the laſt point of Tartarie)to bring home newes of the 
other ſhips. Jacob de Heemskerck, was commurtee general ofthe fleet, 
and }Villian Barrentſon chiefe Pilot. Some of them were comman- 
ded to winter in thoſe quarters, to know how long the winter and 
| ycedoth continue, hauing tothatend prouifion withthem to make 
Stoues.The moſt learned Coſmographers doubt not of the paſlage, 
but onely of the promontorie of Tabins extenſion more to the 
Northward,which diuers thipke to be impoſlible, becauſe that cer- 
tain Indians (as Plinie writes ſeuentic & wwoyeres before the birth 
ot Chriſt) were by tempeſt throwne vpon the coaſt of Germanie, | 70g 7 tte 
and preſented to Quintus Metellus Celer, gouernour tor the Ro- —_— 
mans in Fraunce. Since then, ſome came, into Swethland , and o- þ =« ume ty 
thers (as Dominicus Niger writes) came in the Emperour Frederick the conf of 
Barbaroſſus time,in the yeare 1160,and after that(as Otho ſpeakesin | ©*"*** 
his Hiſtorie of the Goths) certaine Indiaps of the Eaſtern Indies 
were caſt ypon our coaſt : ſo as there js hope, that by the ſame way 
that theſe people came (beingaliue and io heath and not knowing 
any place)our men being wel furniſhed of all neceſſaries may mike 
diſcouerie,or may fal ypon the riuers of Oby and Quian, which go 
farrevp into Tartarie; trom whencethey may more and more dif- 
couer countries. If this paſſage could be found out, traffike would 
| bechanged ouerthe whole world , for thoſe countries do abound 
in filke, corton,wooll, lead,tinne,copper,gold,ſiluer, and pretious 
ſtones. The chicte aduenturers in this voyage, for Zeland, are, 14- 
cob Valck Trelorer ot Zeland , Chriſtopher Roelfins pentioner tothe 
States of Zeland,with diuers merchants,as Balchaſar Moucheronzand 
at Amſterdam,Peter Plantins , Iohn Innſon Charles, Dirrick de Ofſe,

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*| Jacob de Heemskerck, and the chiefe Pilot Ielliam Barentſoon ; and in 
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faylingtowards the North-Eaſt,in af 1595, they found too much 
yceat the ſtrait of Naſſau ; for by reaſon of contrarie winds they 
came thither roo late: and after ſundrie daungers and difficu] ics, 
without attaining their wiſhed Port, returned, on the 18 of No- 
uember, the ſame yeare, into the Maſe , not deſpairing for all that 
to find out the paſlage ſome other time. Whereupon , the ſame 
voyage was againe attempted the third time by the Magilſtrats of 
the towne of Amſterdam (becauſe the States of the ynited Prouin- 
ces were no longer willingto proſecute thardiſcouerie at the coun- 
tries colt, but promiſed to giue a good ſumme of money to him 
that ſhould find out the ſame paſſage) who,at the beginning ot the 
yeare 1596, manned forchtwo ſhips, and agreed with the mariners 
on two conditions, Viz. what to haue, it they performed not the 
voyage, and what recompence they ſhould have if they found out | 
the way to China : promiſing them great reward it they could dif- 
couer the paſſage. They tooke as few married men as could be, 
becauſe they would not haue them to returne home by their loue 
to their wives and children, before they had proſecuted the jour- 
ney.

Theſe conſiderations moued ſome to eltabliſha companie; and 
to ſecke meanes to trade t9 the Eaſtern Indies: ſo as in the yeare 
bt 1594, nine merchants of Amſterdam centred into an, aſſociation 
together, V/x>Henrick Hudde, Reynier Pats, Peter Dirrickſon Haſſe= 
laer, Iohn Ianſon Carrel, Tobn Poppe, Henrick Buyck, Dirrick de Oſe, 
Siuert Peter, and Aert of Grooteuhuys : theſe were the firſt th; 
traded to the Eaſtern Indjes,and weretermed; The farre companie. 
They built foure new ſhips, viz. two great ones of the /burthen of 
foure hundred and fixtic tunne,the one was called Mauritius in hoy 
nour of Prince Maurice, and carried fixe braſen, pieces, and foure- 
teene of yron, being well ſtored with ſmall ſhot, and manned with 
cizhtic toure men , hauing for Maſter Joby Janſon Molenaer, and 
Cornellis Houtman tor committee. The other was called Hollandia, 
manned with cightic fiue men, and carried ſeuen pieces of braſle, 
twelve of yron,with ſtore of ſmall ſhot : hir maſter was Tohn Dig- 
nuns, and the committee Gerard de Boninge. The third was termed 
Amſterdam, wherein were nine and fite men, fix braſen- pieces, 
tenne of yron, the maſter was John Iacob Schillinger, & the commit- 
tee Reynier de Hel ; it was of the burthen of two hundred tunne. The 
fourth was a pinnace called the Doue, of fiftierunne, manned with | 
twentic men, and carried two pieces of brafle, and ſix of yron, the 
maſters name was Simon echt. 
| Theſe ſhips being rig and ſet forth by the States of Holland 
| were bound for the Eaſt Indies, to begin the nauigation and trade 
of ſpice with the Indians,eſpecially there where the Portugals had 
no commaund thereby to auoyd Spaniſh impoſitions. 

Theſe foure new ſhips being well ſtored with all neceſſaries for 
a long voyage, and manned with two hundred and fiftic men,ſay- 
led from Texell the ſecond of Aprill 1595,and held on their courſe 
towards the Cape of Good hope, where by the waythey mer with | 
| a bv'y 28 Carrack, carrying the Archbiſhop of Goa'to the Indies, 
| which chey might haue taken , yet according to their commiſſion

Af the departure of the i|luſtrious, high, and mightie lord, 
Prince Maurice of Naſſau,8c.from the Hague on the one and | 
twentieth of Ianuarie 1597, he arriued onthe two and twen- | 
tieth of the ſame at Geertrudenberg,& there finding his armie rea- 
die,conſiſting of 6000 both horſe and foot, with all things neceſla- 
ric for his enterpriſe, he went ſpeedily and wkhout rumour the 
nextday,to a village called Rauels,ſome leaguediſtant from the ju- 
riſdition of Turgholt ; where his Excellencie cauſed his ſouldi- 
erstoreſt a while. Count Varax and the lord of Bolanſon, with 4 
regiments of foot, and 5 companicgpt horſe,had mtrenched them- 
ſelues in Turnholt : he having intelh1gence that his Excellencie was 
ſo neere,did, by the aduice of his Councell,cauſe the baggage to be 
| laden by vight,and ſent it away before, intending by breake of day 
to follow with his whole armie,and to retire fafely to Herentals. His 
Excellencic in like manner, on the 2.4 of the ſaid moneth;, cafly in 
the Morning did ſet forward,marching ſtil in this oxder wh 
waies would permithim. : 
The cauallerie bearing long Piſtols, made the vaunr-gard, and | 
was diuided into fixe troopes.

them to rout, went on and tel] ypon Count Sulfs regiment, with 
ſuch turic, asthe enemies wereonely content ro make light triall 
of their valour ; and beraking themſelucs to flight, lett Alonzo 
Dragon his cornet behind them. 

121: His Excellencie perceiving that the charge was alreadie gi- 
ue, ſent fir Robert Sidney, and fir Frauncis Veer (who till then 
had: cntertayned the enemie with-continuall skirmiſh) with cer- 
taine horleto cut off the enemies rereward. The reſt of the caualle- 
rie ſtayed neere to his Excellencie ro fuccour and: releeue the 
firſt, it need ſhould be, till atlaft, perceiving a manifeſt aduantage, 
all of them ina manner fell into# the battell. Count YVarax Gene- 
rall of the enemies armie was faing vpon the place, and all his 
men (beeing on cuerie ſide fiercely allaled) fell ro open flight ; 
which was to no purpoſe, as beeing on the one ſide. incompaſſed 
by our caualleric on a plaine ground, and on the other with a ri- 
er and trees: ſo as few ofthem could eſcape to the narrow way, 
and aboue two thouſand of them lay dead vpon the playne, and 
foure hundred were taken priſoners ; allthis was done in ſo ſhorr 
a ſpace,as the States footmen, notwithſtanding all their haſt,could 
not come in in time,bur before their ariual,the horſemen had got- 
tenithe vicorie. | 
»Theenemies cauallerie perceiving they could not well eſcape, 
ſome ofthe braueſt and moſt reſolute among them tothe number 
of 40,cauſed a trumpet to ſound a charge ,avd tel vpon thoſe whom 
indiorderthey ſaw tlified in pillage, making ſhew as if they incen- 
ded to-giue afreſh charge vpon 6ur men:whereupon;ſome of otir 
tmerous. cowards, fled towardsabe footmen. who were comming

Prince Mawrice lookt after his troopes of horſewhich he 
had reſerued for ſuccours, but in yayne: whereupon, he comman- 
ded the priſoners to alight from their horſes, who earneſtly beg- | 
ged for mercie, ſaying, That there was alreadie ſufficient bloud 
ſpiltto finiſhthe vicorie: yer diuers of them were ſlaine, and then 
we perceiued the want of our troopes of ſuccours ; but euerie man 
making haſt towards his Excellencie (eſpecially Marcelis Bacx and 
Edmunds) the enemic was ſo amazed as he againe betooke himſelfe 
to flight. 

El and thirtie enſignes were taken there,together with D. 4- 
lonzo de Mondragons cornet. Moſt of the baggage was pillaged.and | 
the dead bodies ſtript. More than two thouſand were ſlaine vpon 
the place ; for the countrie people reported that they buried a- 
boue 2250. 

The Lieutenant general La Bourlotte,with moſt of his captaines 
and officers were ſlaine there ; and not abouecight of the viors, 
among whom was captaine Donck, who died of his hurt, together 
with captaine Cabilleau of Flanders. | 

This gallant yiRorie was gotten by cight hundred horſe, but not 
without great daunger,ifthe enemichad beene diſcreet and wel ad- 
uiſed. There was one thing worthie of note. A certaine Roman 
gentleman (whoſe name was Septimius Fabins who deriued him- | 
ſelfe from the noble and aunticnt familic of the Fabj in Rome) ha- 
uing ſome commaund among the lralians , was deadly wounded, 
and lay among the dead; thoſe: that ſtript him perceiuing ſome 
life in him,and that he ſeemed ſome man of note, notwithſtanding 
that he was much disfigured with his owne bloud and that of o- 
thers,did in compaſsion take him thence,and halte dead as he was, | 
laid him on a horſe,and carried him to Turfhout, where viſited by 
Skilfull and caretull Chirurgians, he recouered his health, and was | 
afterward tor ranſome ſet at liberrie. 

There were foure or fiue hundred priſoners taken, among whom f 
wasa young Count Mansfelt, Hieronime Deutico one of Count Va- 
racx his Councel,the Marqueſle of Treuico his Lieutenantcolonel | 
and Serjeant Major. Aboue one hundred priſoners died of their | 
wounds, And thus his Excellencie returned towards Turnholr,and 
the runnawayes held on their courſe toward Herentals,where ſome 


his Excellencie giuen to his ſeruants, who carried it to Malines |

where his wife and children remained , and with them ſent a letter 
to Cardinall Albertus, where he offered to deliuer the priſoners, if 
he would keepe good quarter. But the Cardinall being too long in

daics: whereupon, he conſtrained the villages of Brabant to con- 
tribute towards it. "1; 

The boores of this countrie«al[led Tielſche-Heyde, did after 
the defeargather vp all the armor and weapons which they found, 
and laid them yp in a Church : thoſe of the towne of Dieſt, com- 
maunded themto bring them thither, and as ſix catts were loden 
with them, ſome of the garrifon of Breda-hauing notice thereof, 
tooke them away by torce,and broughtthem jot6 thetowne on the 
three and twentieth of Februarie; for a greater teſtimonie or tro- 
phee of their vitorie. 

The earles Hohenlo and Solms, fir Robert Sidney, and fir Frauncis 
Veer (whoſe horſe was ſlaine that day vnder hitn) were highly ho- 
noured for their wiſedome and yalour, as alſo other-caprainesand 


Bacxand Edmonds with all their officers atd fouldiers. 

That nightthe campereſted at Turnholt wherethe canon was 
left: the next day, the caſtle was battered, and after foe eightor 
tenne ſhot,thoſe of the gatrtiſon,commaunded by captaine' Vander 
Delft,yeelded ir on condition to haue thiir liuesatd/goodsfarted. 
The caſtle being ſtrongly manned , euctie one returned to hisgar-

T he heroicke afts of his Eucallencie 


was ſomething late ) to ſend an armie chat Summer into the 
field ; and to that end, commaunded the horſemen to arme them- 
ſelues after another manner, withour launces, appointing the light 
horſe or carabins to carrie a Petronel of three foot long, others, Pi- 
ſtols of two foot in length, and to be beſide armed downeto the 
knees, inflicting penaltic ypon ſuch as ſhold wantany part of their 
armes; their horſe were to bee full fifteene handfull high, and the 
men to weare caflaks. The Coundell of State allowed 3ocooo flo- 
rins monethly for the armie. There were two hundred foot com- 
panics and one andtwentie cornets of horſe in the States pay. But 
the fanterie lying abroad in garriſon, his Excellencie ſent but for 
ſixtic and eight enſignes and the caualleric , commanding them to 
meet on the 5 of Auguſt, ypon the Rhyne ata place called $. Gra- 
venweeert : for the Councell of State had determined and conclu- 
ded to beſiege the towne of Berck, tohauc a more free paſſage yp- 
onthe Rhyne. | 
According tothis Decree, his Excellencie with his trayne, and 


| moſt ofthe nobilitic, went from the Hague on the firſt of Auguſt 


rowards Vtrecht, there to prepareand aſſemble wagons for his 
journcy,and onthe fourthof Auguſt arriued-at Arnham, whether 
count William of Naſſau and his troops came vnto him. The counts 
Hohenlo and Solms came thither likewiſe, with the carles Erneſt and 
Lodwick. of Naſlau, together with young Count Henrie Frederick 
brother to his Excellencie, who was defrous then to trie his firſt 
fortune in the warres. From Arnham they went to $.Grauenweert, 
where they found thirteene enſignes of Engliſh tootmen, twelue 
of Scots, fiftcepe of Friſons, nine enſignes vader the commaund of 
Count Solms,cight vader the Lord Floris of Brederode,and 6 com- 
maunded by the Lord of Duycnyoord, with ſome twentie or one 
and rwentie cornets brauely mounted.

The fame night they began to draw trenches from his Excel- 
lencies campe to the towne,and the next day the quarters of counts 
Hobenlo and Solms were entrenched, His Excellencie likewiſe cau- 
ſeda bridgeto be made whereon to paſſe ouer from his own camp 
into a little Ifland , and ſo from thence vnto the other fide of the | 
Rhyne,the better to get forrageand prouiſion, 

Three canon being afterward planted,a great tower(from whence 
the towneſmen continually ſhot into the campe and trenches)was 
fiercely battered, as alſo another called the Toll-tower, andthe 
Rhyne Port,that our men might worke ſafely inthe trenches. Two 
other pieces were likewiſe planted _ the Bulwarke be- 
fore Caſtle Port , which played ſo fiercely on the fifteenth 
and ſixteenth of Auguſt, asthoſe of the towne were enforced the 
ſame day to abandon the great Tower , from whence they had

; ted in ſundrie places to batter the rowve on all ſides ; yer be-

done much miſchicfe , and ſhot through his Excellencies Tent. 
The ſixteenth of Auguſt at nighr,twentie foure canon were plan- 


cauſe the trenches were not ſo necre the towne as it was expeRted, 
his Excellencie would not as then ſyfferthe batterieto bee made, 
but cauſed a gallerie from the Eaſt fide ofthe bulwarke before the 
caſtle-port to bee made for the ſumme of one thouſand two hun- 
dred florins, which was promiſed to bee finiſhed in foure dayes. 
The nineteenth of Auguſt, as thetrenches began to approach the 
one ſide of the halfe moone, which lay without the Bulwarke of 
the Toll-rower before the Rhyne Port, they did let forth the wa- 
ter of a ſmall river called the Niep, which was kept in before the 
halte moone by a ſluce.

Some houre after the parley , the batterie was renewed ; 
it was verie furious and laſted til] five of the clocke in the evening, 
hauing inall , wade aboue two thouſand ſhot, in which meane 
ſpace, Count Williams men by fauour of the canon gained the halfe 
Moone, and his Excellencie the better to win time (notwithſtan= 
ding that ſome thought it fit to tarrie the towneſmens leiſure) did 
againe ſummon the rowne, which now began to be ſomewhat rer- 
rified, for the ſouldiers on euerie fide approached it, and ſtood in 
order of battaile. Whereupon,they within ir,ſent 4 commiſſtoners 
mvix.captaine Benting, 01d captaine Dulken, the Admerall Paſman, 
and the Quarter-Maſter of Count Hermen of Berguens regiment, 
and in.counterchange of rhem, the caprainesSchaef, Jngelhauen, 8 
Waddell were ſent intothe towne: | 

After long conteſtation and earneſt entreaties, his Excellencie 
was content to let them depart with their cnfignes, armes and bag- 
age,lcauing out thearticle of nor ſeruing on this fide the Maſe for 
4 ſpace of three monerhs, promifing thatthe Burghers ſhold en- 
joy their priuiledges,and ypon the 21 of Auguſt they departed yn- 
der the condut of the Gouernour captaine Snarere, with 5 enſigns, 
being in all,ſome nine hundred men, vnto whom his Excellencie 
lent ſeuentie or cightie wagons, for which,Captaine Bentings ſonne 
remayned hoſtage. The ſameday,they went to the rowne of Guel- 


ders, where they could not be ſuffered to enter, and there tarryed | 


with their conuoy. 

Buton the two and twentieth of Auguſt, becauſe thoſe within it 
would nor furniſh them with viRuals, or elſe, for ſelling them at 
too hight rate, they thereupon/quarrelled wth thew'that had the 
gard ot the gates, and forced their entrance intothe towne , where 
they beganamurinie,crying out for money money, notwithſtan- 
ding that Count Heyrie of Berguen lay there. T he gÞrrifon of the 
towne tooketheir part;andexpulſed Count Henrie and all the cap- 
taines, The Lords of G:leyn, Vienham, 8& Grammay oftered them 
2 monethspay, which atisfiedthem nor, but they kept Vrenhan 8 
Grammay as priſoners. Aftes that, Count Herman camieto appeaſe 
them,bur in vaine ; whereupon, he departed with his forces ro Ar- 
ſen,where heaſſembled ſome 3000 men. 

Io this manner did the towne of Rhynberck yeeld to Prince 
Maurice, bein beſieged tenne dayes, and hauing recciued 2870 
ſhot, Great tore of ordnance was found in it, wiz.

ſunke, and two great Ferrie-boats which were made at Coloigne, 
with which they hoped to-haue done ſomenotableexploit,belides |- 
other prouiſions. 

His Excellencie did forthwith repaire the ruined places, and 
cauſed the trenches to be leuelled; and becauſe Captain Schaef had 
valiantly behaued himſelfe inthat ſiege, he made frm gouernor of 
the towne, and gaue him ſix enſignes of foot, well furniſhed with 
munition and vicuals. 

The towne being taken,the commiſſioners of Coloigne,by ver- 
tue of their letters of credence, would haue had our men to haue 
left it to the, ſaying it was theirs: this could they neaer obtayne 
of the Spaniards, though it had beene gone with oaths. But 
in regard it was woon with ſo great colt tothe ynited Provinces; 
and that neither his Excellencie nor commiſſioners ofthe Coun- 
cell had any authoritie to graunt their demaunds,it was-flatly deny- 
ed, and they were referred to the General] States. £ 

The nextday atter the towne was yeelded , which was, the one 
andtwentieth of Auguſt,Count Herman came to Gelder with 2000 
foot,and cight cornets of horſe; the tanterie was conducted by D. 
Alonzo de Luna gouernor of Liere, & the caualleric by D-Franciſco 
de Padiglia ; their intent wasto haue put ſuccors into Berck;but y 
on intelligence that it was yeelded,he returned to Arſenneere © 
Maſe, which he croft, ſtill thinking:on the defeat at Turnholt : he 
ſent foure hundred men to the towne of Meurs, beſide the 200 
whom he had alreadie ſent thither from Maeſtrecht two:dayes be- 
fore. And the better to ſecure the ſayd Garriſon, heecomaunded 
Captaine Armult Boecop, Lieutenant to the gouernour,to abandon 
Camullos fort, and to retire with bis men.into Meurs, which the

The next day,which was the third of September (after that the 
Gouernours wife was come, for whom Prince Maurice had ſent a 
trumpet to a place called Lint in the countrie of Couloign with 
certaine wagons) they went their way according to the accord, 
being eight hundred and thirtie men (among whom were certayn 
Spamards, and likewiſe an Enagne-bearer of the caſtle of An- 
tuerpe) with their enfignes, armes and Daggage , and a ſmall

cop was caution. Sixe pieces of ordnaunce were found in the 
caſtle, 4 of batterie, one canon of an extraordinarie weight, one 
demne canon , and two field pieces.

In the meane time, certaine light skirmiſhes were made ,butto 


ſmall purpoſe: they laboured hard neere to the gate called Belte- 


| morport,to draine the water forth of the ditches, which at laſt was 


done by night on the fiue*and twentieth of September. His Ex- 
cel lencies Maſter of the fire-workes,did his beſt to ſhoot wild-fire 
into the towne,the which ar laſt he did at three ſeuerall times, vi- 
delicet, nthe foure and twentieth of the faid moneth-in the night, 
which itthe Burghers had not laboured to-quench, a great patt of 


| the towne would haue beene conſumed to aſhes ; forthe ſouldi- 


ers ran tothe rampiers, and ſuffered the houſes to burne, ſo as moe 
than-toitie houſes were burnt downe to the ground; and on the

| Though the rowneſmen had made an halfe Moone inthe bulwark 


called Lebeider, and begun another in that ofthe Hoſpital] , per- 
ceiuing their ditches to be drie,their towne much annoied by fare, 
and that 7 galleries were brought euen to theverie rampiers, after 
that Groll had beenertwice ſummoned, they ſent their commiſſio- 
ners to his, Excellence on the eight and twentieth of September, 
who conferring a long time with. him, would not bee drawne to 
grauntthemtheir horſe and enſignes,yet at laſt he graunted it, and 
was content they ſhould depart with their goods and armes, on 
condition that they ſhould not beare armes on this ſide the Maſe 
againſt the vnited Prouinces'for the ſpace of three moneths, and 
ſhould deliver vp al the bookes,writings and records of the coun- 
trieto thoſe of Gelders andthe countie of Zutphen : thereupon, 
he gaue them wagons and a conuoy as farreasthe Rhyne, and was 
content to ſuffer the Clergie and others to remaine freely there;'or 
elſe to departthence at their owne pleaſures. | 

The eight and twentieth of September,in the Morning,afterthat 

his Excellencics gard, with thoſe of count Filliamof Naſſau, and 
\ Count Hohenlo, together with ſome vinetie wagons for the bag- 
gage, had centred the towne, thoſe within! it departed thencein the 
afternone(the ſick & wounded excepted, who were carried thence 
10 Wagons.) 

Captaine Bodbergue with his cornet and ſome cightic horſc,led 
the vaunt-eard ; afrerthem followed one hundred and twentie wa- 
gons, with an incredible number of women, boyes, and baggage: 
next them , followed Sanchio de Leyaand his troopes, em 
with fiftic three horſe : after him,twelue enfignes of footmen,of the

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companiesofthe Earles of Stierum ,Count Henrie of Berghen , :K« 
wert de Ens , Cortenbag , 'Malagamba, Franciſco de Robles, de Rykin, 
de Sande, de Fournean, de Decken,de Wormes,de Sickinga,all of theni

amounting/to twelue, They marched tus, firſt, ninetie toure mul- 
keticrs went betore, after them, two hundred and thirteene armed 
pikes, next, the twelue enfigues and eightie officers , and then 
two hundred pikes, and eightie muskeriers, making vp together 
the number, of ſeuen hundred and fiftie toot , and two hundred 
thirtie and five horſe . In the rereward was the Cornet ofcaptaine 
Paul Emilio Martinenga conſiſtmg of fittic launces and tortie foure 
Carabins. wm | 

All theſe were connoyed forth of the campe by foure cornets of 
horſe;8& marched towardsthe Rhyne beyond Emmerick ; an hun- 
dred men were ſlaine in this fiege. There was but one demie ca- 
non, three culuerings, with certaine bullets and ſmal ſtore of pow- 
der found inthetowne. | 

His Excellencie having thus by great ſpeed and Gods afl- 

ſtaunce woon this ſtrong Towne in eighteene dayes , mand it 
with fix foot companies, and: gaue the gouernement thereof. by 
Prouilo,to the Lord of Dorrt, cauſing the dikes and rampiersto be 
repayred, the forts and galleries to be broken downe, and tren- 
ches to be filled,and then gaue ſome eaſe and refreſhing ro his wea«

and to that end cauſed trenches and three platformes to be made 
before the two gates, and onthe Welt-ſideto plant the canon on ; 
It was effe&ed with incredible ſpeed,conſidering the place was ſea- 
ted in a mooriſh ſole : for, notwithſtanding the continuall rayne 
and bad wayes round about the towne, which made their appro- 
ches to be almoſt impoſſible, his Ex. ſo preuayled by fagots, on 
which he made wayesto bring on the ordnance, as he planted it, 
and had all things readie onthe 8 of Otoberto aſſault the towne : 
On the vinth day, hediſchargedthree yolleys, and afterward offe- 
red compoſition to the towneſmen;who in derifion crauingtwen- | 
tic foure houres reſpit, twentie canon played with ſuch furie ypon 
a bulwatke before the ſayd gates, from nine of the clocke in the 
Morning till tarce at afternoone, as thoſe within beeing terrified, 
did firft beat their drummes, and placed their hats vpon their 
pikes heads, and at laſt, withtheir wiues came to the rampiers and 
craued parley. But the beſiegers being inthe trenches,tooke two 
halte Moones that were before the two gates, and the Scots had al- 
moſt forced a way through the gate called Meſter-port : whereup- 
on, they within the rowne ran contuſedly to the caſtle , and for- 
ſooke the breach made in the bulwarke, which was firſt taken by 
the piouers and thoſe that were neere the bridges, not any one of 
them that ſtood readie for the aſlaujt, hauing broken their rankes , 
one ſouldier excepted , who mounting it and ſeeing no bodie | 
there, made (ignes to his fellowes, who preſently followed him, ſo 
as thoſe within were enforced to yeeld themſelues to his Excellen- 
cies mercie,who preſently impriſoned them,and though they had 
deſerued death , yet he ſaued their liues and ranſomed them at 
39co florins (the officers excepted) and on the twelft of October 
ſuffered two hundred men to depart thence, on promiſe not to 
beare armes on ths fidethe Maſe for the ſpace of three moneths. 
Two thouland and three hundred florins was dematinded for one 
hundred twentie three of Broeckhuyſe ſouldiers(bimſelfe-excepted) 
who payed one thouſand five hundred florins for his daughters 
ranſome, beſide that which he gaue for his enſigne Boetſelaer. For 
the ranſome of Captaine Gardots officers and fouldiers,which were 
ſcuentie ſcuen, one thouſand fixe hundred florins were demaun- 
ded, The Burghers ranſome was forgiuen them at the entreatie of } 
the ord of Tempell in regard of their lofſe ſuſtayned by fire,'and 
they in recompence gaue his Excellencie three tunne of Rheniſh

The fiege and taking of the Townes of Enſchede, Oldenzeel, and Oot- 
maeren, on the eighteenth,one and tweutierh,and three 
and rwentieth of Ottober 15 97- 


Is Excellencie hauing in this manner, by continuall labour 
and Gods helpe,woon this impregnablerowne in nine daies 
(for it was ſuppoſed to be ſtronger than Berck , Meurs, or | 
Groll) and giuen order for repayring the rampiers at the Coun- 
tries coſt, he did againe giue fome hte reſt and retreſhing to 
his ſouldiers,in regard of a great and labortous journey he purpo- 
ſedto make towards Enſchede, Oldenzeel , and Ootmaerſen , 
which would hardly beeffeced in foure dayes : but by his grear 
ſpeed the armie arrived before Enſchede on the 18 of Oober, 


which was fortified with an earthen rampier, and two dikes , the | 


one without, the other within: where the captaines Vaſquesand 
Grootrvelt ſent two men to his Excellencie to view his ordnance 
after that the towne had been ſummoned.and afterwards treated 
with him : whereupon, he licenced themto depart beyond the 
Maſe,on condition, nottoſerue the king of Spaiue for fo mo- 
neths next enſuing,and granted them a Conuoy to the ſayd river, 
According to which agreement, they departed thence on the 19 
of Oftober inthe Morning , and were in number one hundred 
andtenne men, for a while before, ſome 5o men that had gone 
forth a boot-haling, had beene beaten and taken priſoners by his 
Excellencies ſouldiers on the gy of Oftober. 

The next day,his Excellencie brought hisarmie before Olden- 
zeel (and preſently ſent two regiments, wiz. that of Count Solms, 
and that of Count Henrie his brother, with certaine horſe,and foure 
piece of ordnance, to Ootmaerſen ) which they ſummoned: bur 
Captaine Orho de Sande,with ſome 30 of the towne of Oldenzeel 
| | that were there, retuſed to yeeld it; on the zx of Otober,the ca- 
non was planted before Oldenzeel , and atterthree yolleys had 
been difcharged,they ſurrendred the towne vpon the ſame agree- 


mentas thoſe of Enſchede,and 13o men preſently departed thence. 
Dd Two 
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Two falconers,z yron pieces,800 weight of powder,2o0 of match 
with 112 bullets, & ſome other prouifions were found inthe town. 
— From thence he went to Ootmaerſen, which he preſen:ly ſum- 
mozed ; but the rowne being manned with ſfixe companies, viz. 
General| Billyes,the Droflart Egmonts, the gouernour Boymers,Her- 
man de Ens, Borchgraue,and Eylkema,they aunſwered , That if they 
ſhould oa a ſodaine yeeld the rowne,they knew not how to aun- 
{wer it. Thereupon , his Excellencie preſently cauſed trenches 
and batteries to be made,and diſcharged certaine volleis, whileſt 
the platformes were preparing for the batterie, which being rea- 
die, and the Burghers — greater miſchiete, certain men, 
came torch of the towne on the 22 of October at night, viz. Cap- 
taine Borchgraue, Egmonts enſigne , and the two Burghomaſters 
ofthe Towne, who after ſome parley, compounded with Prince 
Maurice the ſame night ateleuen of the clocke, according to the a- 
greement of thoſe of Euſchede ; it was ikewife concluded that all 
eccleſiaſtical perſons mightat their owne choyce cicher ſtay or de- 
part. The next day,inthe Morning, the garriſon left the :towne, 
which conſiſted of toure hundred men, and laid the faulton the 
Burghers feare and euill will,8& on their owne want. of ſouldjers. 

His Excellencie hauing vanquiſhed rheſeold captainesand{ol- 
diers, did on the 23 of Otober make his entrie into the rowne to- 
gether with the Princeſle of Orange (who for certaine important 
attaires was cometo the campe)and count William of Naſlau, where 
he tound three braſle pieces, many of yron;ardabout ſeuen thou- 
ſand weight of powder,and placed the companies ofthe Droflart 
Sallant 8 Taques de Meurs in garriſon there, making the ſaid Meurs 
gouernour,and ſent Captaine Potters companieto Euſchede ; ſo as 
his Excellencie in five daies , manned three townes with garriſon , 
and woon the whole Countrie of Twente. 

The foure and twentieth of October, he ſent to view the river 
called Dinckele, and made a paſſage ouer it; ſending the Droflart 
Sallant with tenne Cornets of horſe and ſixe foot companies: of 
Frizons, to prepare the way toward Lingen, and ro enuiron the 
ſaid towne. 

The fame day , the three young Earles of Benthem, together 
with Count Weda, came to his Excellencie at Oldenzecl, the like 
did the Commiſſioners of the goucrnement- of Munſter ,- His 
Excellencic ikewiſe fent Captaine Eunoot de Bout with Letters 

to 
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to the officers necre adjoyning , crauing their helpe in making a 
bridge ouer the riuer Amiſa, He reſolued likewiſe by the aduice 
of the general] States deputies, Councell of State, and thoſe of the 
countrie ot Ouer-Yſlel, to raiſe the Rampiers of the Townes of 
Euſchede and Otmaerſen;which within a while after was done,

latine the dowager, who remained there, trom whence the Prin- 
celle departed the next day,and his Excellencie went neere to Emſ- 
bnere where his arte Jav,which,on the 28 of Oober,crofſed the 
river Amiſa,and went betore the towne and caſtle of Lingen, 


Lingen isa frontier towne ſeated inthe fartheſt part of the low- | 


countries,it isa Seignorie, wherein is a towne,calſtle,and 4 viHages, 
which the Emperor Charles the fifth-vſurped by confilcation,jn the 
yeare 1546, together with the Countie of Teckelenbourg and the 
Seignione of Reyden,which he took from count Conradeof Tecke- 
lepbourg,who had an hand inthe league of Smalcald, makinpwat 
vpon him,and was therefore condemned as a rebel. Whereupan, 
the emperour gauethe. ſaid countie and Seignorie to Maximiliay 


of Egmond, Count of Buren, in recompence of his good {eruice. | 


Afterward,the carle was reconciled ro the Emperour, on this con- 
ditiongthat Lingen ſhould remaine ro Count Burey. But within a 
whule after, as Count Nicholas of Teckelenbourg, vucle to Conrade 
that was deceaſed,called the matter in queſtion, as a fee belotging 
to the Duchie of Guelders, the Emperour againetooke it wwto his 
owne band, and diſpoſed of it afterward according to his owne 
pleaſure. op oro af _—_— 

This towne was well fortified with Bulwarkes , Dikes and a 
ſtronggarriſon ; for beſide foure ſtrong bulwarkes in the Caſtle, 
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4 deſcription of | thetowne hat double rampiers and dikes, with foure-bulwarkes 
Eh. 7 | andthice ravelins, and ſix hundred ſouldiers in garrifon,compre- 
hended in three foot companies;and one Cornet of horſe, vnder 
the condud of Count Frederick of Berguen, the Droflart Indervelt, 

| Laukema, Verdugos Lieutenant, with all other neceſlaries belong- 
ing to a ſiege. 

Count Frederick had cauſed certaine houſes that ſtood nere the 
towne, to be burnt, becauſethe enemie ſhould not ſeaze on them. 
The next day the beſieged made a falley, burnta mill which ſtood 
without the towne, and skirmiſhed with the Scots, who did beat 
them in 2gaine, In the night, as our men beganto make their ap- 
proches , thoſe in the towneand caſtle did nothing all that night 
and- moſt partof the next day , but diſcharge their ordnance, fo as 
the: whole towne ſeemed to be on fire. 

The thirtieth of Oober, ſixe enſignes of Frizons came to the 
campe, and the beſieged about eight of the clocke the ſame eue- 
ning, did; with one thouſand five hundred men, aflaile the gard 
ot Frizons , where captaine Peter Leenwaerd , his Serjeant, and 
two or three ſouldiers were ſlaine, after which,the towneſmen with 
| ſomelofle retired. | 

The ore and thirtieth of Ofober, and firſt of Nouember, cer- 
tairie canons were planted, and our men beganto batter the forti- | 
fications, the better thereby to make their approach.

with gun powder, which beeing perceiued bythe beſieged, they 
Hung forth wild-fire ypon-our ſouldiers ,'whith burnt diuers of 
them, together with certaine Myners : this happened orthe 5 of 
Notember.

 Thefameday,the EmbaſiJJors of Denmarke arrived, viz, the 
224 'Chan- 
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Chanceller J/iefalt, and the Lord :Barnekou, with a-great traine. 
and ftrong Conuoy,, they came-from..the Hague and-paſled by 
| Swoll:, ro. come and ſee the campe , vilitzvg-the.trenches, bur 
not without admiration wondenvg at. and commending our 
Skill in martial! matters. The next day,rhey departed thence,and 
were ſtrongly conuoyed rowards Dulmenhorſt. 

The fame day, the workes were-well aduaunced, and the 6 of 
Neuember, three galleries were made, which. were bargained 
to be. done, the one tor one thouſand ſix hundred, the other for 
onethaoſand fiue hundred, and the third for one thouſand toure 
hundred flerims; this money was more bountitully beſtowed, be- 
cauſe the'Siates of Holland had ſent 10000 florins to the campe 
for payment of the workes : ſo as betore Molen-port and Leuck- 
portour men were gotten 1nto the rauelins, to Jeuel| the cauſies 
which kept the water.in-the dikes, 

The (eyenth arid-erghth of November, the beſtegers began to 
ſcyzevypon the rauelins before the gates, and to ler forth the wa- 
er. The vunh of November, amllerie and muniton came to 
the campe: whereupon, three dayes after, his Excel[encie made 
another batterie, with foure andtwenne pieces of ordnance yp- 
onthe caſtle;and atter that, yponthe rweltth day,he had battered 
the torufieations for eight houres ſpace, and vuder fauour of the 
canon, began to yndermyne two bulwarkes: , he ſummoned the 
towne : thereupon, the townelmen:craued an houres reſpit tor 
comlultation, and a ceflation of the ordnance and Myne , but his 
ExceHencie would giue them nome; fo as they demanded two 
hoſtages tar.two ottheir men whomthey would ſend vnto him,

thatallthe officers and-Burghers might remaine fix weekes1n the

| his capitulation was made-inthe prefence of the Earles of 
\Luecubourg, Lippe;Swattzenbourg , aud'Benthem, who were 
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come to the campe to ſalute Prince Mawrice. The ſame vight count 
Solms,Count Lodwick,and Count Erneſtus went to ſup1nthe caſtle 
-| with Count Frederick of Berguen and his brother Adolph, and re- 
turned at night tothe Campe, where gards were euerie where 
laced. 
, The thirteenth of Nouember, Count Frederick requeſted that 
he might remaine there that day, which was graunted on conduc 
on that his men ſhould leaue the Caſtle, and Captaine Marti 
Cobbe with his companie was ſentinto the Caſtle,and Captaine Te- 
| linghen with his companies into the Towne,wherethey tound one 
canon, two demie canons, one Culuering, three demie Culue- 
rings, one Falcovet, and two*morters, with 12000 weight of gun- 
owder. 

The foureteenth of Nouember, the garriſon went away, it con- | 
ſiſted of 500 foot,and one Cornet of 50 horle, and the firſt, night 
they lodgedar Salsbergue in the land of Munſter. The ſame jm 
his Excellencies troopes began likewiſe to march, the horſemen, 
through Munſter towards Berck,and the Fanterie to Swoll , there

The fifteenth of Nouember, his Excellencie , Count William, 
and the reſt of the armie departed from Lingen , and went that 
night to VIſen, where the next day they ſeperated therſelues;cach 
one going to his garriſon, 4-0 

Prince Maurice in all his exploits is highly to be commended, 
for his great and continuall ſpeed, wiſedome, and skill in marwall 
matters, hawiwg 1n three moneths ſpace obtained ſuch greatand 
notable vidories ; for in theſe ations (befidethe Daniſh Embaſſa- 
dours, and the commiſſioner ofthe townes and Countries of Co- 
logne, Munſter, and Oſnabrugge ) there were two Dukes ,/ nite 
Earles, with many other Lords and Noble men, which camein 
perſon to his campe to ſalute and congratulat him, and ta/ be eye- 
witneſſes of his vitories and yalour. In theſe actions/he did-in' a 
ſhort ſpace vanquiſhtwo thouſand men on the larther fide of the 
Rhyne, inthe townes of Berck,Alpen, and Meursyand on the hi- 
ther ſide thereot, ſixe and twentie toot companies, and foure'Cor- 
nets of horſe , all old ſouldiers vnder thecondu&(of rwo' Earles, 
ſundrie old Colonels, Captaines and other officers, which lay 1m 
ſtrong walled Townes and Caſtles.

So as in theſe exploits, he did not onely win nine'Townes y'and 
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ye caſtles mapned with ſtrong garriſons, but three Counties,and 
three Seignorjes,crofhing ſeven rwers,foure with bridges, 8& three 
without, and ercby ſecured the paſſages on the Rhyne , Coun- 
cries of Zutphen,Ouer-Yſlel, Twene, Drent, Frizcland, and the . 
Qmmelands,which isin a manner the fourth part of the ſeuenteen 
Provinces of the Netherlands as they are reckoned ; at thattime 
when Cardinall Albertus had threeſcore thouſand men in pay, 
and hjmfelte in perſon in the field, comming from Amiens in P1- 
cardic in November, before Oſtend, with which he durſt not then 
meddle.

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F A recitall and deſcription of the fiege of Bommell, and how it 
Was raiſed in Anno 1599. 


A Frer the conqueſt of {0 many ſundrie Townes, we are next to 
X ſpeake of the ſiege of Bommell , and of the enemies entrance 

into.the Iand called Bommels-weert ynder the condud of 
the Admerall of Arragon: and forbetter recitall thereof , we will 
make ſome briete deſcription ofthe towne. 

Bommell.isa frontier Towne vpon the confines of Guelderland 
towards the South,and ſtands yponthe riyer Waell on the North 
fide ofthe Ile of Bomnell:it is ofq reaſonable bigneſle, and excee- 
divg ſtrong by nature : it was firſt walled, by Duke Ocho , vader 
whoſe gouernementthe Countrie of Guelderland and the number 
.of townes in.1t were much augmented. | 

The river Waell doth notonely.make Bommell commodious 
for rrathke',, but impregnable onthe Narth fide and free from all 
inuaſion. The Countrie about it is verie Jow, and not alone ynfit 
for Mynes,butfor conunuance of any [qng fiege,for in winter , by 
reaſon of great waters and onerflowing of riuers , it inforceth the 
enemic toleaue the, field. Belide her naturall ſtrength, it hath 
| þbeene ever well fornfied with bulwarkes and Towers, and is 
| | equiroved with a double rampyer and dike, as the Reader may 
perceiue by.the Map. 

From the beginningof the Low-Countrie warres till this day, 
Lcach partic hath laboyxed to. become Maſter ofthis rowne in re- 

d of her. firyation, eſpecjally,the, united Provinces, becauſe jt I 
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ſerues as a rampier againſt the incurſions and inuaſioh of their e- 
nemies, and1s aftrong and ſure key to their confines, which they | 
likewiſe fortunarly obtayned by meanes of thoſe of Gorcum, who 
tooke it in anno 1572.,and haue kept it till this preſent,notwithſtan- 
ding the enemies many attempts , and daily diligence of the Spa= 
niſh commaunders , who haue often gone about to become Ma- 
ſters thereof, and to rake it from them : As in Anno 1599, when 
they brought their whole ſtrengthinto the Ifle of Bommell, ynder 
the condutt of D. Franciſco de Mendoza high Admeral of Arragon, 
and beſieged the towne with the bulwarks and forts round about 
it. And becauſethis ſiege of Bommell, together with the raiſing 
thereot, is one of the notableſt exploits of warre done in the Low- 
countries, we will briefely ſet downe,the moſt remarkable matters 
which were there acted , intreating the Readerrto takeitin good 
art. | 


The Admerall of Arragon, hauing aflembled all his forces ly- 


ing on the Empires territories and neutrall countries, did, on the | 


ſixteenth of Aprill,takea generall muſter ofthem, and onthe ſixe 
and rwenticth of the ſaid moneth , brought them before the im- 
pregnable fort of the Iſland called SGrayen-weert;whoſle garriſon 
was fo ſtrong ard well prouded of all neceflaries, as it was to be 
preſumed , that the Spaniards would not haue dared to hope for 
the winning ot it, eſpecially 1n view of the States armie,which hin- 
dered them from encloſing it. Their weakeattemprs likewiſe,and 
the eucnt thereof ſhewed that they aimed at ſome other place, and 
that this was but a counterfeit fiege,onely to draw the Stares atmie

Our men laboured verie hard from foure of the clock in the 
morniog till fix at night, without any let of the enemy, but when 
the halfe moone was almoſt finiſhed, he then ſhewed himſelfe 
with certaine troups of horſe and foot, thinking thereby to draw 
qur ſouldiers into an ambuſcado; who vpon intelligence that a 
great troupe of horſe lay behind a banke,would not go forth. 

The enemy within a while after,returned withz500 Spanyards 
and Icalians, who ynder the condu& of Zapena gaue a furious al- 
fault to our halfe moone,and with them a great number of monks 
and Clergie men, who came with croffes and banners to encou- 
ragethem:but our men did valiantly defend the halfe moone and 


repulſed the enemie, notwithſtanding his fierce affault,in which | 


many of them had gotten ouer the pal1zadoes, fighting hand to 


| hand withour men,and killing one another with puſh ofpike. 


Thoſe of Voorn, Varizck,and Heeſlelſchen-weert,did continu- 
ally with'their caaon and ſmall ſhot, play ypontheenemizs,ſo as 
inthe end they were to their great diſgrace enforced to retire,lea- 
uing moe then 700 dead men behind them, (among whom were 
diuers Captaines and Commanders)befide thoſe that were hurt,of 
whom 150 diedin Sertoghenbusk. This affault continued two 
houres long,and yet there were but 8 of our menlaine,and ſome 
20 hurt. The enemy had brought two field peeces to batter the 
halfe moone,but did not hurt one man of ours, and in his retreat 
loſt 96 men, among whom one of the aboue mentioned monks 
was found, being armed with many holy reh1ques which did him 
no good, hedied with his armes full of palizadoes which he had 
valiantly pluck yp. 

The ſame day, the enemies with 2 demy canon which wereſent 
them,ſanke one of our boats neere to Herwaerdeo, but the men 
were ſaued,ſome fix or ſeauen excepted, that wereflaine and hurt.

Theſe are the moſt liKelie reaſons that moued the enemie to 
keepe his'armie fo Rag time inthe Ifle-of Bommel, without 
afiy other »xploits;/to theſe, ah other may bee added, whichis , 
that they thought goodtotarriethere, in regard of the fitnefſe of 
che place, from whence they might make atremprs on the neigh- 
bour c6wnes of the vriited Prournces, as they had alreadie done 
von Worcum, Breda;and Nimmeguen ;but by Gods aſſiſtance 
andthe carefulneſſe of our commaundersittooke none effe. 

My Lords the States of the ynited Proumces , ſhewed them- 
ſe]aes verie catefall for the defence of this towne, yeaſome ofthe 
Generall States,and mbſt of the Councell of State,came in perſon 
ro Bomme1l|; not without great daunger of their liues ; for Dink 
bullets did nor onely flie ouer the late Martin de Roſſem Lord of 
Pouderoys houſe , where they were aſlembled, but pierced 
throught. 

The Provinces did greatly further this bufineſle, for they fur- 
niſhed the Campe i all neceſfaries, and all that Summer kept 
two hundred and eightie boats in pay,three hundred ſeuentie nine 


two hundred and three Bridge-Maſters, aud other ofhcers fit for 
ſuch ſeruice. To conclude, the extraordmane expencein boats, 
wagons, drawing horſe, munition , and prouiſion for the ord- 
nance and officers thereof, did ſtand the Prouinces that Sum- 
mer (beſidethe ſouldiers pay) in twelue hundred thouſand flo- 
rins.

| "He'Stares of thevuited- Netherland Provinces, did, jnthe 


beginning ofthe yeare 1599, lay a general impoſition on their 
wealthiefl labjetts , Ks bs two beech penie of 
their goods, which they volumarily graunted. Whereupon, they 
concluded , belide their other enterpriſes, ro ſer forth a mightie 
flzet, coinuade the King of Spaines dominions, as the Englithmen 
had often done with goodſuccefle. » rjire 
Andtothis end, diuers ſhips were -rigd forth the ſame yeare 
in the havens and Merchant Townes 'of Holland and Zeland, 
and many mariners were taken into pay over all the vaited Pro- 
uinces. Some of theſe ſhips were Jouble mand and victualledfor 
along voyage, the reſt, onely to cotitinte in oxdinarie places. 

Thoſe which were double mand were chictely bound torthe 
Welt-Indies ; others onely for the Canartes to conuoy them, and 
to alliftthem by the way. All theſe veſſels were ſtrong, tall, well 
built, and ſwift of ſaile. The greateſt ofthem was a ſhip of Am- 
{terdam, ſtrongly built,and well furniſhed for warre. 

The chiefe commaund of theſe ſhips-was guen tothe Adme- 
rall Perer Vander Does, a diſcreet and valiant gentleman,well expe- 
rienced in martiall matters,both by ſeaand land, as itappeared 1n 
anno 1588, inthe defcatofthe Spaniſh fleer, and more eſpecially in | 
this preſent ation. All the Captaines, officers, ſouldiers and ma- 
riners were valiant and skilfull men. Their ſhips being readie,did 
ſet ſaile on the foure and rwentieth and fine & ewentieth of May, 
forth of ſundrie Hauens, and on the five and twentieth, at night, 
came before Fluſhing, which was the Rendezvous, the whole 
Fleet covfiſting of 72 ſaile,all of them wel prouided of ordoance, | 
munition,and other neceſlaries. 

The Admeral was called Orange,he great ſhip of Amſterdam 
was Vize-Admerall,but being asthen ſcarce finiſhed, ic a

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for atime at Texell, and the 3o of May it followed the fleetand 
ouertooke it on the coalt of Spaine beforethe Sea Towne cal- 
led Groine. 

The 26 and 27 of May, the fleet ſtayed before Fluſhing tore- 
cetue directions from the Admerall,and on the 28-weighing an- | 
kor, they ſet ſaile from Fluſhing with a Northerhe wind, dire- 
&ing their courſe Eaſt-South-Eaſt, The whole fleet was diuided | 
into three {quadrons, the firſt ynder the Admerall Vander-Does, 
who carryed an Orange colour flag ; the ſecond,vnder John Ger- | 
brant/e# with a whute flag 5 and the third,vnder Cornelis Geleyn of 
Flufhing. bearing a blew flag.as rere-Admerall. 

In this order the fleet departed, and on themine and twentieth 
came in view of Calice, where the foremoſt ſhips ſtayed for thoſe 
that were behind. Inthis place, the Admeralldid twice ſend for 
all the Captaines to come-aboord his ſhip, firſt,to holdamarnall 
Councell, after which, two Brigantines were ſent from the fleet; 
and the ſecond time to acquaint them wath his intent, and other 
neceſlarie aftaires, giuing to each of them a ſealed leter, which 
wasto dire& them how to order themſelues in any difficulties that 
ſhould happen. w 

This ſending forthe Captaines was ſignified from the Adme- 
rall by ſhooting oft apiece of ordnance,and by diſplaying in the 
ſterne two of che Princes enſignes. The ſame night, the fleet did 
againe ſet ſaile, & doubled the point of Zarrenes, there comming 
to an anchor,expeRingtheVice-Admeral of Amſterdam. | 

Bur all thatnight they could not deſcrie her ; fo as in the Mor- 
ning, on the thirtieth of May, they went forward with a North- 
| welt wind, ſhaping their courſe Eaſt-North-Eaſt , and about 
| Noone they came necre to Beuerfier, with a faire wind which did 

blow from Welt-North-Welſt,but rowards night they were be-

In ſome fort to hinder the preparation of that Spaniſh Fleet, 
and there ro deſtroy the Kg of Spaines thips and meanes, the | 
Admerall Vander-Does was commaunded to aflaile the Groyne 
with his fleet: MEE tg ts ” TT. * Ys 
To thisend, on theeleventh of Tune, the wind being North- 
Welt to the Weſtward, the ſix aboue mentioned ſhips wentbe- 
fore towards the Groyne to ſee how thi ngs were thefe ordered, 
direfing their courſe South-S9mh-Ealt cowards the Cape de 
Prior, where they ſtayed to the Southward of the Towne: Thole 
of Ferol deſcriying theſe ſhips,ſent forth two ſhalops ro know 
what they were, becauſe the day before, they had ſeene he fleet 
at Sea. Theſe ſhips went before the wind t6 atrendthele ſhalops, 
which ſuſpe&ing ſomewhat, kept aloofe off and would not come 

necre 
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neere,but our men cried.out aloud ſaying that they came from 
Hambourg,and that they were loaden with marchants goods,and 
onely wanted a pilot to carrie them into the Groyne. 

By this means our men got one of the ſhalops to come aboord, 
and tooke a Spaniard , but thoſe that were int made all the haſt 
they could to eſcape. The Spaniard whomethey had taken pri- 
ſoner, was one of the Kings ſeruants, and was come the lame day 
from the Groyne: He being brought to the Admerall, told him 
that ſome 4000 foot, & certain horſe,with 36 carts of filuer readie

Beneath the towne 12 great Gallons lay with certaine 
other French ſhips , which likewiſe diſcharged their ordnance 
vpon vs : yet their ſhot did no hurt to our ficet, onely one yeſlell 
was ſpoiled. 

The Admerall percciuing fuch reſiſtance, ſent for all the Cap- 
taines and Officers to come aboord his ſhip to conſult together 
how they might beſt aflaile the enemie: yer 1n regard the Citic 
was ſo well prouided, they thoughrit not fit to hazard the whole 
fleet,or for onetown to loſe their good fortune, in atchiuement of 
other enterpriſes. X | 

And therefore the fleet went thence, not medling with the 
towne, and becauſe it wasyerie calme weather, they cauſed their 


boars to towe their ſhips, lying ſtill open to the ſhot, both from 
the towne and caſtle, Which did them no harme.

Toward cuening the wind roſe,ſo as the whole fleet was vnder | 
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Saint Lucas is a towne in Andaluzia on the Southern coaſts of 
Spaine at the month of the Riuer of Seuill,in the height of 39 de- 
grees & 40 minutes: but the Admerall Yander-Does being alrcady 
gon beyond S.Lucas,left oft that enterpriſe, becauſe the time was 
to far ſpent,8& the wind Rood faire for the Canaries, makin pre- 
paration to inuadethoſe Iſlands, which are in number 7, viz.the 
graund Canarie, Palma, Tenerifa, Forteuentura, Fero, Gomera, 
and Lancerotta. They are not far one from another,and are ſeated 
betwixt 27 and 30 degrees from the line, they are all called Cana- 
ries after the name of the fernlelt of them, heretofore called Ca- 
narie, and now the Grand Canarie. 

Theſe Iſlands by ancient writers were in former times termed 
the fortunate Iſlands , in regard of theaboundance of all neceſla- 
ries and fruufulneſle of the loile,producing all things fic for the 
ſuſtenance of mans life, but eſpecially the grand Canarie,Palma, 
and Tenerifa , which do not onely produce all neceflaries in a- 
boundance, but likewiſe ſugars,wine,and oile,and ſuch like com- 
modities , wherewith they ſtore Europe and other Countries, 

Theſe Iſlands haue been a long time ſubie& to the Spaniards, 
who now remaine there, and are not inhabited by therr auncient 
inhabitants, who now are all rooted out. But by whom and how 
they were ſubdued and by what meanes they fell to the Crowne 
of Spaine 1s not certainly knowne ; this only cannot be denied 
that Forteuentura , Fero , Lancerotra,and Gomera, were the firſt 
that were taken,and the Grand Canarie , Palma & Tenerifa were 
longafter that Pagans. | 

evalour and crueltice of theſe Iſlanders, their diſcommodi- 
ous hauens,and dangerous ſea coalts,cauſed them ſo long to hold 
out againſt the Chriltians, whom they haue often repulſed with 
great loſe. The Flegt direRed it courſe towards the Canaries 
forcibly to inuade the Grand Canarie and Gomera, according to 
the appointment of my Lords the States. The Admerall ſent for 
al the Captains 8 Commanders 8 Pilots to conſult with thein a- 
bout the commodities of the ſaid Iſlands. He likewiſe diſtributed 
the Marriners vnder new Captains, 130 men ynder euery En- 
figne,8& gaue order for all things, inſtructing the captains how to

And becauſe the fleet did daily approachthe line,comming to 
the hotteſt part of the world,where too mucheating and drin- 
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king is very dangerous caufing ſundry diſeaſes, and commonly 
death, the Admerall did yerie deſcreetly moderate his ſouldicrs

ſentfor all the land and fea Captaines to aduiſe him in what man- 


ner to allatle the enemne and towne. 
The 24 of Tune the wind was {till North-North-Welt, & they 


went South-South-Eaft,ſo as roward euening they deſcried Lan-, 
cerotta, and bending their courſe thither-ward they went Eaſt to þ 


the Sourh-ward. The 25 of Iunc in the morning they came necre 


| to Lancerotra, and Forteaentura, which they might deſcrie, and | 


after noone, they doubledit , going towards the South-Eaſt a- 
long the Weſterne coaſts, and about Euening deſcried the grand 
Canarie; whereupon, they {truck faile, and tarried til] the ſecond 
watch,8 then did againe ſet forward, dire&ing their courſe Eaſt- 
ward toward the grand Canaries,which {tands1n the height of 28 
degrees on the huher fide of the line, and 155 German leagues 
to the South-Eaſt rowards the South of Saint Vincents Cape in 
Portugal, being 1n compaſle 260000 paces,amounting in all to 26 
German leagues. On the Eaſt fide of this Ifland ſtands a ſmall 
town called Allagona,wherein are aboue foure hundred houſes : 
It is the chiefe Towne ofallthe Canaries, and there the Iudges 
Courts both Ecclefſiaſticall and Civill , with the Inquiſitor of 
Spaine, andthe gouernor of the Iſlands for the King, doe refide. 


Through the Town runnes a ſmall ſhallow riuulet which deſ- | 


cends from the neighbour mountaines, and empricth it ſelfe into 
the ſea,& 1s 11 no ſort capable of ſhipping. The hauen of the grand 
Canarie hes foure hundred paces towards the North-North- 
Eaſt of Allagona,and 15 ofan indifferent breadth and depth : For 
defence of this Hauen, the King of Spaine had cauſed a'ſtrong 
Caſtle to be built, called Granioſa : Allthe fqrts of the grand Cana- 
riewere prouided of {trong Garriſons, munition, and other ne-: 
ceſlaries. 

The 26 of Tune, the fleet with a North-Eaſt wind entred the 
Hayen of the grand Canarie, andall of them together cameto 
an.anker bencach the Caſtle Gratioſa. 

Thereupon, the Spaniſh Governor came with ſeuen Spaniſh 
Companies to the Sea ſide, placing gards yponthe hauen,planting 


"three ſmall peeces of ordnance behind certaine bankesto hinder 


his enemies landing;

vponthe fleets arriuall the Gaſtle Gratioſaplayd furiouſly vp- 
on it, but the Admerall, vice-Admerall and thole ſhips which 
carried the biggeſt ordnance drew neecre the Caſtle and requi- 
ted it with the like. 

Two Spaniſh ſhips rode neere the Caſtle, one of which 
was ſunke , and the other together with a ſmall barke , was 
brought to the fleet.By this meanes the Caſtle was much weake- 
ned,and thoſe within it began to be diſcouraged,leauing off their 
furious ſhooting, notwithſtanding that they had alreadie torhe 
ſame ſhips and ſlaine certaine moriners. - -- 

Thereupon,the Admerall did preſently man his boats and lan- 
ded his men,& thoſe ſhips that could not reach the Caſtle,bent 


"their ordnance ypon the ſhoar driuing the enemie thence. Theſe 


boats rowed altogether to land-ward , where fora while they 
fought with the enemic. The Admerall perceiuing that the ene- 
mies would not remoue, and that the water was ſhallow, leaped 
vp to the middle in the Sea, and with his men marched brauely 
againſt them. A | 

By this means the Spaniſh troupes after ſome ſlight fight were 
beaten from the ſhoar,flying towards Allagona together with the 
Kings Gouernor,who loſt his leg : many were hurt, and ſome 36 
of them ſlaine. Ofour men, the Admerall at his firſt landing was 
hurt in the legge witha pike,and was in great danger, but he was 
reſcued by one of his ſouldiers who brauely ſlew the Spaniard 
that had hurt him. The Admeralls Lieutenant Generall was 
ſhot into the throat,and another Captaine in the head, and beſide 
theſe ſome 20 louldiers were ſlaine and wounded, The Admerall 
hauing woon the ſhear,ſent all the boats back againeto the ſhips 
to fetch more men,to the number of 2.4 Evſignes,which were d1- 
uided into ſeuen troups, and marched 1n order of battaile 21 in 
front. Thoſe in the Cate kept themſelves quiet, diſcharging no 
onefhot after our men were landed , waking ſignesas if they in- 
tended to yeeld, whichthe Admerall vnderſtanding, went thither 
with certain Captains and fouldiers,and at his arriuall, without a- 
ny capitulation atall they yeelded on diſcretion. There were 138 


men1in the Caſtle, mony had bin flaine and ſome fled thence ; | 


there were likewiſe g cat peeces in it and 6gf yron,with all ſorts 
of munition. Theſe 138 men were brought priſoners into the ſhip 
which was taken, captains except,whom the admeral keptnere 
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him to be by them inſtructed concerning the affairs of the Coun- | 
rey. In this manner, Gracioſa, the ſtrongeſt Caſtle not onely of 
Grand Canarie, but of al the other Hlands,waseafily taken,which 
was preſently manned with 80 ſouldiers, who threw downethe 
King of Spaines enſignes, and difplaied that of Prinee Maurice. 

Two Moores were at the ſametime brought to'the' Admerall 
which were taken in the mountaines , who becauſe they were 
found ſleeping could give no ceftaine aduertifement. 

In the might,z4 enſignes wenit towards Allagona, where they | 
diuided thewſelues into foure troups, the firſt placed themſelues 
beneath the rowne,the ſecond vnder the neighbour niounraines, | 
thethird vpon the ſhoare, and the fourth made the rereward : | 
Theſe foure troupes ſtood all night imbartailed, and the 27 of 
Tune by day breake, they cameal| rogether before Allagona :But 
the towneſmen defended themſelues, and ſhot fiercely from rhe 
Caſtle which ſtands on the North ſide, not without ſome lofle 
on our part. Thereupon, our men retired behind the neighbour 
hills, where they began ro intrench themſelues, and by that means 
ſecured themlelues Cen the Canon. | 

Thoſe of Allagona, perceiving our men to be intrenched, 
brought ſix ſmall Falconets von the hills , which they charged 
with woodden bullets, and did vs much harme, becauſe they kad 
ſo well planted theirpeeces: Tenne or twelue of our men went 
vp the hull, but returned without any exploit,oneexcepted which | 
fel] into the Spaniards hands,who did cruelly cut him into foure | 

uarters. This inhuman crueltie incenſed our men and cauſed 
” wk the ſame night,to doe thelike to a Spaniard. 

The Admerall percewing the enemies great reſiſtance,cau- 
ſed five peeces of ordnance to be brought from the Caſtle,which 
he had woone , therewith to makea batterie and by Canon ſhot 
co enforcethe Towne to yeeld. | 

Thoſe of Allagona made a counterbatterie,attempting by their 
ſhotto drive their enemy thence and to enforce,himto giueouer 
his worke. | 

But our men did yaliantly perſeuer, and in aſhore ſpace platt- 
ted the batteric meridia that divers of them were ſlaine 
by the towneſimen, and that wx planted three Canon, and ſhot } 
fiue or fix yollies into the Towne.

"That night all the Captaines with their 'companies were lod-' 
gedin houſes apart , and kept good gard euegrie where,for the e-.

The 2g of Tune inthe morning certaine mariners did raſhely | 
aſcend the hills, whom the enemie(which was skilfull inthe waies 
and paſlages)ſurprized and for the moſt part flew. | 


South fide of Allagona, but ſo ſooneas the Spamſh Garriſon ſaw 
our men,they preſently fled to the mountaines. 

Is Calticour men found three canon, with other munition, 
and it was manned with ſome few of our men. In the night the 
Spaniards came ſecretly downe the hill , ſurprized ourcentinell 
and ſlew him.

The Jaſt of Iune by day breake,our men begun to ſhip the 
wines and ocher goods. About noone fiue Spaniſh Capraines 
came to our centinells witha little flagge in; ſigne ofpeace, and 
were brought to the Admerall, and atter they had conferd with 
him, were againe ſent back to the mountaines; The enemie often 
times ſent in this manner, onely to ſpice what we did, whereupon 
the Admerall would no more tt with any that came, but on 
the ſecond of Iuly proclaimed by ſound of Drum that.every cen- 
tine)! ſhold ſend back all ſuch as came from the mountaines with 
flags of truce. | | 2 

The firſt of Iuly a Sermon of thankſgiuing was made in the 
great Church of Allagona by a miniſter of the Reformed Relig 
on,by whom thankes was giuen to God for their yiory obtay- | 
ned, earneſtly beſeeching him daily to increaſe itfor the glorie 
ofhis holic name and benefit of his Church, The ſame day , the 
Admerall ſent foureſhips to Sea, as well for other reſpeRs, as to 
erie their good fortune, and to lie in waite for certaine Spaniſh 
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chants. The ſecond of pay the Admerall commanded that no man 
without leauc ſhould attempt to goe vp into the mouncaines,be- 
cauſe that the ſouldiers raſh and vnaduiſed incurſions: had cauſed 
diuers of them to fall jnto the enemies h2nds. After dinner, one 
of our Brigantines tooke a ſmall Spaniſh Fiſher boar neere torhe 


brought to the Admerall,who impriſoned them. The fame night, 
the reſt of the goods were ſhipt , and the third of Iuly by day 
breake our men carried away the Bells, ordnance, aud munition 
which the enemie had Jett in therowne, aboord their ſhips, ma- 
king all thingsin a readiveſle for their ſpeedy departure trom the 


cution. 


taines whether the enemiie was fled, had determined ro affaile 
them andto take away thaſe goods which they had carried thi- 


marched vp towards the enemie, and gaue him a fu rious charge, 
but after ſome ſlight encounter, the enemie retired farther yp into 
the hills,1ato Caues and obſcureplaces, by rough and vnknowne 
waies, and our men returned without any exploit, and with loſle 
of ſome 70 men. The ſame day,the Admerall did fire the Town of 
Allagona , with all the Cloiſters, Churches, and houſes round a- 
bourit, raſing all the Caſtles, and ſo in good order , himſelfe and 
men leftthe Towneand returned to their ſhips. We were no ſoo- 
ner gon, but the enemies entred i;and labored to quench the fire, 
and often times ſhewed themſelues inſmal| rroupes, whileſt our 
men embarkeed themſclues , but durſt neucr come neere 'our 
boats. | 

The fift, fix, aud ſeuenth of Tuly the fleet remained in the ha- 
uen and Road of the graund Canarie, as well in regard of contra- 
rie winds and other impediments, as alſo to tarrie for the foure 
(hips, which had beeneſentto Sea. 

The Admerall in the meane time did carefully viſit the fleet, 


ted others. He likewiſe called all-rhe Captaines aboord lus ſhip 
and conferred-with them concerning the commodiries of the 
other Iſlands of the Canagies. 


Our men burut one of their owneſhips which at the fleets firſt 
arrivall

tookein the Road. In this meanetime cerrgine Spaniards came at 
ſundry times to the water fide with flags of truce , who 11 a boar 
were broughrto.the Admerall, and afterwards ſent back againe, 
after they had redeemed ſomepriſoners. ( 

The cight of Iuly in the morning , the fleet failed along the 
Coaſt of the Grand Canarie,and at the Nerth point met with the 
foure ſhips which had beene at Sea: So ſoone as they deſcried 
the fleet , they weighed anker, and did put to Sea with thereſt. 
Toward Euening the wind blew hard, ſo as the fleets courſe was 
ſtopt,which returned to the South-Eaſt poinc of the Grand Cana- 
rie, where they all came to an anchor in the view of Tenerif. The 
ninth of Tuly all the boats went on ſhoarto fetch in freſh water, 
vnſecne of the Spaniards. The tenth, the fleet did againe ſerfaile 
with aNorth-Weſt wind and were preſently becalmed. 

The 11 of Tuly in the morning, the wind againe was faire, but 
comming neere to Tenerif, the weather grew calmeand yerie 
changeable, ſoas the fleet was diſperſed, being not ableto hold 
on their courſe , but were enforced to come to an anchor twelue 
times1n one day. 

The twelueth of Iuly, the wind was more conſtant , ſoasthe 


| fleet directed it courſe towards Gomera.Gomera is the leaſt Iſland 
of all the Canaries, and hath a ſmall towne onthe South-welt part | 


thereof, with a ſtrong Caltleyponthe ſhoare. 

Towards euening the greateſt part of the fleet came vp toge- 
ther, & among others,the Rere-Admerall, Ian Geerbrantſon with 
his white flagge,who 1n the night with two other ſhips rodeneere 
the towne:Bur thoſe of Gomera began preſently to ſhoot at them, 
ſo as theſaid Admerall did ſpeedily fal off, and with as many ſhips 
as were neere him , cameto an anchor, waiting for the reſt of & 
fleet, which was farre off betwixt Tenerifa and Gomera. 

The thirteenth of Iuly before noone the whole Fleet came 
together and fayled towards Gomera, and doubling a poynt 
to the North-welſt of the Towne, they came to ananchor. 

The Admerall preſently ſent for all the Captainesand held a 
Martiall councell , acquainting them with what they were to do. 

Thereupon foure Enſignes of ſouldiers were preſently landed 
inthevalley,to aſſault the backſide of therowne , and to hinder 

the 
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| the enemies flight into the mountaines. 

-- Aﬀter that, the fleet went forward beforethe towne, on which 
it forthwith beſtowed ſome ſhot and tound no reliſtance ar all. 
Then the Admerall landed 6 Enfignes moe, who withour any re- 
ſiſtance entred the town and Caſtle : For lo ſoone as the enemies 
deſcried the fleet,they fled away like thoſe of Allagona with their 
wiues, children,and goods into the mountaives, hauing buried 
their bells, ordnance, wines, and other commodities heere and 
there in the fields. 

The foure aboue mentioned Enſignes perceiving the enemies 
flight,ſent a troup of ſouldiers beforeto intercept them,8& to take 
thoſe goods which they caried with them : But the Spaniards ha- 
uing notice thereof, hid themſelues in Caues and darke places,8 
ina valley incompaſled our men. 

Our men thus incloſed on every fide, made braue reſiſtance 
and ſlue many of the enemie /, andin the end after a cruel| fight, 
made way thorough them, and retired to the towne,hauing loſt 
ſome 70. or 80 men , among whom were two Lieutenants, 
which had behaued themlelues very valiantly, one of whom had 
receiued fiftie wounds in his body. ' 

After divner,the Admeral placed ſtrong gards euerie where, 
& commaunded the ſouldiers to ſearch the fields, where the lame 
night they found diuers pipes of wine. In the night our men took 
a Spaniard who by the Admerals command wascommuted to the 
Prouoſt Marſhal, to cauſe him the next day ta diſcouer ſuch goods 
as were hid:butabout midnight, by negligence of his keepers, he 
eſcaped, & ſo fled into the mountains. The 14 of Iuly in the mor- 
ning eur. men ſhipt all the enemies goods, and afcer dinner , 
found three bells more which were buried in the fields. 

The 15 of Tuly inthe morning,to or 12 of our menrunning raſh- 
h vp the hils, were enuironed & flaine by che enemy. The fame 

ayzhe Admerall made a Generall muſter, and thoſe ſhips which 
were not double mand and victualled, began ro deliuer vp the re- 
mainder oftheir munition & ſouldiers to the other ſhips,& in ex- 
change, the fick and hurt men were ſtowed in them, and pre- 
paration made to {;nd them home into the Low-Countries,to 
carie newes of their victories and purchaſe , gotten from the 
enemie cuen 1n his owne Countrey. After dinner, our men 
found two great peeces of ordnance, the one lixtecne oy 
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and a halfe long, and the other 14foot. ! £12 291 | 
- The 16of luly after dinner, the enemie ſhewed hitnſelfe-ſun- | 
dry times, ſcofting atthe defeat of ourmer-In the valley; and in 
derifion, bad them to come fetch their muskets which they had 
left behind them. Thereupon, the Admerall would haue landed | 
certain ſouldiers 8 mariners, to aſfaile the exermethe next day m 
the coole of the morning: but in the nightagreat tempeſtarole fo 
as the fleet in regard the ſhips layineere together, had liketo haue | 
ſuffered ſhipwrack,had not ſome of them fallen off farther to ſeas | 
ward and =O anchored,ſo as by this meaties the former deter- | 
mination was hindred, and peraduenturethe miſchiefe preuen- | 
red which might haue befallen our men , ifthey had gon yp into 
the mountaines to the enenne. | 

The 17 of Iuly 300 men wereſent tothe faid yalley to viſit the 
enemie,who keeping himſelfe hid, our men returned, bringing 
with them two ſmall brafle peeces, and-ewo barrells of pouder 
which they found buried inthe ground. ' | | 

The 18 of Iuly they ſhipt allthe enemiesgoods, &thoſe ſhips 
which were appointed forexecution of ſuch enterpriſes as were 
to be made in the King of Spaines remotelt downmons,were 
red with ſuch proportion of Canarie wines as befitted the length 
of their voyage. | 

The 19the Admerall fired the townes, cloiſters, and houſes | 
necre adioyning , abandoned the Iſland, and ſhipt his men, 
whereupon, the Spaniards preſently came forth of their ſtarting 
holesto the towne and quenched the fire, as thoſe of the Grand 
Canarie had done. | 7 

The 20 thefleet remayned inthe Road of Gomera, receiuing 
inſtructions from the Admerall what courſe they ſhould hold; he 
ſent for all the Captaines, highly thanked them for their good 
and faithfull ſeruice, and earneſtly intreated them to proceed | 
from good to better. 

The 21 ot Iuly he ſent againe for the Captaines and Comman- | 
ders,and courteouſly tooke leaue of thoſe which were to returne 
home,making lean Gerbrantzon their Admerall,comanding them 
to follow him, and to obey his commandements. Then the fleet 
was ſeperated,and failed with aNortherlie wind. The Admerall 
Vander-Does with 36 ſhips,held on his courſe Soath-Sourh-Eaſt

towards the kingdoms ofthe Weltern Indies;8 Tean Gerbrantxon 
= with 
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with 35 ſhips,and an Eaſterly wind fayled home-ward. 

Jean Gerbrantzon till the 24 of Tuly kept his whole fleett 
ther; but they were afterward diſperſed by continuall tempelts, 
and contrarie winds, taking ſundry courſes ynder ſundry Ad- 
merals, euery man {triving who ſhould firit ger home. 

Sixteeneof theſe ſhips vnder their Admerall Frederick Arenta 
did on the eight and twentieth of Auguſto the height of thirtie 
fix degrees and twelue, minutes ro he Northward of the line, 
meet with two ſmall Spaniſh ſhips, going from Capo Blanco, to- 
wards Wolvis: In thoſe ſhips were ſeuen and fortie men, and a- 
mong thoſe a Spaniſh marchant, fortie ſeuen Muskets, foure 
peecesof ordnance, and were loden with ſundry commodities 
amounting to the yalne of 60000 ducats,and had in them beſide 
foure tun of trayne Oyle,and Arabian Gums, andtwo thouſand 
one hundred and fortie Rialls of filuer plate. it, | 

Theſe thirtie fine ſhips came altogether about the eight, ninth, 
and tenth of September into ſundery Hauens of the Low-Coun- 


| tries and were with great ioy welcomed home. 


But Generall Yander-Does with his thirtie fix ſhips went to- 
wards the Coaſts of Aﬀrick and Guimey, along by the Iſlands of 


| Cape Vert, and foto SS. Thomas, which is an Iſland vnder the e- 


quinoctiall line, where they forcibly landed, bur the inhabitants 
with their goods fled into the mountaines : our men by entren- 
ching and approaches whichthey had learned in the Low-Coun=- 
tries tooke the Caſtles. The inhabitants did afterward come 
downe from the mountaines being ſeuen thouſand in number, 
and aflailed our men, but the General| repulſed and flew many 
of them. In the end, the Iſlfnd and Towne of Pauoaſan with the 
Caſtles were fackt, and the booty carricd to the ſhips. They 
found an hundred brazen peeces { Bun , nine thouſand cheſts of 
browne Saint Thomas ſugar, one thouſand toure hundred Ele- 
phants teeth, much Cloth, Cotron,and other marchandize, with 
a very greatſum of money. 

But having beenc long ar Sea, and the ayre very vawhol- 
ſome and peſbilenrial for our men, who could nottemperand 
moderat their dyetin that hot Countrey,norabſteine from fruits; 
a diſeaſe or burning feauer, in thoſe parts termed 1a Madorea, 
which commonlyfals on thoſe that come from Europe,ſeazed on 
them, ſome of them had their greaſe meiredin their bodies as _ 
| Is.) | Hhij 
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Generzll Van-? 
der-Does dyeth 
in the fleet, 


had been molten butcer,as appeared by diuers that were opened ; 
many died both on ſhoareand ar Seaof this diſeale, and among 
others, the Generall YVander-Does, which was agreat loſle tothe 
fleet and vnited Prouinces, for he wasa valiant Gentleman, and 
Skilfull in the art militatie both by land and ſea. His men buri- 
edhim in an houſe in theIfland deepe in theground, and then 
burnt that houſe with others, to the end his bodie might notbe 
found, There died IKewiſe his Nephew, George Vander-Does, 
ſonne to that learned Gentleman Tean Vander-Does Lord ofNort- 
wizck,with diuers other land and ſea Captaines to the number of 
fifteen and ſome 1200 Souldiers and Mariners. After their death 
Captaine Cornelius Leynſen tooke vpon him the Commaundof the 
fleet, and hauivg embarked all the goods together with the Go- | 
uernor D. Franciſco de Meneces He-lailed homeward, ſending ſeuen 
of his beſt ſhips with one Brigantine vnder the condutt of the 
Captaines Hartman, Broer, and others to the coaſt of Breſill, with 
inſtruions what to doe. | 

Himlſelfe being likwiſe ſick did in Februarie 1600 bring home 
his ſhips, with the bootie and many priſoners : His men were fo 
fick and weake, as certaine of his ſhips through want of men Ray- 
ed in France,others in England , and one in Ireland. Among the 
reſt,one ſhip that was weakly manned & wanted a Pilot,the ayre 
being miſtie-came to Sluce , where it was taken', there wasin it 
ſome money,and ſome foure or fiue hundred cheſts of ſugar. 

The aboue mentioned ſeuen ſhips vnder the conduct of Cap- 
taine Hartman went to Breſill , where they likewiſe met with 
good booty doing great hurt to the enemie, and returned home 
1n anno 1601. There was hope that this flect would haue done 
great matters , but they could not meet with the Spaniſh flect 
which went from Cales to the Welt Indies : and then, things | 
fell not out according to their expeCation, forthey were ouer- 
taken with fickneſle by being enforced by contrarie winds 
to ſtay long in thoſe hot Countries. Their owne profit was not 
& much rothem as the lofle was to their enemies : They haue put 
the King of Spaine to great expence, they havuepurchaſed honour, 
and made Spaine 1calous of other ſuch Jike inuafions,andputring |

& many braue 8&-experienced. ſouldiers;which Sir Francis Drake 
could not cffeR, notwith{tanding that he in a maner rooke all the

lagona bo chiefelt Citie of all the Canaries wold haue been fo ea- 
fily taken , that Gomera would haue been woon without any reſi- 
ſtance, and his Garriſon flatne? Is it not a great matter that the 
whole Iſland of the Grand Canarie and Gomera haue been rui- 
ned.,the townes,caſtles,and houſes burnt, the ordnance , munit- 
on and other commodities brought thence, that ſuch great num- 
ber of poore & wretched captives baue bin freed from the hands 
of the bloudie Spaniards? Let: the King of Spaine ſtay our Mar- 
chants,let him kill and burne our Mariners, and ſuppoſe that he 
hath weakened our countries: yet he ſhall find that wee haue

THe Archduke, vpon intelligence cthathis Excellence lay 
Petr: Niewport, did ſpeedily march with his armie tw- | 

\. wards the Downes, the verie fame way that his Excellencie 
had gone,intending to paſſe on dixe@ly to Niewport, His Excel- 
lencie,vſing all meanes poſlible ts tnnder his comming, and to 
win time,did,on the 2 of Iulie,by day break,ſend his eouſen count 
Erneſt of Naſſau forth ofthe armieqwith + foot regiments Scots 8: ' 
Zelanders,8 4 cornets of hotſe,vties,whotnthe States (acevrding 
to his Excellencies dire&ion) added cerraine companies of the 
garriſon of Oſtend, to ſtop the enbinies paſſage ouer the bridges 
lying vpon a water on the high way towardsthe Downesneere 
to Alberts fort. But the enemie before rheit artiuall had;alteadie

The Archduke being puft vp with tis good fortune went in 


| all poſt haſt co Niewpert,- verily ſuppoſing that he ſhould find 


his Excellencie and whole Armie daunted with this loſle, and ſo 
be able cafily to diſorder them. Biſt God would not haue it ſo, 
but in his mercie prouided 'for the preſeruation of the State 
of theſe Countries , and by conſqeuent for defence of his 
Church,giuing his Excellencie ſuch fore-fFght , as he had cauſed 
all the ſhips and boats tro withdraw themſclues from before Niew- 
port,to Oſtend;and had morgouer cauſed his troups which lay on 
the one ſide ofthe Hauen ot Niewporr, to paſſe oner at a low wa- 
tel to the other ſhore, intending witha <o uragzous reſolution to 
fight with the enemie ; whereupon, his Excellencie rode thorow 
all the troupes animating and exhorting them ; That ſeeing they 
were on euerie fide encompaſſed withtheSea and enemie,there 
was no meanes in the world to eſcape but by giuing batraile: 
And for chat his Excellencies' reputation and all their owneho- 
pors,liues, and wealth of the Countrie depended thereon, he in- 
treated them to fightyaliantly,affuriogthem that God wold giue

| on the left hand the Moone, with this inſcription, Pulchra vr Lu- 
na; ather feet ſtood a Turret, with theſe words, Thuris Dauidss, 
and beneath vpon the hem of the Standard , Benediftatu in mulie- 
ribus. On the other ſide, was the repreſention of our Lord Ieſus 
Chriſt vpon the Croſle,oucr his head were theſe words in golden 
letters, Adorams te Chriſte,Q& benedicimus tibi; in the middelt, Re- 
| cordare nouiſſimatua, Q& in «ternum nonpeccabis ; and beneath, Qua 
per crucem tuam redemiſtimunduns. All theſe figures were cunning- 
ly wrought cuen tothe life. 

In this battaileythe greateſt lofle tell ro the Spaniards and Ita- 
lians, who were the chiefe ſtrength and glotie of the Spaniards 
armie, who in the Morning did aflure themſelues of the vicorie, 
and that with ſuch'confidence, as they made no doubt of it, but 
marched on betore,hoping alone to gain the honour of the day. 

It was amagnificentand gallant victorie for my Lords the ge- 
nerall States, his Excellenciez.and for all the vnited: Prouinces , 
but obcayned with much labour and bloud : for on his Excellen-

boue another. Captaine Maes, the Admerall,was then abſentzthis 
veſlell lay oppolitto the new Towne, towards Flanders point, 
The blacke gallie ſtemd this{hip with her yron beak ſo forcibly , 
as they couldhardly get it out, againe, but with great danger were

In this regard, Prince Maurice did againe befiege 1t onthe 10 
of Auguſt, in anno 1597, andafter tennedayes fiege tooke it , as 
heretofore hath beene largely-mentioned inthe deſcription ofthe 
firlt fiege : whereupon, x Biſhop crauing to. haue the Towne 
reſtored ro him (which was-graunted: ).it was left vnfornfied , 
and enforced to fall intothe Admerall of Arragons hands, who 
eaſily tooke it with his mighticarmie on the fifteenth of Otober 
1598 : and with ſo much the more eaſe , becauſe the Gouernour 
Shaef, and the whole garriſon ,' ina manner died cf the plague, 
and likewiſe,for that treacherie-the by powder,tothe quantinie of 
150 batrels, was ſet on fire: this did not onely much diminifh the 
remainder of the garriſon, but ouerthrew the greateſt part of 
the Towne rampiers neere to. Bhyn-port, and made a great 
breach. 

Thetown was afterward kept by a ſtrong garriſon : yet prince 
Maurice did beſiege it on thetweltth of Iune, in anno 1601, with 
one hundreth and fiftie foore enſignes, and three and thirtie cor- 
nets of horſe, it being a vyerie important place for theſe Coun- 
ICs.

His Excellence preſently ſent his ſhips of warre vp the River, 
one of which the enemie ſanke: Theſe veſlels kept good 'gard e- | 
ucrie where on the rjuer Rhyneas faras Cullein, and by the way, ;

And becauſe 
the Realmeof Portugal , and namely the citic of Lisbone hath for 
certaine yeares had the (aid traftique , as it were proper to them- 
ſelues, both becauſe they were the firſt which diſcouered and 
found ou the ſaid way , asallo for that their king gaue acertaine 
ſumme of mony to the Emperour Charles to buy this priuiledge, 
that the Spaniards ſhould inno ſort goe that way; by this meanes 
the ſaid citie of Lisbone, with the inhabitants of the whole king- 
dome, are become fo rich, as perceiving the great profit which 
their kingdomeand people obtained by this trade ; ſought 
all meanes to appropraat to themſelues alonerhis traffique , by 
lailing into thoſe parts: And to this end, haue nor onely ſubdued 
divers townes ,prouinces, and entierkingdomes in the Eaſtern 
Indies , ſubiecting them by force of armes,and continually brid- 
ling them on cuerie fide by forts and caſtles , but haue likewile 
made lcagues and alliance with other Kings, Princes, and Po- 
tentates of the Eaſtern Indies , whom they could not ſubdue; 
as it ſeemed , (according to the report which came from thence 
hither) none ſhould trade thither but th:m{elues. This not- 


withſtanding , ſome fewe yeares ſince, certaine (hips of the vni= 


| ted Netherland Provinces tracing the Portugals, did likewiſe 


paſſe the Cape of good hope, and arriued in the Eaſt Indies, 
where by experience they found the contrarie of that report 
Which the Portugals had cauſedto bee bruted., how that none 
but themſelves might trade into thoſe Countries;for divers kings 


| and INlands wherethe ſaid ſpices and other coſtly merchandizes 


grew , were either mortall enemies to the Portugals, orelſe ſo in- 
clited as they would not (to fatisfie chem )prohibit others from

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ſet forth the aboue mentioned -m1ghtie fleet to enforce the 
Kings of thoſe Countries and free Wands where theſe ſpices | 
growe, not to giue them comfort to trade with any but them- 
ſclues: and on the other fide, to keepe the Hollanders from | 
landing or taking in freſh water, and1o a word,to aflaile and in- 
counter them 1n ſuch ſort, as no newes might be caried home of | 
them into Europe. Now becauſethis famous incounter and ſea 
batraile happened but1n the yeare 1601, and the ſaid fleet was | 
readie in anno 1599, Wee will briefely ſet downe how this Ar- 
mada was imploied 1n the interim of the two yeares, becauſe for 
the noueltie thereof it deſerues it. The king of Calicut becing a 
mortal] cnemy to the Vice-Roy and Portugals of Goa,and other 
laces of the Eaſtern Indies, they armed againſteach other both 
y landand ſea: The King had a certaine Indian 1n his ſeruice 
called Cunall, aman fo fortunat in all his enterpriſes and pira- 
cies , asina ſhort ſpace hee becameſo famousand wealthie (by 
his continuall booties gotten from the Portugals) as thoſe who 
followed his partie, ſeeing theſe happie beginnings, made him 
King : He had a caſtle and place of retreate , on the coalts of Ma- 
lauar called by his owne name Cunall, or Cuchall: where after hee 
had forſaken the king of Calicuts partie, he did ſo continew his 
thefts and robberies for the ſpace of 50 yeres with good ſucceſſe, 
asinall incounters with the Portugals , hee ſtill caried away the 
honor,ril at laſt the Vice-Roy of Goadidrigge forththe ſaid fleer, 
and made peace withthe king of Calicut. | 
The King was moued to graunt this peace in hatred to Cunal, 
who had ſhaken off all obedience: 8 ſo ſoon as he had confirmed 
it with the Portugals,hee did preſently proclaime warre againſt 
him : The Vice-roy:was loath to loſe this faire occaſion where- 
by he might plucke this thorne forth of his owne foot , and ha- 
uing his fleet ready, ſent 1500 men vnderthe condu@ of D.Lewrs 
de Gamma his lieutenant generall, to Cunals fort. This lieutenant 
landed all his men ina countrie called Ariori, where he faſtned 
his terrie boates together vpon the riuer aboue Cunallin manner 
of a bridge , and of theſe, made 31 bridges, on which hee placed: 
gards. That done , he appointed a captain called Lewis de Silua, | 
to paſſe ouer the laid bridges with 300 Portugal ſouldiers who | 
began the fight, and opened a way to the- fort, himſelfe in the 
meane time remaining in the Campe with the reſtof his troops, 
ro 
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to ſend ſuccours to thoſe that ſhould ſtand in need. This done, 
the ſouldiers onthe 22 of March 1599 by night paſſed ouer the 
bridg es, and incuuntered with Cunals men onthe further ſide of 
the river, who after a ſhort fight, draue them thence: Towards 
noone 300 Portugal ſouldiers moe,8& 5009 Najos or Indian fou]- 


rowards the ſaid Caſtle : the fight was fierce, rebitance great, the 
ordnance and {mall ſhot plaid furtourſly from both ſides, and a- 
mong others,captain Silua was ſlain with a musket ſhot:hee wasa 
braue ſouldier,& his valor cauſed the Portugals to make head, but 
ſo ſoon as he was dead, the reſt fledtowards the bridges , which 
being abondoned by the gards,flated in the middeſt of the river, 
ſo as the runnawaies could not make vie of them. 

This firſt attempt of this fleet in anno 1599 had bad ſuccefle, 
their owne pride & ouerweining procuring their loſle and ouer- 
throw,for had they followed the King of Calicutscounſell who 
was preſent in the batraile,this had nor happened,as appeared the 
yere following:for hauing then learned to their coltthey renewed 
the enterpriſe ynder condu of their generall Andrea de Furtado 


greedy of getting all the honor to themſelues, as before,but beha- 
ving themſelues diſcreetly & auoiding the former inconuenie:- 
ces,with little labour they tooke Cynals fort, & himſelfe prifoner, 
who with his ſouldiers were put into the Gallies. By this meanes 
Cunall,who from a meane fellowe becamea king,was at laſt made 
aſlaue, This exploit performed in anno 1600 towardsthe end of 
the yere,they began to ſtrengthen the fleet with men & two new 
Galions, In Augult 1601 they determined to goe before Bantam, 
but winds and tewpelts did fo beat them back, asit was the 24 of 
December ere they arriued there, even on the fame day , as bya 
ſingular prouidence of God,threeſhips of Holland and two Bri- 
gantines were come thither : theſe fought the ſea fight. 

The Hollanders fo ſoone as they are paſt the Cape of- good 
hope, doe commonly {tow their ordnance in hold, becauſe they 
haue no vle for it till they come to the ſtrait of Sunda, and by 
this meanes they had like to haue fallen into the Portugalsbands, 
bad not almightie God ( a matter worthie of note.) ſent an 
vnlookt for meſſenger to. aduertize them what would en-

But God ſ{trengthned them, ſo as they reſolued otherwiſe: for 
the Admirall of the fleet , whoſe name was Wolfare Harmans, 
ſo ſoone as the Chinois had told him theſe newes , commaun= 
ded them to caſt ankor, and calling the captaines aboard his 
ſhip , after prater , they conſulted together what was belt to bee 
done for the preſent good of the fleet , and for the future trade 
to the Faſt Indies , and what was molt expedient for the honor 
of the Netherlands: whereupon they mutually reſolued, confi- 
deringthe importance of the buſineſſe, whereon thepreſerua- 
tion or ruine of Bantam depended, valiantly to affaile the Por- 
tugals fleet', and by Gods aſſiſtance to drive them thence , 
and thereby to free the Citie of Bantam. Thereupon , the 
deckes were cleered, and all impediments remoued , to the 


| end, the ordnance might bee well managed , and euerie man 


haue roome enough to vſe his armes againſt the aſſault. | 

This done, as ſoone as time and place would permit, the next 
morning two howeis before day , after a ſigne giuen , they al

The firſt of Ianuarie 1602, in the Morning , the Admerall of 
Holland, Wolfart Harmanz, weighed ankor,clapton all his failes, 
and directed his courſe towards the Portugall fleet,who with full 
failes camelikewiſe towards them, fo as at firſt, euerie man imagi- 


ned they would haue fought ; but when they came nere one ano- 


ther,the Portugals tutned backez beivg afraid of our ordnance : 
Their Admerall in vain diſplaied the banner for the fight,his men 
hauing no deuotion to ir. 

- Whereupon, on the third-day , the Hollanders returned to- 
wards Bantam, wherethey were molt kindly enterrained, Their 
lofle was ſmall, 8 they were greatly horioured ouerall the whole 
Countrie. They loſt but one man;zyetmany of them were hurt ; 
theharme done to their ſhips was repaired ere they departed fr6 
Bantam,whereto that end, and likewiſe to refreſh their men,they 
continuedrtill the 12 of the lame moneth. 


And, notwithſtanding there was freight'enough at Bantam, | 


yet they were defirousto purſue their voyage to the Molucques, 
where,onthe 17 of Febr. the Admeral arriued at Terrevata , fin- 


| ding our men thathad binleft there, to be in good health. 


The king did with ſingular loue and affeRion entertaine him 
being excendinghy grieued,thatthe gathering time of Cloues, had 
been for certaine yeres yerie vnſcaſonable , ſo ashe could not fur- 
niſh the fleet to their content, yet he hoped ere long to give them 
full atisfa&ion, promiſing that none ſhould buy any Spice in his 
Dominions,ere our fleet were ſufticieatly ſtored. 

Not long after,our other ſhips arriued likewiſe at Bantam, and 
there tooke in their burthen, all of them retiring into the Low- 
Countries richly loden. 

We cannot be thankefull enough to God for this victorie, the 
benefit whereof was by time more manifeſted. For we haue not 
a little daunted the Portugals pride,ouer-weening,and reputation, 
and augmented the yalour of thoſe, who from hence', trauaile ts

Qo=e will peraduenture thinke it ſtrange ,that among the vi- 
Qories of the ynited Netherland Prouwnces , wee ſet downe 
the famous ſiege of Oſtend, ſeeing it was not Prince Maurice, 
but the Archduke of Auſtria that beſieged and tooke it, with | 
great loſle of humane bloud , incredible expence,and tothe ſmal 
profit and adwantage of his countries. Yet,ifany man will well 
conſider this ſiege, and the ſequence of the Hiſtorie,reading it | 
| to the end,hee will find and conteſle , that this fiege hath giuen 
to the ſtate of theſe countries, not one, but many victories, both 
1n that this towne was ſo well defended, and thereby much hurt 
done to the evemie, forces, as alſo becauſe during this ſiege, they 
haue wonne from the Archduke , the townes of Rhynberck, 
Graue, and Sluce , cach of which is as much worth, and as com- 
modious for rheſe countries, as Oſtend cuer was os could haue 
beene. On the other ſide, ſeeing this ſiege was ſonotable,as wee 
neuer read of thelike , and that the honour of ourgallant Cap- 
tainesand ſouldiers in defending it together with their braue ex- 
ploits do manifeſtly therein appeare,weſhould do them wrong , 
to paſſe them ouer in ſilence,

So ſoone as all things which were thoughtneceſlaric for this 
armic were ſpeedily prepared , and that certaine Lords of the 
Generall States, and councell of State, were appointed to bee 
preſent with his Excellencie ,to a{fiſt him in all watters which 
_ happen in the armie, videlicer, from Holland the Burgo- 
maſter ot Alcmaer whoſe name was Gerard Coorn: from Zealand, 
Albertus Toachimi,, counſellor and pentioner of Tergoes : from 
Verecht, Gerard de Reneſſe Lord of Vander Aa: from Frizeland, 
Tulins Eſſinga, and from Ouer-yſlell Orto Roeck. The armic was 
divided into three troops : The firlt was thatof his Excellencie, | 
conducted by Count Erneſt of Naſlau, which commonly mar- 
ched in the left wing: the ſecond, by Count William of Naſſau 
gouernor of Frizeland and Groeningue, with whom was Count 
Henry of Naſlau his Excellencies brother , who viually marched 
in the middle or battaile : Thethird by Sir Francis Vere Generall 
of the Engliſh Regiments , who led the right wing, The horſe- 
men were conducted by Count Lodwick of Naſſau Generall of

_ The Archduke havingaſſembled his armie beyondthe towne 
of Thyenen, vnder condut of the Admerall ot Arragon,at a 
place called Hackelduyuel , entrenchedand tormfied his campe 
with Rampiers and Bulwarks well fenced with erdoance. - | 

His Excellencie ou the eight of Iuly, wathagrear part of his 
horſe and foot (leauing the reſt in armes together with the wa- 
gons and baggage at Halmael) crofled a {mall river called Dor- 
maele-,:anda village in Brabant called Nerelant, Jeauing Louayn 
on the right hand, and went euen in ſight of the, enemies campe, 
ſending ſome of his horſemen to alictleriuer called the Gete,.not 
far from the enemies Campe, to view and to trie whether there 
were any likelyhaod to draw. him from his place of aduanzage 
to battaile. But percciuing that hee did not ſtir, his Excellence 
and men after ſome ſtay on an-high place, hauing.ſhewed them. 
ſeluesto theenemie, returned to his Campe at Halmaell, where | 
hee continued the ninth day., the enemie,not once comming ar 
broad: and wantof victualls enforcing his Excel. toabide there 
no longer,and perceiving that the enemie- was ſtrongly intrep- 
.ched,hauing withthem certaine lcalian troops newly arrived, a- 
mounting in all to the number of 20 thouſand mev, together with 
18 peece of ordnance,he reſolued to do that which ſhould be moſt 
commodious for himſelte ; the difficulties of the paſſages and bad 
waits were propounded , the number of wagons becing veric 
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The eight and twentieth, nine and weed. and thirtieth |: 
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; great , andthe labour to iourney greater with ſuch a catiage. 

They found the townes and villages of the countrie of Liege 
verie ynwilling to giue them bread for money, and there were fo | 
many men and horſe in the armie as ſufficient forrage could not 
bee found forthem ; corne could not bee ripe 1na fortnight or 
| three weeks * they came likewiſe too late to hinder the Italians 
| from joining with the Admera!l : whereupon they reſolued to 
befiege ſome towne of importance : ſome propounded An- 
ruerpe, but their neceſſarie prowſions werenotreadie for ſuch an |. 
attempt. In the end they reſolued to turne backe and beſiege 
the towne of Graue , and there to attend the Admeralls armie. } 
Thereupon, his Excellencie departed the next day beeing the 
tenth of the faid moneth , inthe ſelfe ſame orderas before, to- 
wards Aix, and places neere adioining. The heate of that day 
was ſointollerable, as many ſouldiers{thoughthe 1ournies were | 

not long)died of faintneſle by the way, and others were ſo weake 

as they were enforced to tarrie behind, yet inthe coole of the | 
euening they came to the camp ,the enemie in all the march gj- 
uing no alarmesto our men either by day or night. 

The 1 1 day, the heate continued, fo as his Excellencie ſtirred | 
not that day,but refreſhed his armie. 

The 12 , thearmic lodged ypon the heath before the ctowne 
of Haſlelt, 
| The thirtcenth, at Helchteren, the fourteenth, at Lille, the 
fifteenth, at Hees, where his Excellencic ſent a trumpet tothe 
| enemies ſouldiers at Eyndhouen , commaunding themto depart 
thence, which was done. 
| The 16,the armie lodgy before Helmont 8 Stiphent,and ypon 
refuſal] to depart which the enemies garriſon in Helmont Caſtle 

made, his Excellencie commaunded a volley of fix canon to play 
ypon it, whereupon,they preſently capitulated and went thence. 

The 17, the armie reſted at Vden, the 18, at Caſſell, Eſteren, 
Reken,and Welp, and at laſt before the towne of Graue , which | 
his Excellencic beſieged and rooke, as ſhall appeare in the fol- | 
lowing deſcription. |

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JT The fiege and taking of the towne of Graue in the 
land of Cuyck, in anno 
160z, 


\= Is Excellencie according to the reſolution of the General! | 


States, brought his armie before the towne of Graue, the 

chiefe-Citie of the land of Cuyck, ſeated in Brabant vpon 
the Maſe: in former time it belonged to Guelderlarid , but was 
afterward reduced ynder the gouernmwent of Brabant, beeing 
1ngagedto Maximilian of Exgmonrt Count of Buren. The Prince 
of Orange of happie memorie mariying his daughter , boughtir 
together with all that depended thereon, and cnioyed iralong 
time: but afcer.che pacification of Gand, certain Almain troopes 
lying in garriſon there forthe Spaniards , were driuen thence by 
the Princes forces together with the helpe of the Burgers. 

The Prince of Parma did a beliege 1t inanno 1585, 
vnto whom, the Lord of Hemert delivered it vp. Since thengthe 
rowne beeing ſtrong by nature, was better fortified with Bul- | 
warks,Rauelins,and Counterſcarps, and is now one of the ſtron- | 
gelt places of the Netherlands, Antonio Goxales the Spaniard was 
Gouernour there, who fearing and expeQting a ſiege, D. Inigo 
d Otaiolaa verie $kilfull Captain, brought forces thither, moſt of 
them beeing Italians and Spaniards with ſome German Compa- 
nies, vnder commaund of Panzus Gallais of Tiroll, Lieutenant 
to Colonell Tyſiing , amounting ro the number of one thouſand 
and five hundred men, beſidethe Burghers : the towne was well 
{tored with ordnance, muninon, and vituals; 

; His Excellencie beeing come before the towne , diſpoſed his 
| gms afterthis maner "Pimſelfe encampedon the Welt (;de of 
the towne on the banks of the Maſe, on whicha bridge was made 
of two hundred and thirtie paces1n lenght : Count William lay on 
the South ſide of the towne,and the Engliſhvnder Generall Vere 
onthe Weſt ſide, where another bridge was likewiſe made 0- 
uer the riuer , whither divers boats came preſently forth of Hol- 


land loden with viRtualls and allother necefaries for aftege. 
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In the meane time newes was brought that the Admerall of Ar- 
ragon,had broken vp his campe at Thynen, and was comming 
with 20000 horſe and foot into the Countrie of Liege, and from 
thence to Ruremond and Venlo,with an intent, by one means or 
other,to relecue the Graue, Whereupon, his Excellencie ſpent 
ſome time in fortitying his campe abroad, eſpecially on that fide 
where it was molt likely the enemie would come. 

And the whole circuit of the campe round about the Towne 
on both ſides the Maſe (partly by reaſon of the Marſhes, and 
partly to encloſe certaine high and eminent places which were 
nat fit to be left abroad leall the enemie ſhould ſeaze on-them 
and thereby giue ſome aduantage} was wholly intrenched, and 
fortified with Skonces and Pallifadoes. Batteries were like- 
ms —_ vpon the principall wayes , where ordnance was 

anted, 

4 Certaine engins were likewiſe direded to giue ſignals by fire, 
thar the quarters might in the night aduertiſe one another, if any 
alarme ſhould be given. | 

All the time, from the fixe and twentieth of Iulie, til! the z of 
Auguſt, was ſpentin theſe forcifications and works, which were 
verie greatand many. But thenyin the Euening, the muſters be-! 
ingtaken, and certaine wagons and horſe for draught ſent away; 
they began to make theic approches. 

The Admerall, in the meane rime, tarried neere Venlo , ma- 
kingſhew asit he meant to croſle the Maſe, to goe to beliege 
Rhynberck,thereby to draw his Excellencie from the —Ea | 
in time preuented him, ſending his couſen Count Erneſt of Naſ- 
ſau with ſixteene foot companies thither. The Admerall hauing 
notice hereof, departed from Venlo, and by cafic journeys came 
on lowly, putting men into the towne of Gennep , which be- 
longed tothe Duke of Cleues, 

The tenth of Tulic, he lodged at great Lynden, within halfe 
an houres journey of his Excellencies quarter and there en- 
camped, drawing his Campe forth in ength as farre as the 
Maſe ( where he made a bridge ) and Heumen Caſtle, which 
he tooke and fortified, intrenching his cawpe before, and plan- 
ting diuers canons. | 

The Garriſon of Graue had at times made fallies vpon the ap- 
proches , but yerie Nowly at firit ; yer after they perceiued 
ſuccors, | 


— 
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ſuccours, they came forth with greater furie, as on the thirtecuth 
day in the morning by day breake, hauing firſt made ſome fignall 
by fire, ſoasit was thought that the eaemic would haue aflailed 
the campe, but nothing. was: done : whereupon, the enemie was 
beaten back into the rowne wich great loſle , and with little or 
none at all on our fide. 

The fifteenth day, the enemie did againe make ſhew to affaile 
our campe, whereupon, the towne garriſon madea furious ſallie 
vponthe Engliſh Quarter, and was againe beaten back: in this 
{iriſh wee. loſt an Engliſh Caprain. 

In the meane time the enemnes ſouldiers (namely the Italians) 
did in great _—_—_ come and yeeld themſelues to his Excellen- 
cie in regard of the great want and miſery they endured, and 
told him that the Admerall approched with his ordnance neere 
to his Excellencies Quarter, on which he meant continua!ly to 
ſhoot , and thereby entorce him to diſlodge : vpon this aduertiſe- 
ment diuers fortifications were made , whereby this miſchiefe 
was preuented, | 

The twentieth day atnight the enemie made ſome ſhot from 
a far off, borh ypon the bridge over the Maſe, and into his Excel- 
lencies (Quarter , hurting two or three men , and within a while 
afrer he began to diſlodge his troopes,who caried Ant. aa N 
mattocks , aud other preparations with them, comming downe 
to our trenches betwixt two skonces which ſtood in the middeſt 
betwixt his Excellenciesand Count William of Naſlaus quarters, 
intending as it ſeemedthereto breake in, and attempt to put for- 
ces into thetowne. But conſidering that his Excellencie ſtood 
on his gard and thatall his men were inarmes, hee preſently re- 
tired in great feare, and attempted nothing leauing certain ladders 
and tooles behind him , which our men tooke and broughtto 
their quarter. 

Thus attempt beeing vayne , the Admerall without ſoundof 
trumpet or drum departed thence 1n the night, and marched to- 
wards Cuyck , which his Excellencie percetving , the next mor- 
ning , would preſcntly have followed him but was ſtaied by a 
thick miſt which aroſe, whereby the enemie had ſufficient time to 
get far enough. 
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After his deparcure a rumour was {pred, how that hee was 
gone toRhynberck , whereupon Count Erneſt was ſentthicher 


againe 
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againe theſecond time, and yet nothing enſued: for the enemie 

remained necre Venlo,atrewpting to put a garriſon into it, which 
che rownlſemen for a time rtetuſed , in regard of the diſorder 
which ſouldiers vſually dce commit where they once are ma- | 
{ters. 

The ninth of September , the Generall States whoſe names 
here follow, departed from the Hague, and on the eleuenth day, 
arriued at his Excellencies Campe before Graue : The Lord Tohn 
of Reneſſe Lord of -Wulp : the Lord John of Oldenharneuelt 
Lord Temple : Cornelis Frans Wittes Burgomaſlter of Dort: Arent 
Meynert/x Burgowalter of Harlem : Jacob Vander Duſſen Burgo- 
maſter of Delft: Gerart Kegeling Burgomaſter of Ter Goude:

Afcerthe enemies departure our men on euerie fide approched 
the towne , the counterſcarp being cuen with his Excellencies 
quarter, ſo as our men partly by gallerics made ouerthwart the 
dikes, and partly by vndermining, mounted the Chiefe bulwark 
in Equall height with the towne Rawpiers. 

From Count Villiams quarter the galleries ſtretched to the 
| middeſt of the chiefe rowne dike: and the Engliſh were come 
as faras the enemies fortification on thatſide, beeing readie to al- 
faileicand make themſclucs maſters of the chiefe dikes. Thoſe 
inthe towne perceiuing this, and conſidering that ſuccours fai- 
ledthem, did on the cighteemth day ſend adrum to cravea par- 
ley, whereupon, holtages were ſent from both ſides, and on the 
19 day an accord was madein forme following, | 
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Irſt , that the Gouernour, Captaines, officers , and ſouldiers both | 
horſe and foot together with fick people,ſball come forth of the town, 
with their horſe,armes, baggage and goods,Enſcignes diſplaied,drum 
beating,match in cocke, and bullets in their mouthes.” *

Sir Robert 
Manſel,being neere to Goeyipgen, eſpicd a gallic making away 
a pace, and comming within musket ſhot of her, he diſcharged 
thirtie piece of oxdnance vpon it, whoſe Maſts he brake in pieces, 
and heard a lamentable crie ig her ; This done, he ſaw the other 
five gallies comming vp towards him, on whom he made many 
ſhot, and ſuftered them to paſſe on, thinking it raſhneſſe and in- 
diſcretion to ſuffer himſelfe to be boorded with fo many gallies at 
once. 'The foure Hollanders followed them faire and ſoftly,and 
being come neere Graveling about tenne of the clocke at might , 
Gerbrant Tanſx-Sael of Horne,, with his ſhip of foure hundred | 
tunne , encountred one of. the gallies called la Lucera which 
with full file he boorded on the larboord fide, fo as the poore 
flaues were in water vp to the middle, crying out for mercic, not 
making any refiftance : then the ſaid Sal diſcharged two demie 
canon, carrying bullets of foureteen pound weight, with which 
he ſlew and hurt many.

But Generall Spinola that was 1n her, behaued himſelteſo coura- 
gcouſly , flinging many things ouerboord ,and promiling free- 
dome to the laues , as atlaſt hee arriued with his Gallie at Dun- 
kerke,an other came ſafely to Calice, whoſe men ran away : two 
others that were ſore bruſed by the.canon ran on ground onthe 
coalts of Flaundersand there periſhed: Thoſe two which were 
encountred by the Admerall Cant and Sael periſhed. Cant made 
relation of what hee had done in Holland : Gerbrant Sael of 
Enchuyſen and Hartman did theirs in Zeland toLord Jaques 
Maldre who examined the French Pilotand others, ſending them 
into Holland , where honour was alreadic done tothe Capraine 
| that firſt brought the newes.. The Engliſh Captaines likewiſe 
were much diſcontented, for that they had no ſhare in the honor, 
laying they werethe firſt that had diſtouered, and endaungered 
the Gallies, chafing and bringing them vp to the Hollanders. Of | 
theſe eight gallics belonging to Spinola, wherewith hee thought 
to haue tormented theſe Countries , twoof them were burnt 1n 
Portugal], two were drowned, and foure ran on ground : Herein 
wee. may conſider Gods 1adgements, for theſe Gallies were the 
ſelfe ſame, to which diuers mariners of the low Countries had 
beene condemned.

& Frederick Spinola , Generall of the gallies bauing vnder- 
taken to chaſe away the States men of war which garded the 

mouth of the Sluce ,.came forth with cight gallies , on the 
faxt and twentieth of May in the morning by day breake , anno 
1603 , the wind beeing Weſt, and failed Eaſtward betwixt the 
ſand ſhelues , called Pol Francis and the firme land, and from 
thence Weſtward of the ſaid mouth. Certaine of the States men 
of war did vſually keepegard thereabouts , viz. the vice-Adme- 
rall of Zeland Jooſt Ie More, who commaunded vnder the Adme- 
rall the Lord of Holtain,withrhis ſhip called the golden Liongand 
Captaine Logier Pieterzs,with his his ſhip ——_ 


Facob Machielz, togetherwith the gallie of Zeland,called the Ar- 
row , commaunded by Cornellis Jans of Gordum. A little further 
off ynder the wind, lay an other ſhip, whoſe maſter was Crim Hen- 
rickof Ziriczee called the 61d Sea Dogge , commaunding as Cap- 
caine. In the vice-Admeralls ſhip, and Gallie of Zeland, and 1n 
either ofthem were 18 Engliſh musketeers of Fluſhiog,butin the

| Theſe ſhips of Zcland with the'two Gallies ;perceiuingghat 
Spinola came torth , did preſently ſet ſaile , bearing vp againlt rhe 
wind towards the Welt: Spinolas menthad a Welterliewindyzand 
the ſurrfor aduantage , and;paſſed on to the Nonthward athwwart 
the Zelanders , comming to Wieling , where by five aclocke in 
the morning both ſides dimndethemſelues , and fo the Galhesin 
good order, and with great cries approched the Zealanders: rwo 
Gallies , in one of which Spinolawas , boordedthe vice-Adme- 
rall 7o9ſt le More ; foure other Gallies did the hike to Captaine Lo- 
gier Peters,and the Gallie of Holland was ſet vpon by the telt of 
the Gallies : Hauing thus for a while fought with their ordnanoe, 
two of the foure Gallies which had boorded Captaine Logter did 
l\kewiſe ſet vpon the Gallic of Zeland;then bh other two for- 
ſooke Legiersſhip , and fought with the Gallic of Holland: one 
of theſe two laſt forſooke the black Galle, and came ro the re(- 
kew of the two others, which boorded theyice-Admerall Tooſ# 
le More, percing one an other with canon ſhot. 

The other ſhip wherein was Crin Henrick could not come vp 
to fight through want of wind, but did her beſt inſhooting at 
the Gallies , which boorded the Vice-Admerall and the blacke 
gallie. This fight of gallies continued a long time againſt ſhips 


| not accuſtomed to ſuch fight ;there beeing eight gallies and foure | 


tregats of the enemies , againſt twoſhips and two gallies of ours. | 


Yer Spinolas gallies fearing that the Zelanders might bee lecon- 
ded, andthemſelues hauing recewued much lofſe intheir men, 
ſlaues, and oares , deſparing of the yiftorie, did in great diſor- 
dergetreat tothe Sluce mouth: Among their ſlaine men was ge- 
nerall Spinola hauing receiued many wounds : hee was of the fa- 
milie of Spizola in Genoa, a man of great reach and meanes : 
There wereſlain in this fight eight hundred musketeers,ſouldi- 
ers, mariners, and ſlaues, and manie were wounded : yetthe cer- 
tainenumber could not be knowne. 

Of the Zelanders thirtie fix were ſlain, and 60 hurt, theirſhips 
and gallies beeing of better proofe than the enemies. Among 
thedead, was Captaine Jacob Michiels of the black Gallie and his 
Lieutenaunt : of the thirtieand fixe Engliſh musketeers, eight 
were ſlaine and fixetcene hurt: among the wounded was the

fled towards Dam , fearing to beeincloſed: ſo.as Prince Maurice 
made an other bridge ouerthe Soete , and ſent his horſe on the 
Weſt fide of the hauen of Sluce , where the Spaniards forſooke 
all their forts (that of S. George except) ſeated arthe mouth of the 
Hauen , commaunded by a Captaine called Cordugot Burges, his 
Excellencie preſently enuironed it,and fo ſoone as they-wichin 
itſaw the canon, they yeelded, and wentthence onthe three and 
twentieth of May beeing in all one hundred and thirtie men. The 
fort was well prouided, and had int nine peeceof ordnance,and 
ten barrels of powder, to whichthey had tieda burning watch, 
| which, after their departure would haue fired it , but this beeing 
diſcouered,no harme enſued thereof, | | 

Captaine Cordua was accuſed for yeelding vp the fort ſo ſlight- 
ly ; but hee had fauourſhewen him'*Captaine Jooſt de Brucxſaulx 
was made gouernor there,but within a while after , the fort being 
found to be ynneceſlarie, was raced. 

All theſe cownes and forts thus ſurrendred , his Excellencie 
cncamped before Sluce : hee cauſed the hauento bee taken in,and 
fortified, and encloſed his campe With trenches and bridges, ioy- 
ning the quarters to onean other. In'the hauen, nor before the. 
the towne, they found no ſhips but onely one' French man laden 
with wines , which was ſpoiled bytheordnance. 

Thole of Sluce did twice receiuecertain numbers of men,firit, 
ſome ſeuen hundred, nexteight hundred : dey likewiſe tooke1n 
certaine wagons laden with meale, ere the towne could be who- 
ly encloſed. Prince Mawriceencamped on the Welt ſide of the ha- 
uen: The Lord Vander Noot on the South fide, the countric and 
drowned lands were furniſhed with boats and ſhalops ſtrongly 
mand to ſhut vp all paſlages. ' 

His Excellencie, on the one and twentieth of May , cauſed a 
proclamation to bee aade by ſound of drum that wedneſday , o- 
uer the whole campe, ſhould be kept asaday of faſting and pray- 
er, Which1sarare matter in anarmie, prohibinng all viualers 
on paine of forfeiting their goods , and baniſhment from the 
cape, from ſelling any viQuals thatday thatthey might bee the 
apter to pray vnto God to giue them good ſucceſle, | 

The thirtieth of May , thoſe of Sluceattempted againe to take |

als and powderinto the towne , and inthe night ſent forth one 
thouſand gallie ſlaues over the drowned land , whom they con- 
ſtrained to this peece of ſeruice , in regard they could not vſe 
their gallies , and with theſe ſlaues aconuoy of five hundred 
ſouldiers, to expe that which was to come from Dam:for Count 
Barlaymont with 4 thouſand foot, and manic wagons laden with 
meale was come for this purpole as faras the drowned lands. 
His Excellencie hauing intelligence hereof,went with two thou- 
ſand foot, and ſtore of horſe to Stampers point, where hee found 
foure hundred men which Barlaymont had leftto gard that pal- 
flage : theſe did the Prince deteate and putro-rout ,and vnder- 
ſtanding by them that Barlaymont was alrcadie paſt, hee cauſed 
him to bee purſued , but hee hauing notice thereof , went 
an other way , by which moſt of themeſcaped, leauing certaine 
wagons laden with corne behind them , which his Excellencie 
trooke. Thoſe of the towne perceiuing that the Conuoy came not, 
returned home, many ſlaues excepted, who hid themſelues, and 
came and yeelded to Prince Maurice. His Excellencies troopes 
in purſuing Barlaymont ,. did in the night by miſchance take a 
contrarie way , and the next day returned to the Campe with 
many priſoners , and among them two Captaines, theonean 
Italian, and the other a German. By theſe his Excellencie vnder- 
{tood that the towne was well manned , but badly vitualed , 
and therefore ſought to encloſe it on cuery fide , cauſing his 
Campe to beeſtrongly fenced and entrenched both by land and 
water,ſending his Cauallerie farre vp into the Countrieto bring in 
contribution. The Campe being thus encloſed,the deputies of the 
Generall States,and Councell of State, tooke their leaue on the 29 
of May, and returned to the Hague: 

Thus fiege continuing foratime , Prince Maurice in the meane

Famine encreaſing,and Oftend ſtill holding out,thoſe of $luce | 
manifeſted their want by firesin thenight, which beeiug known 
ro the Archduke, hee commaunded Generall Spinolato releeue 
Sluce : who to this purpoſe, towardthe later end of ITulic, leuied ' 
forces from all parts, and now perceiued their error in ſutfe- 
ring his Excellencie to- paſſe ouer ſo eaflily. Generall . Spimola 
rogether with Count Trivulcio departed trom before Oitend 
with a ſufficient Arnne , leauing the Campe well provided of 
all things: yer hee wentverie vowillingly , and widh {mall hope 
to doe any good, as appeared by his letters which were inter- 
cepted. And fo came and encamped neere to Lapſchuer on a 
cawley , meaning with his ordnance to enforce his Excellen- 
cie to diſlodge, who cauſed counterbatteries to bee made, fo as 
in one night the canon ſlew many. 

Spinola on the ſixt of Auguſt, with three thouſand men, and 
certaine horſe aflailed Count Wilkam of Naflaus quarter , thipk- 
ivgto ſurpriſe it inthe night, carying with him divers neceſlary 
preparations for that purpoſe, butall was in vaine, for he was fo | 
roughly entertained,as with great lofle he wasenforcedto retire, 
leauing his preparations behind himgcarying certaine wagoners 
horſe away with him, which were feeding inthe paſtures. 

Spinola doing no good there, departed ſpeedily on the fix- 
teenth of Augult in view of Adel tothe forts of S.Ca- 
therin, and S. Philip , which hee eafily tooke by force, becauſe | 
they were weakely manned, From thence hee went ona cawley,
